ANEW  modern  35  mm.  miniature 
camera  for  black-and-white  and 
full  color  Kodachrome  pictures  —  the 
Kodak  Retina  II — is  announced  by  the 
Eastman  Kodak  Company. 

Similar  in  size  and  styling  to  the 
original  f.3.5  Kodak  Retina  I,  this 
new  member  of  the  Retina  family  in- 
corporates a  number  of  technical  ad- 
vances, particularly  in  lens  speed,  flexi- 
bility of  operation  and  "error-pr(X)f- 
ing." 

It  offers  a  choice  of  high-speed 
anastigmat  lenses,  either  f.2.0  or  f.2.8; 
is  equipped  with  coupled  range-finder 
focusing,  shutter  speeds  from  1  full 
second  to  1/500,  body  shutter  release, 
and  double -exposure -prevention  de- 
vice. 

The  body  is  of  die-case  aluminum 
alloy,  and  is  covered  with  tough-sur- 
faced black  morocco-grain  leather. 
Film  controls,  exposure-count  dial,  and 
shutter  release  are  mounted  on  a 
trimly-styled  monitor  turret  finished 
in  satined  chromium.  This  turret  also 
houses  the  coupled  range-finder  and 
telescopic  eye-level  view  finder.  On 
the  opposite  side  of  the  camera  is  a 
built-in  depth-of-field  scale. 

The  camera  opens  with  light  pres- 
sure on  a  push-button  bed  latch,  lens 
and  shutter  rising  automatically  and 
locking  in  picture-taking  position  as 
the  bed  is  lowered.  Lens  and  shutter 
are  mounted  on  a  focusing  helix, 
moved  by  means  of  a  large  milled 
knob  placed  conveniently  to  the  finger 
tips. 

The  shutter  is  a  Compur  -  Rapid, 
marked  for  nine  speeds  from  1  second 
to  1/500  second.  Exposures  timed 
at  intermediate  speeds  may  also  be 
made  between  1  second  and  1/100 
second  (except  between  1/10  and 
1/25),  by  setting  the  shutter-rim  dial 
between  the  markings. 


Shutter  plunger  and  film-winding 
knob  are  coupled  so  that  once  the 
shutter  is  tripped,  the  film  must  be 
wound  before  the  shutter  release  will 
operate  again.  This  gives  positive 
protection  against  double  exposures. 
The  film  winding  knob  is  halted  auto- 
matically by  a  dead-stop  device  when 
the  proper  amount  of  film  for  another 
exposure  has  been  wound  into  place. 

The  range-finder  is  of  the  double- 
image  or  coincidence  type.  As  the 
lens-focusing  knob  is  moved,  two 
images  are  seen  in  the  range  finder 
field  and  when  these  two  images  co- 
incide perfectly,  the  object  is  auto- 
matically in  sharp  focus. 

Both  the  f.2.0  and  f.2.8  lenses 
supplied  in  the  Kodak  Retina  II  are 
of  50  mm.  (two  inch)  focal  length,  the 
length  regarded  as  giving  the  most 
satisfactory  angle  of  view  for  the 
1x1 1/2  inch  film  size. 

A  tripod  socket  is  inserted  in  the 
base  of  the  camera  body.  Accessories 
available  soon  will  include  three  sup- 
plementary lenses  for  closer  work  than 
the  3|/2-foot  focusing  minimum;  four 
filters  (N-1,  light  yellow;  N-2,  me- 
dium yellow;  N-3,  green,  and  N-4, 
orange)  and  No.  5  Pictorial  Diffusion 
Disks  and  Diffusion  Portrait  Attach- 
ments. All  these  will  be  supplied  in 
.-crew-in  mounts.  The  supplementary 
lenses  permit  working  as  near  as  11)^ 
inches  to  an  object,  or  even  closer  if 
two  of  these  lenses  are  used  in  com- 
bination. 

Kodak  Retina  II  is  sold  with  a  tan 
bridle-leather  sportsman's  field  case,  in 
order  to  insure  the  protection  that  a 
camera  of  this  precision  and  finish  de- 
mands. The  field  case  is  of  the  ever- 
ready  "action"  type,  with  drip  front 
and  neck  straps.  With  case,  Kodak 
Retina  II  with  f.2.0  lens  will  retail  for 
$140,  and  with  f.2.8  lens,  $115.

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Principle  in  Business 

PRINCIPLE  IS  making  its  way  hack 
everywhere.  Many  lament  the 
passing  of  the  old  type  of  business 
man  who  built  the  country — the  man 
whose  moral  inheritance  and  social 
sense  and  strength  of  high  American 
tradition  made  him  a  bulwark — the 
type  of  man  whose  goods  were  for 
sale,  but  not  his  principles.  The 
growth  of  impersonal  corporations  was 
thought  to  have  done  for  him.  There 
need  be  no  lament — that  man  still  is 
here,  always  has  been  here;  but  under 
the  terrific  bludgeoning  of  the  sup- 
posedly new  ideas  that  temporarily 
dominated  popular  imagination,  he 
had  his  moments  of  self-searching  to 
see  whether  he  was  wrong  and  they 
right,  whether  they  represented  prog- 
ress and  he  the  obsolete  past.  Well, 
he  has  settled  that.  He  knows  that  he 
was  in  the  main  stream  of  progress 
all  the  time,  and  the  other  thing  was 
a  deviation.  His  lifelong  principle  is 
confirmed  and  his  strength  is  restored. 

.  .  .  Principle  is  a  man's  greatest 
asset.  Weaken  his  principle  and  he  is 
defenseless  on  every  side.  Principle 
enables  a  man  to  stand — against  every 
bribe  and  every  threat,  to  stand.  Un- 
der the  bewilderment  and  exhaustion 
caused  by  the  refined  cunning  of  per- 
sistent psychological  assault — to  stand. 
Many  have  compromised  these  days, 
saying:  "We  know  it  is  wrong,  we 
know  it  can't  last  long,  it  will  fall  of 
its  own  weakness;  but  we  will  go 
along  with  it.  It  is  safer  to  conform 
than  stick  out  your  neck" — and  every 
time  this  was  said,  something  of  the 
national  heritage  was  surrendered. 
Principle  doesn't  know  that  language. 
It  knows  that  the  right  way  is  the 
only  possible  way  through. 

We  all  have  seen  strong,  brilliant, 
resourceful  men  fail  for  lack  of  but 
one  quality,  principle.  The  unprin- 
cipled man  is  not  usually  of  crooked 
intention,  he  only  lacks  a  central, 
compelling  standard — a  man  minus  a 


moral  spinal  column — he  cannot  stand. 
And  we  all  have  seen  men  who  lacked 
brilliance  and  many  natural  advan- 
tages, not  clever  men  but  useful  men, 
not  smart  men  but  sound  men,  who 
in  a  crisis  of  patriotism  or  policy  were 
able  to  stand — not  because  they  were 
exceptionally  strong,  but  because  prin' 
ciple  stood  up  strongly  in  them.  It 
is  principle  or  lack  of  it  that  makes 
men  strong  or  weak.  A  man  of  prin- 
ciple will  look  at  you  in  surprise  if 
you  praise  his  stand  for  what  his  in- 
most being  says  is  right — look  at  you 
in  surprise! — he  could  not  have  done 
anything  else  had  he  wanted  to.  He 
cannot  abandon  principle  any  more 
than  he  can  abandon  the  color  of  his 
eyes.  It  holds  him,  as  much  as  he  it. 
There  he  stands,  himself  and  prin- 
ciple so  vitally  one,  he  can  do  no 
other. 

And  that  is  growing.  The  country 
is  more  vibrant  with  it.  Quite  or- 
dinary business  men  are  becoming 
more  than  ordinary  business  men  in 
the  newly  recovered  strength  of  prin- 
ciple. And  that,  of  course,  is  the  re- 
covery  on   which   all  other   recovery

When  photographing  store  win- 
dows, a  pocket  flashlight  can  be  used 
to  determine  the  angle  of  least  reflec- 
tion.

For  display  purposes,  prints  may  be 
attached  to  a  hard  or  resistant  surface 
by  pushing  thumbtacks  through  squares 
of  adhesive  tape  with  the  sticky  side 
opposite  to  the  point.  The  adhesive  is 
then  massaged  to  the  wall  surface,  with 
the  points  of  the  tacks  sticking  out  to 
hold  the  print.  The  protruding  points 
arc  then  covered  with  pencil  eraser 
rubbers.  If  a  little  care  is  exercised 
in  the  placing  of  the  corners,  they  will 
not  be  visible.

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The  Leica  Gun 

FOR  the  sportsman,  naturalist,  and 
newsman  who  finds  frequent  use 
for  a  compact  outfit  enabhng  him  to 
use  a  long  focus  lens  on  his  Leica 
camera  without  the  necessity  of  em- 
ploying a  tripod,  the  new  Leica-gun 
fills  a  long-felt  need.

Pistol  Grip 

The  rifle  stock  has  a  pistol  grip  and 
two  triggers  are  arranged  in  a  natural 
position  for  the  fingers.  The  forward 
trigger  releases  the  shutter,  thus  mak- 
ing the  exposure,  while  the  rear  trig- 
ger, which  is  connected  to  the  camera 
take  up  by  means  of  a  ratchet,  winds 
the  shutter  and  brings  a  fresh  section 
of  film  into  position.  Thus,  the  gun 
is  a  rapid  action  gun,  exposures  be- 
ing made  as  fast  as  it  is  possible  to 
pull  the  triggers.  The  hands  do  not 
leave  the  natural  position  on  the  gun 
at  any  time,  the  left  hand  being  used 
for  focusing  the  lens  in  the  normal 
manner  while  the  right  hand  makes  the 
exposure  and  rewinds  the  shutter.  The 
gun  weighs  8%  lbs.,  which  enables  it 
to  be  held  steadily  at  shoulder  level. 

Easily  Reloaded 

For  reloading  the  camera  the  gun 
is  easily  and  quickly  disassembled  by 


means  of  two  knurled  screws.  When 
these  are  released  the  entire  assembly, 
consisting  of  lens,  camera,  reflex 
housing,  and  viewfinder,  comes  off 
the  gun  stock  in  one  unit.  To  remove 
the  cable  release  from  the  gun  stock 
it  is  only  necessary  to  disengage  the 
lever  which  holds  it  in  place  above 
the  forward  trigger.  A  special  base- 
plate, which  has  a  pin  fitted  through 
it,  is  fitted  on  the  camera  enabling 
the  camera  take  up  to  be  coupled  with 
the  trigger  winder  incorporated  in  the 
gun  stock.  The  special  baseplate  is 
removed  from  the  camera  in  the  nor- 
mal manner.

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Post  office  Ruling  on  Film  Mailing 


THE  following  article  is  reprinted 
from  "Developments,"  published 
by  the  Master  Photo  Finishers  of 
America,  and  is  a  reply  by  a  post  office 
official  to  an  inquiry  with  reference  to 
mailing  of  film  and  enclosures.  The 
reply  follows: 

''With  reference  to  your  letter  re- 
garding parcels  mailed  by  the  Blank 
Photo  Finishing  Company,  you  are 
informed  that  when  the  outer  wrap- 
per of  a  sealed  parcel  bears  the  print- 
ed indicia  required  by  paragraph 
6(b),  section  581,  P.  L.  and  R.,  author- 
i2;ing  opening  for  postal  inspection, 
this  authorization  appUes  to  all  mat- 
ter enclosed  therein." 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing 
that  a  parcel  which  contained  sealed 
envelopes  having  photographic  nega- 
tives and  prints  inclosed  is  properly 
acceptable  for  mailing  prepaid  at  the 
third-class  rate  of  postage.  This  is 
with  the  understanding  that  the  bill 
that  was  enclosed,  which  may  be  re- 
garded as  an  invoice,  related  exclu- 
sively to  prints  and  negatives. 

This  question  has  been  raised  many 
times  by  members  desiring  to  use  asso- 
ciation seals  for  sealing  their  envelopes 
of  pictures  going  through  the  mails  to 
druggist  dealer  accounts. 

UNPERMISSIBLE  ADDITIONS 
TO  OR  ENCLOSURES  WITH 
PHOTOGRAPHIC  FILMS. 

It  may  be  stated  in  this  connection 
that  written  words,  figures,  marks,  etc., 
giving  instructions  for  the  develop- 
ment of  photographic  films,  will  con- 
vert the  matter  into  personal  com- 
munications and  will  subject  parcels 
of  films  bearing  or  containing  such 
written  instructions,  when  mailed, 
sealed  or  unsealed,  to  a  dealer  or  other 
person  for  development  and  the  print- 
ing of  pictures  therefrom,  to  postage 
at  first  class  rate,  3  cents  an  ounce  or 
fraction  of  an  ounce. 


When  parcels  of  films  which  have 
been  developed  by  a  dealer  or  other 
person  are  mailed  for  return  to  the 
senders,  the  written  marks,  words  or 
figures  no  longer  constitute  instruc- 
tions, but  may  be  regarded  as  descrip- 
tive of  the  contents  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  574,  Postal  Laws  and 
Regulations,  would  be  permissible  ad- 
ditions to  or  enclosures  with  such  par- 
cels prepaid  at  the  third  or  fourth- 
class  rate  of  postage,  according  to 
weight,  namely,  the  third-class  rate  of 
1  '/2  cents  for  each  two  ounces  or  frac 
tion  thereof  when  mailed  in  parcels 
weighing  up  to  and  including  eight 
ounces,  and  fourth-class  parcel  post 
zone  rates  when  mailed  in  parcels 
weighing  more  than  eight  ounces. 

It  is  also  permissible  under  section 
574,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  to 
enclose  in  a  bulk  package  an  invoice 
or  bill  showing  the  customer's  num- 
ber,  number  of  rolls  and  prints  made 
from  each  roll,  and  the  cost  of  develop- 
ing each  roll  with  such  prices  carried 
out  and  totaled  in  the  usual  manner 
without  subjecting  the  package  to  more 
than  the  third  or  fourth-class  rates  of 
postage,   according  to  weight. 

While  under  section  574,  Postal 
Laws  and  Regulations,  certain  inscrip- 
tions that  are  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
scription are  permissible,  instructions 
concerning  the  developing  of  the  films 
and  the  number  of  prints  to  be  made 
therefrom,  whether  in  full  or  indicated 
hv  chec}{  mar\s,  go  beyond  the  purpose 
of  description  and  are,  in  eff^ect,  com- 
munications to  the  addressee  and, 
therefore,  subject  the  whole  parcels  to 
postage  at  the  first-class  rate. 

Mailings  of  photographic  films 
should  be  carefully  observed  and  the 
senders  advised  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  the  postal  regulations.  At 
the  same  time  attention  should  be

called  to  the  provision  embodied  in 
section  583,  Postal  Laws  and  Regula- 
tions, under  which  written  instructions 
regarding  the  developing  of  films, 
number  of  prints  desired,  etc.,  may  be 
placed  in  an  envelope  properly  ad- 
dressed and  prepaid  at  the  first-class 
rate  and  be  attached  to  the  outside  of 
a  parcel  of  films  on  which  postage  is 
prepaid  at  the  third-class  rate,  accord- 
ing to  weight. 

Postmasters  should  also  request  per- 
sons or  concerns  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  developing  films,  etc.,  to  ii.form 
their  customers  as  to  the  proper  man- 
ner of  mailing  films  accompanied  with 
instructions  for  developing,  printing, 
etc. 

Parcels  containing  films  presented 
for  mailing  at  the  third  or  fourth-class 
rate,  if  found  on  examination  (see 
par.  8,  sec.  581,  Postal  Laws  and  Regu- 
lations) to  contain  written  instructions 
for  developing,  printing,  etc.,  should 
be  returned  to  the  senders  for  proper 
postage  or  the  withdrawal  of  the  in- 
structions. Of  course,  when  such  par- 
cels inadvertently  reach  the  office  of 
address  they  should  be  rated  with  the 
postage  properly  due,  to  be  collected 
on  delivery.  If  postmasters  believe 
the  senders  are  endeavoring  to  evade 
the  payment  of  the  higher  rate  in 
violation  of  section  582  of  the  regula- 
tions, they  should  submit  a  report  to 
the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral, Division  of  Classification. 

You  are  reminded,  however,  that 
after  the  developing  of  the  films  and 
printing  of  the  photographs  have  been 
accomplished  and  the  films  with  the 
prints  are  returned  to  the  original 
sender,  data  as  to  the  number  of  prints 
inclosed  and  manner  of  developing  ap- 
pearing on  the  parcels  would  then  he 
"for  purpose  of  description'  and 
therefore  permissible.

School  of  Photography 

THE  Winona  School  of  Photog- 
raphy will  again  be  operated  by 
the  Photographers'  Association  of 
America  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 
This  is  a  non-profit  institution  and  the 
school  is  open  to  any  individual  who 
has  sufficient  basic  knowledge  of  pho- 
togf'iphy  to  be  eligible  for  admission. 
It  is  not  necessary  that  the  student  be 
a  member  of  the  Association.  This  is 
not  a  school  for  beginners  and  at  least 
one  year's  experience  in  professional 
photography  is  required. 

There  are  two  courses.  The  Com- 
mercial Course  starts  June  27  and 
ends  July  22;  the  Portrait  Course 
starts  July  25  and  ends  August  20.

When  copying  pictures  place  the 
lights  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees,  even 
with  the  center  of  the  copy.  Ilumina- 
tion  must  be  equal  on  all  sides,  which 
will  eliminate  much  of  the  paper  grain. 

*  * 

Empty  film  spools  are  handy  for 
cutting  open  boxes  of  photo  films  and 
paper.  The  spool  is  inserted  into  the 
tape  that  seals  the  package  and  has 
the  advantage  over  a  razor  blade  in 
that  it  has  no  sharp  edges  for  possible 
injury. 

*  * 

There  is  always  danger  of  the  tripod 
becoming  upset  when  set  up  in  a  wind. 
Many  devices  have  been  devised  to 
overcome  this,  but  none  as  simple  as 
this.  Two  lengths  of  cord  are  tied 
to  a  rubber  band  of  the  heavy  type. 
One  length  of  cord  is  tied  to  the 
camera  screw  and  the  other  attached 
to  a  wire  stake.  When  the  tripod  is 
set  up  and  the  anchor  pin  pushed  into 
the  ground  at  an  angle,  the  tension  of 
the  rubber  band  will  keep  the  camera 
steady.

Pictures  made  with  automatic  ma' 
chines  that  are  to  be  copied  can  be 
prevented  from  becoming  spotty,  to  a 
large  extent,  by  rubbing  the  picture 
with  petroleum  jelly  of  the  white  va- 
riety before  copying.

Canvas  or  leather  camera  cases  can 
be  waterproofed  by  application  of  a 
mixture  containing  a  half  ounce  of 
crepe  rubber  in  a  half  pint  of  benzol. 
The  solution  should  be  applied  on  the 
outside,  an  old  nail  brush  being  ef- 
fective for  this  purpose.

Transparent  celluloid  (a  thick 
piece)  placed  over  a  photograph  while 
mounting  will  hold  the  picture  down 
and  at  the  same  time  make  it  possible 
to  vision  the  position  of  the  picture 
while  it  is  being  pasted.  Pressure  on 
the    celluloid    will    insure    a    firmer 

mount. 

*  * 

A  paper  plate  can  be  utilized  as  a 
reflector  for  photo-flood  bulbs  in  an 
emergency.  The  plate  should  be  cut 
from  the  edge  into  the  center  and  the 
edges  then  overlapped  and  fastened  to 
produce  a  modified  cone  eff^ect.  After 
cutting  a  hole  in  the  center  area  to 
admit  the  lamp  socket  the  improvised 
reflector  is  ready. 

*  * 

Enlarging  from  negatives  that  are 
not  extra  sharp  can  be  done  with  a 
great  deal  of  accuracy  if  a  substitute 
negative  is  used  for  focusing.  A  land- 
scape negative  that  has  been  overex- 
posed and  dense  is  marked  with  a  se- 
ries of  cuts  made  with  a  razor  or  sharp 
knife.  These  cut  lines  should  var>', 
some  bold  and  broad  and  some  fine 
and  narrow.  By  using  this  negative 
for  focusing,  the  cut  lines  appear 
sharply  defined  and  focus  is  quickly 
and  accurately  done.  Another  suc- 
cessful test  plate  can  be  made  by  ex- 
posing, fixing,  washing  and  drying  a 
good  film  and  then  ruling  thick  lines  on 
it  with  India  ink.  These  lines  break 
up  into  minute  fissures  and  enable  the 
finest  focusing.

Yesterday  we  pulled  our  chair  into 

the  family-circle  of  his  home  and  into 

his  confidence. 

Recently  he  had  closed  his  Colum- 
hus  Avenue  Studio  and  retired  .  .  .  not 
to  idleness  .  .  .  but  to  paint  the  things 
the  leisure  of  a  busy  life  had  denied 
him.  Very  early,  indeed,  came  a  calling 
to  the  arts  and  all  his  life  it  has  been  a 
controlling  passion  with  him.  At  the 
age  of  1 3,  in  the  Old  World,  he  painted 
the  volcano  Vesuvius,  from  life,  in  full 
eruption.  His  pigments  then  were  pul- 
verized ash,  brick  and  charcoal  made 
by  his  own  hands.  The  canvas  still 
hangs  in  his  home,  vivid  in  color  and 
unimpaired  in  texture. 

In  his  early  San  Francisco  days  his 
work  brought  him  to  the  attention  of 
the  then  famous  painter,  Domenico 
TojETTi,  and  it  became  the  privilege 
of  Monaco  to  study  under  this  master 
for  a  number  of  years.  During  this 
period  of  time  he  developed  a  distinct 
style  and  character  to  his  work.  One 
must  see  his  studies  of  Napoleon, 
Washington  and  Lincoln  to  judge  this 
quality  for  himself. 


But  first,  we  must  get  at  the  story 
in  a  logical  fashion — 

''John  B"  was  born  near  Locarno, 
Switzerland,  on  December  13,  185'6,  of 
Swiss-Italian  parents.  He  was  one  of 
ten  children;  his  father  a  man  of  70 
at  John's  birth. 

In  1875,  on  November  17,  to  be 
exact,  this  young  embryo  photographer 
and  painter  arrived  in  New  York, 
wide-eyed  and  anxious.  General  Grant 
was  then  President  of  the  United  States 
and  the  American  frontier  was  then 
hardly  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

A  year  later,  in  1876,  during  which 
year  Bell  patented  the  telephone  .  .  . 
John  Custer  was  scalped  by  Sitting  Bull 
.  .  .  and  Colorado  was  admitted  to  the 
Union  .  .  .  Monaco  and  his  brother 
Louis  opened  a  photo  studio  in  the  live- 
ly mining  camp  of  Eureka,  Nevada. 

Exciting  days,  those!  The  era  when 
Might  was  Right  and  the  law  of  the 
camp.  In  months  that  followed  came 
word  of  Edison's  invention  of  the  pho- 
nograph and  of  the  frenzied  Presiden- 
tial election  wherein  Rutherford  B. 
Hayes  became  President  of  the  United 
States  over  S.  J.  Tilden  by  one  single 
electoral  vote. 

'\J.  B.''  and  his  brother  prepared  all 
of  their  own  wet  plates  and  collodion. 
The  prints  were  on  albumen  paper  and 
anything  could  happen  —  and  usually 
did.  Exposures  in  good  light  were  7 
seconds  for  babies  and  15  seconds  for 
adults.  The  cash  customers  waited 
while  the  negatives  were  developed  and 
many-the-time  "J.  B."  pointed  a  finger 
of  discipline  as  he  shouted,  ''You 
moved!''

In  1888  the  two  brothers  came  to 
San  Francisco  and  opened  a  studio  at 
1228  Market  Street,  between  Taylor 
and  Jones.  In  '94  they  moved  to  the 
corner  of  Geary,  Kearny  and  Market, 
where  John  estabhshed  a  far-flung  rep- 
utation for  his  charcoal  and  crayon 
etchings  .  In  '97  the  brother  died  and 
John  continued  in  the  location  alone 
until  1902.  At  that  time  he  moved 
to  205  Columbus  Avenue,  then  known 
as  Montgomery  Street.  The  studio  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1906  and  rebuilt 
six  months  later. 

In  1920  he  purchased  his  own  build- 
ing at  "2!^ 4,"  across  the  street,  and  has 
continued  in  that  location  until  this 
day.  The  year  1937  marked  the  com- 
pletion of  61  consecutive  years  in  pho- 
tography. Mr.  Louis  Ferrari,  who  died 
in  1933,  was  identified  with  him  in 
business  for  over  30  years.  A  brother, 
Moreno  Monaco,  also  a  photographer, 
operated  a  studio  in  Stockton  for  a 
great  many  years. 

In  1908  "J.  B  "  returned,  for  .i  three 
months  visit,  to  Switzerland  and  Con- 
tinental Europe.  In  1920  he  suffered 
the  loss  of  a  devoted  wife.  His  one  son, 
Dan,  is  a  motion  picture  engineer  and 
technician  of  considerable  prominence. 

Today,  as  we  speak  of  the  present 
again,  he  paints  or  thumbs  a  volume  of 
Dickens,  as  he  chcxises.  He  is  Grandpa 
to  two  small  children.  Cu^nd  health 
blesses  him.

REPORT  of  stolen  equipment 
mentioned  on  other  pages  of  this 
edition  prompts  us  to  warn  camera 
shop  owners  to  be  most  careful  in  the 
way  they  display  cameras  or  leave 
demonstrated  cameras  on  the  counter. 
Today  there  are  more  people  living 
by  their  wits  than  ever  before,  and 
a  camera  is  evidently  a  most  readily 
negotiable  piece  of  merchandise.  One 
camera  stolen  from  your  store  will 
affect  your  profits  for  a  long  time,  as 
well  as  your  piece  of  mind  and  confi- 
dence in  people.  While  we  do  not 
necessarily  advocate  that  the  stable  be 
locked  before  the  horse  is  stolen,  the 
stable  will  bear  watching. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  when 
cameras  are  displayed  in  your  store 
window  you  show  the  more  expensive 
cameras  in  the  rear  of  the  window  so 
that  if  the  window  is  broken  the 
cheaper  cameras  alone  will  be  accessi- 
ble.

New  Kodak  16  mm.  Enlarger 


A  COMPACT  new  enlarger  for 
making  black-and-white  nega- 
tives from  single  frames  of  16  mm. 
motion  pictures  is  announced  from 
Rochester  by  the  Eastman  Kodak 
Company. 

Operation  of  this  device  is  so  sim- 
ple that  errors  are  almost  impossible. 
Negatives  may  be  made  in  a  few  sec- 
onds from  either  black-and-white  film 
or  Kodachrome,  and  from  these  en- 
larged negatives  both  contacts  prints 
and  greater  enlargements  are  possible. 
Owing  to  the  extremely  fine  grain  of 
laboratory-processed  reversal  film,  and 
the  absence  of  silver  grain  in  Koda- 
chrome, the  enlarged  negatives  from 
the  tiny  movie  frames  arc  of  excel- 
lent technical  quality. 

The  enlarger  is  of  particular  value 
to  the  amateur  movie  enthusiast  who 
possesses  no  darkroom  or  other  facili- 
ties for  making  enlarged  "stills"  from 
his  16  mm.  reels.  It  permits  the  mak- 
ing of  a  series  of  negatives  in  rapid 
succession,  and  eliminates  the  need 
of  immediate  processing.  The  enlarger 
loads  with  a  standard  daylight-loading 
film  roll,  which  can  be  developed  at 
leisure  by  the  maker,  or  sent  to  a 
photo-finisher. 

One  of  the  major  virtues  of  the 
new  device  is  that  it  facilitates  the 
making  of  enlarged  "stills'"  at  the  time 
the  movie  reel  is  edited.  Heretofore, 
this  work  has  involved  delays,  trouble- 
some darkroom  work,  recutting  of  the 
film  reel,  frequent  loss  of  good  frames, 
additional  splicing,  and  other  annoy- 
ing, time-consuming  operations. 

Aside  from  production  of  prints 
for  album  use  or  for  mailing  to  distant 


friends,  the  enlarger  has  a  variety  of 
uses.  Prints  from  the  enlarged  nega- 
tives, either  black-and-white  or  tinted, 
can  be  utiHzed  as  title  backgrounds. 
The  clever  experimenter  will  find  pos- 
sibilities in  enlarged  "montage"  nega- 
tives from  two  or  more  frames,  and  in 
the  use  of  filters  to  obtain  special  ef- 
fects when  enlarged  negatives  are 
made  from  Kodachrome  transparen- 
cies. Prints  can  also  be  used  in  a 
titler  for  lengthening  scenics  or  in- 
terior views  in  which  there  is  no 
movement. 

The  enlarger  is  constructed,  for 
compactness,  in  the  form  of  a  folding 
Kodak,  and  is  loaded  and  operated 
in  much  the  same  way.  A  film  gate, 
mounted  before  the  enlarger  lens,  has 
a  mask  opening  the  exact  size  of  the 
16  mm.  frame.  The  film  is  positioned 
over  this  opening,  between  guide  pins. 
A  locating  pin  engages  one  perfora- 
tion, keeping  the  film  in  exact  align- 
ment. There  is  no  cutting  of  the 
movie  film.  After  positioning,  the 
cover  of  the  gate  is  closed,  and  a  brief 
exposure  made  by  incandescent  light. 

With  a  film  frame  of  average  den- 
sity, a  five-second  exposure  is  correct 
with  "SS"  Pan  film,  when  the  film 
gate  is  held  five  inches  from  a  No.  1 
Photoflood  lamp.  Photoflood  light  is 
most  suitable  for  enlarged  negatives 
from  Kodachrome.  The  enlarger  loads 
with  616  size  Kodak  Film,  and  eight 
negatives  are  obtained  from  each  roll, 
each  negative  2]/2  by  3%  inches.  Full 
operating  instructions  are  included 
with  each  enlarger.

We  are  certain  that  attending  pho- 
tographers have  gone  their  way  with 
an  increased  knowledge  and  enthusi- 
asm for  their  work.  And  we  feel  no 
small  vote  of  thanks  should  go  to  the 
Eastman  Kodak  Co.  for  their  fine 
work  in  arranging  this  program.  We 
of  Hirsch  &  Kaye  are  a  little  proud 
of  having  played  a  part  in  presenting 
It  to  Central,  West  Coast  audiences.

THE  third  annual  two-day  convention  of  the  Associated  Photographers  of 
the  SacramentO'San  Joaquin  Valleys  was  successfully  concluded  Sunday 
evening,  April  24.  Registration  was  approximately  the  same  as  last  year,  and 
while  there  were  less  people  in  the  building  which  housed  the  print  display 
and  manufacturer's  exhibits,  this  was  in  no  way  due  to  the  convention  and  was 
somewhat  of  a  benefit.  In  previous  years  the  Flower  Show,  held  at  the  same 
time  as  the  Photographers'  Convention,  was  open  to  the  public  without  admis- 
sion charge.  This  year  a  charge  of  25c  was  made  for  the  Flower  Show,  and 
this  resulted  in  reduced  attendance  and  less  people  in  the  Exhibit  Building. 
This  gave  visiting  photographers  more  opportunity  to  establish  personal  contact 
with  their  friends  in  the  display  booths. 

Beyond  a  doubt,  the  outstanding  demonstration  was  that  arranged  by  Karl 
nnd  Emilie  Romaine,  who  have  earned  the  thanks  of  photographers  for  the 
effort  they  made  to  make  the  demonstration  a  success.  They  were  assisted 
by  a  beautiful  model  with  whom  their  demonstration  had  been  carefully 
rehearsed.

The  Miniature  Camera   in 
Professional  Photography 

Condensed  from  the  tal\  by  C.  Stanton  Loeber  of  the  Conventu^n  of  the 
Associated  Photographers  of  theSacramento  and  San  Joaqinn  Valleys. 

RECENTLY  I  conducted  a  series  of  radio  talks  on  photography.  In  one  of 
these  I  discussed  the  enjoyment  and  pleasure  I  derived  in  taking  candid 
shots  along  San  Francisco's  Waterfront.  I  told  how  I  followed  various  characters 
and  "shot"  them  unawares;  how  in  one  case  I  followed  an  ancient  Chinese  for 
some  three  months  before  I  could  get  his  picture.   I  thought  it  a  pretty  good  talk. 

So  the  next  day  when  Joe  Bush  rushed  up  to  me,  grabbed  me  by  the  hand 
and  said,  "Gee,  Loeber,  that  was  a  swell  talk,"  I  felt  fine.  And  a  couple  of  days 
later  in  the  street  car  when  I  overheard  a  Negro  and  an  American  discussing 
photography,  pictures,  cameras,  I  stuck  out  my  ear  and  listened.  Evidently  they 
were  stevedores,  judging  from  their  clothing  and  their  union  badges. 

Suddenly  I  heard  the  Negro  say,  "Did  you  hear  that  radio  guy  the  other 
night?  Well,  maybe  he  knew  his  stuff,  but  if  I  ever  catch  that  big  blankety 
blank-blank  following  me  around  the  docks,  I'll  kick  him  into  the  bay."  Now 
that's  probably  the  way  you  will  feel  after  I  finish  this  little  talk.  You  will  want 
to  kick  the  big  blankety-blank-blank  into  the  Sacramento  River. 

Because  I'm  going  to  tell  you  some  things  you  won't  like.  I'm  going  to  tell 
you  that  the  average  professional  photographer  is  years  behind  the  times.  You 
learned  your  profession  some  five  or  ten  or  even  twenty  years  ago.  Then  you 
dropped  into  a  rut.  Photography  is  zooming;  the  technique,  practice,  the  ideas, 
have  all  advanced — and  you  have  failed  to  keep  pace. 

Now  you  are  going  to  wonder  who  I  am  that  I  should  get  up  here  and  make 
such  a  statement.  Well,  I'll  tell  you — it  sc:)  happens  that  I'm  employed  by  the 
largest  and  oldest  independent  photo  supply  house  in  all  the  West.  It  also 
happens  that  I'm  a  member  of  the  oldest  and  largest  camera  club  in  all  the  West. 
In  fact,  I'm  an  officer  of  that  club. 

I'm  talking,  thinking  and  eating  photography  all  day  and  most  of  the  night. 
Rather  a  heavy  diet.  And  sometimes  I  get  indigestion.  Too  much  professional. 
And  I'm  going  to  tell  you  that  the  average  good  amateur  knows  more  about 
modern  photography  than  does  the  average  professional.  Now,  of  course,  any- 
thing that  I  say  does  not  apply  to  this  group,  we  understand  that.  And  when 
I  say  the  amateur  photographer,  I  mean  that  chap  who  does  his  own  finishing. 

Now  just  wait  a  minute  before  you  throw  rocks  at  me.  I've  said  that  the 
amateur  knows  more  about  modern  photc^sgraphy  than  do  you.  But  he  doesn't 
know  what  to  do  with  what  he  does  know.  He  has  not  the  years  of  experience 
and  the  background  that  the  professional  has. 

Therefore,  he  does  not  know  how  to  apply  his  learning.  But  he  does  know 
everything  pertaining  to  the  modern  way  of  photography.  He  is  avid  for  infor- 
mation. He  reads  every  magazine,  every  journal,  every  book.  In  fact,  he  is  two 
jumps  ahead  of  the  manufacturer  himself.  Of  course,  we  realize  that  you  work 
all  day  and  often  all  night  and  when  you  relax  you  turn  to  some  other  interest 
for  your  recreation.  But  not  so  the  amateur.  Pick  up  such  magazines  as  "Life" 
and  the  score  of  other  similar  publications,  and  the  greater  share  of  the  pictures 
you  see  have  been  made  by  the  amateur,  not  by  the  professional.

And  peculiarly,  the  bulk  of  these  pictures  have  been  made  with  miniature 
cameras.  Now,  the  professional  has  shunned  "Minnie/'  He  thinks  of  her  as  a 
beautiful  little  hussy  who  will  do  him  wrong.  She  hasn't  any  rising  front  and 
no  swing  back.  He's  afraid  of  her.  Well,  that's  where  you  are  mistaken. 

Never  in  the  history  of  all  photography  has  such  a  beautifully  precisioned 
instrument  been  put  into  the  hand  of  any  photographer. 

There  are  wide-angle  lenses,  Telephoto  lenses  and  lenses  so  fast  that  with 
the  new  Ultra  Speed  film,  instantaneous  exposures  can  be  made  with  the  light  of 
a  single  candle.  Feed  her  a  roll  of  Kodachrome  and  she  will  produce  natural 
color  pictures  that  will  knock  your  eye  out.  Direct  color  prints  are  being  made 
in  England  today  and  within  two  years'  time  it  is  predicted  that  the  professional 
will  be  able  to  make  color  prints  as  easily  as  he  makes  black  and  white  prints 
today. 

Think  what  that  will  mean  to  the  old  cash  register.  And  sneaking  of  the 
cash  register,  that's  what  every  professional  photographer  wants  to  know.  Will 
"Minnie"  pay?   The  answer  is  definitely  "Yes." 

I  know  a  chap  who  was  a  portrait  artist.  The  depression  came  along  and 
the  wolf  sat  on  his  doorsteps  and  howled.  So  he  bought  himself  a  Leica  and 
where  before  he  painted  portraits,  he  nf>w  made  them  photoaranhically.  Of 
course,  you  are  going  to  say  at  once,  "What  about  retouching?"  Well,  a  little 
Panchromatic  make-un  smeared  over  vour  sitter's  face  will  hide  all  the  v^'rinkles, 
the  blemishes,  freckles.  In  fact,  it  will  hide  everything  but  cockeyes.  And  today 
this  chap  is  making  an  excellent  income  doing  nothing  but  portrait  work  with  his 
little  Leica. 

Of  course  you  will  ask,  "Will  sitters  allow  me  to  put  on  the  make-up?" 
Certainly,  and  if  it's  a  woman  she's  thrilled  to  death  with  the  idea  of  learnine 
something  about  the  subject  of  make-up.  You  need  not  know  anvthing,  but  if 
you  simplv  let  h^r  believe  that  you  know  everything,  your  whole  problem  is 
solved.  With  a  fast  lens  and  a  moderate  lieht  you  can  take  any  number  of 
exposures,  catch  your  subject  in  natural  poses,  have  far  more  proofs  to  show,  and 
make  accordingly  a  greater  number  of  sales. 

One  day  a  chap  walked  into  the  store,  bought  a  Contax.  It  seems  that  he 
was  a  portrait  artist  freshly  returned  from  Europe  and  greatly  in  demand.  In 
fact,  he  had  so  many  sittings  he  could  not  care  for  them  all.  So  he  evolved  this 
little  plan.  He  mounted  the  Contax  on  his  easel  where  it  was  hidden  and  could 
not  be  seen,  and  then  as  he  worked  away,  from  time  to  time  be  would  snap  a 
shot  of  his  sitter,  all  unknown  to  this  sitter.  He  would  put  in  the  ground  work 
for  the  portrait,  then  turn  that  and  the  8x10  blow-ups  from  his  Contax  over  to 
his  assistants.  They  would  complete  the  work.  In  that  manner  he  was  able  to 
cash  in  on  his  fleeting  popularity  in  a  manner  that  otherwise  would  not  have 
been  possible. 

You  have  all  seen  those  marvelous  pictures  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Bridge. 
You  have  seen  them  in  windows  everywhere,  and  publications.  They  are  won- 
derful photographs.  They  were  all  made  with  a  miniature  camera.  And  no 
other  camera  in  the  world  than  a  "Minnie"  could  have  done  that.  Because  in 
industrial  work  it  is  imperative  that  everything  be  crisply  sharp  from  the  nearest 
to  the  farthest  object.  Only  "Minnie,"  with  her  short  lens  and  a  great  depth, 
could  accomplish  that    Pete  Stackpole  made  those  pictures.    Photography  was

his  hobby.  He  was  just  a  kid.  Then  he  got  a  job  photographing  the  construction 
work  at  a  small  salary.  Today  Pete  is  one  of  America's  ranking  photographers, 
on  the  staff  of  Time,  traveling  all  over  the  country  on  assignments.  And  if 
there  had  been  no  "Minnie,"  Pete  would  not  be  where  he  is  today. 

Herman  Bryant  of  the  San  Francisco  News  is  credited  with  taking  the 
finest  sport  pictures  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  He  uses  a  Leica.  During  the  Stanford' 
California  Big  Game  he  shot  in  all  that  muck  and  rain  at  1/500  of  a  second  at 
F6.?  on  Ultra  Speed  Film  and  the  negatives  were  perfect.  At  night  basketball 
or  indoor  sports  he  shoots  1/1000  of  a  second,  stop  F4  and  with  a  No.  1  Super 
Flash  gets  perfectly  timed  negatives  at  1 5  feet. 

Atop  the  News  building  is  a  pigeon  loft.  So  when  Herman  goes  to  a  foot' 
ball  game,  his  Leica  and  a  crate  of  pigeons  accompany  him.  He  fires  a  roll  of 
film  at  the  opening  action  of  the  game,  loads  it  onto  the  back  of  a  pigeon  and 
within  three-quarters  of  an  hour  the  pictures  are  on  the  street.  When  the 
Hoover  came  in  after  her  bombing  in  China,  Herman  and  his  reporters  met  her 
at  the  Gate.  And  before  the  other  papers  realized  it,  the  whole  story  and  pic' 
tures  of  the  passengers  were  being  distributed  in  downtown  San  Francisco. 

It  is  routine  practice  for  Herman  to  make  enlargements  of  40  diameters 
without  showing  grain.  In  fact,  he'll  take  a  section  of  a  negative  no  larger  than 
a  quarter  the  size  of  my  little  fingernail  and  make  it  into  an  8  x  10  enlargement. 

I  have  in  my  pocket  a  series  of  pictures  that  appeared  in  last  week's  Life. 
They  show  a  rat  sticking  his  head  through  a  rat  hole,  nibbling  at  the  cheese  in 
the  trap,  then  eating  it  and  finally  the  last  shot  shows  him  dashing  gaily  through 
the  hole  with  his  tail  high  in  the  air.  That's  an  interesting  series  of  pictures. 
But  more  interesting  is  the  manner  in  which  it  was  made.  The  whole  thing  was 
planned  by  a  doctor  friend  of  mine.  He  had  seen  a  rat  stick  his  nose  out  and  it 
gave  him  an  idea.  So  he  got  a  rat  hole  from  the  wrecking  company,  or  rather  I 
should  say  a  board  with  a  rat  hole  in  it,  a  rat  from  a  laboratory  where  experi' 
mental  work  was  being  carried  on,  and  used  the  floor  of  his  ofiice  for  the  set'up. 

His  office  girl  held  the  rat  so  that  just  his  head  showed  coming  through  the 
hole.  And  also  the  last  shot  where  we  see  his  glorious  retreat.  The  difficuft  part 
of  it  came  in  getting  the  rat  to  take  the  cheese  that  was  on  the  trap.  Believe  it  or 
not,  he  had  never  been  educated  to  the  joys  of  cheese  eating,  so  it  was  necessary 
to  smear  the  cheese  with  bacon  grease.  Of  course,  the  trap  was  spiked  so  that  it 
would  not  go  off  and  catch  Mr.  Rat.  The  pictures  were  taken  with  a  Contax 
and  two  photo  floods.  The  whole  thing  was  posed.  But  it  typifies  what  the 
possession  of  a  fine  miniature  camera  does  for  one.  This  camera  is  as  beautifully 
precisioned  an  instrument  as  any  that  the  good  Doctor  uses  in  his  profession.  It 
stimulated  his  imagination,  and  the  result— a  set  of  pictures  for  which  Life  was 
glad  to  pay  $100. 

I  know  another  chap  who,  when  business  is  slack,  goes  out  and  photographs 
a  block  of  homes  in  the  better  residential  district  in  his  city.  He'll  take  two  and 
three  shots  of  each  home.  Then  he  makes  post  card  enlargements  and  a  day  or 
two  later  shoves  them  under  the  door  of  the  home  with  a  little  note  saying  he 
will  call  a  few  days  later.  Perhaps  that  evening  or  the  following  day  he  returns. 
He  tells  me  that  the  sales  of  such  pictures  average  approximately  $2.00  per 
home.  If  there  are  a  dozen  homes  in  the  block  that  means  an  income  of  $24 
And  certainly  that  is  not  to  be  sneezed  at.

Now,  that  is  one  of  the  finest  things  about  the  ownership  of  a  miniature 
camera.  It  does  something  to  us.  It  gives  us  a  psychological  uplift.  It  gives 
us  new  ideas.  I  said  NEW  ideas,  not  young  ideas,  as  Billie  Wolff  has.  And 
the  result  is,  if  we  attempt  things  photographically  that  we  have  never  tried 
before,  it  means  better  technical  work,  it  means  better  income.  Take  your 
miniature  camera  to  the  various  luncheons  and  meetings  of  the  Kiwanis,  of 
the  Lions,  of  the  Rotary,  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Take  a  series  of 
candid  shots  and  the  results  will  ama2;e  you.  People  are  hungry  for  candid 
photographs  of  themselves  and  their  friends.  The  newspapers  will  buy  them. 
And  you  will  increase  your  sales  substantially. 

The  possession  of  a  miniature  camera  stamps  the  local  photographer  as 
being  progressive.  It  is  one  of  the  best  advertisements  he  can  have.  And  you 
can  be  plenty  certain  that  everyone  in  your  community  will  note  the  fact  that 
you  are  carrying  this  little  beauty  with  you. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  ideas  the  ""Minnie"  camera  will  bring  to  you. 
Fve  told  you  that  the  professional  photographer  has  been  behind  the  times. 
I've  meant  it.  Fve  stuck  my  neck  out  and  people  who  do  so  generally  get  it 
whacked.  So  now  it's  open  season  and  you  can  start  whacking  as  much  as  you 
want.

Good  Advice 

WHEN  bu>'ing  .1  5ec(ind-hand 
used  lens,  great  care  should  be 
exercised  by  the  buyer  before  parting 
with  his  money.  Such  lenses  are  apt 
to  be  out  of  adjustment  through  care- 
less handling  without  this  damage  be- 
ing  evident  to  the  casual  observer.  The 
prospective  purchaser  should  be  espe- 
cially  wary  of  lenses  which  appear  to 
be  "new"  and  yet  are  offered  at 
greatly  reduced  prices.  Unscrupulous 
persons  sometimes  camouflage  lenses  of 
mediocre  origin  by  remounting  them 
and  engraving  the  mount  with  the 
name  and  trademark  of  a  reputable 
lens  manufacturer.  Unless  the  buyer 
has  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  seller,  he  should 
make  the  purchase  of  a  used  lens  sub- 
ject to  a  check-up  by  the  lens  manu- 
facturer for  any  possible  defects  in 
adjustment. 

We  are  certain  that  every  reputable 
lens  manufacturer  will  gladly  do  such 


checking-up  of  his  own  products  free 
or  at  a  nominal  charge.

York  Photographers 

SEEKING  to  clarify  relations  be 
tvveen  agencies  and  producers  of 
.idvertising  photographs,  the  Society 
of  Photographic  Illustrators,  Inc.,  this 
week  adopted  a  code  of  ethics  in  an 
effort  to  '"correct  some  extremely  bad 
practices,  detrimental  to  the  interest 
of  both.  "  The  entire  membership  of 
the  stKiety,  including  most  leading 
advertising  photographers,  pledged 
faithful  adherence  to  the  code,  ac- 
cording to  Grancci  Fitz,  president. 

The  code  provides  that  the  illustra- 
tor must  carry  out  expressed  instruc- 
tions of  the  authorized  buyer  or  waive 
recompense,  but  that  he  cannot  bo  ex- 
pected to  know  the  views  of  others 
unless  they  arc  conveyed  by  the  au- 
thorized buyers. 

The  code  also  provides  that  upon 
completion  of  a  picture  according  to 
instructions,  the  illustrator  is  entitled 
to  receive  the  full  amount  agreed  upon 
for  the  work.  If  changes  must  subse- 
quently be  m.ide  to  fit  new  specifica- 
tions the  illustrator  is  entitled  to  extra 
compensation. 

The  code  quotes  from  the  standard 
practices  of  the  Ameri^-an  Ass<x-iation 
of  Advertising  Agencies  that  "an  art- 
ist should  not  be  expected  to  stand 
any  loss  due  to  poor  judgment  on  the 
part  of  the  agency,"  and  "there  is  no 
more  reason  why  an  artist  should  pay 
for  agencies'  mistakes  than  for  an 
agency  to  pay  for  an  artist's  mistakes." 

The  ctxle  als<T  provides  that  the 
buyer  shall  compensate  the  illustr.it<ir 
for  any  work  done  on  a  picture  which 
is  started  but  ordered  stopped.  An- 
other stipulation  declares  that  "any 
agreement  to  cut  the  price  of  one  pic- 
ture, with  the  understanding  that  the 
ilhistr.itor  may  add  the  amount  to  bills 
for  future  work,  must  be  considered 
an  \infair  practice." 

"Speculative  work,  ordered  from  an 
illustrator  by  an  agencv  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  it  will  not  be  paid 


for  if  not  used  by  the  client,"  is 
deemed  detrimental  to  the  interest  of 
both  illustrator  and  advertiser. — Ad- 
vertising Age. 

The  New  Eastman  Printer 
No.  5 

HANDLING  5x7  or  smaller  film 
and  glass  negatives,  the  Eastman 
Printer  No.  5  has  several  noteworthy 
features. 

A  masking  device,  consisting  of  four 
metal  strips  operating  on  square  rod 
tracks,  allows  for  2|/2-inch  white  mar- 
gins. These  masking  strips,  held  in 
place  by  set  screws,  can  be  quickly 
adjusted  to  handle  the  very  smallest 
negatives  just  as  easily  as  full  5x7.

s  "F"? 


WHEN  we  speak  of  a  lens  as  hav- 
ing a  speed  of  'T4.5,"  what  do 
we  mean  by  "F'7   and  by  ''4.5"? 

That  'T''  is  merely  an  abbreviation 
for  the  word  ''factor."  And  "factor" 
means  the  answer  to  a  little  simple 
example  in  plain  arithmetic.  You  get 
it  by  dividing  the  free  aperture  into 
the  distance  between  lens  and  film.  In 
making  this  measurement,  you  focus 
on  infinity  (objects  100  ft.  or  more 
away) . 

Example: — Free  aperture,  2";  dis- 
tance from  lens  to  film  (when  focused 
on  objects  100  feet  or  more  away), 
6".     We  divide  it  thus: 

6-2=3 

So  this  lens,  we  find,  has  a  speed  of 
f3.  Other  examples:  free  aperture, 
1";  distance  from  lens  to  film,  2";  1 
divided  into  2  gives  2  for  the  answer, 
so  the  speed  is  f2.  Again,  free  aper- 
ture, 2";  di.stance  of  film  from  lens,  9": 
lens  speed  f4.5  (that  is,  9  divided 
by  2). 

Fastest  possible  speed,  theoretically 
is  f!/2  (f.5).  This  is  supposed  to  occur 
if  the  lens  is  a  perfect  sphere  and  the 
film  actually  touches  the  glass.  But, 
wow!  the  cost  <if  correcting  such  a 
lens!  If  you  could  do  it  at  all!  Still, 
lenses  of  f.9  have  Iven  made.  They 
are  extremely  high-priced,  for  special 
uses.

This  gives  the  highest  quality  of  diffusion  possible.  The  structure  of  the  glass  is 
such  that  diffusion  takes  place  throughout  the  entire  cross  section  of  the  glass 
and  not  merely  on  the  surface. 

The  use  of  Wonderlite  opal  enlarging  lamps  reduces  the  possibility  of  grain 
trouble. 

Wonderlite  opal  enlarging  lamps  are  made  with  the  same  special  process 
used  in  manufacturing  all  Wonderlite  photnflood  lamps.  Thus,  a  minimum 
life  of  300  hours  is  assured  with  very  slight  blackening. 

The  radical  change  made  in  the  Wonderlite  opal  enlarging  lamps  is  chiefly 
in  the  size  of  the  bulbs  used  for  the  various  wattagcs.  The  75,  100  and  150- 
watt  lamps  arc  all  the  siimc  size,  which  size  is  comparable  with  a  standard  50- 
watt  lamp.  The  200- watt  is  comparable  in  size  to  a  standard  100-watt,  the 
300-watt  with  a  standard  200-watt  and  a  500'Watt  with  a  standard  300-watt. 

This  is  of  tremendous  imp<irtancc  to  the  miniature  camera  user.  Many 
iiilargers  are  made  to  accommodate  only  a  small  size  bulb.  For  instance,  where 
one  is  working  on  a  Jxf  enlargement,  his  enlarging  lens  is  appro.ximately  eight 
or  nine  inches  above  the  paper.  In  this  case  he  can  step  down  to  F6.5  or  F8. 
and  will  have  plenty  of  light  to  get  gixxJ  detail  and  speed.  Now,  if  this  same 
negative  is  to  be  enlarged  to  11x14,  as  the  lens  of  the  enlarger  is  raised  far 
above  the  paper,  it  is  neccssar>'  to  work  with  the  diaphragm  wide  open  and  to 
give  a  long  exposure,  which  in  many  cases  causes  fogginess  and  loss  of  detail. 
With  the  new  Wonderlite  opal  enlarging  lamps,  it  is  merely  necessary  to  replace 
the  60'\vatt  lamp  with  the  1  'fO  watt  lamp  and  continue  working  under  the 
same  conditions  as  when  making  3x>  enlargements. 

The  Wonderlite  Qimpany,  realizing  that  many  photographers  are  now  using 
contact  paper  with  their  enlargers.  are  using  this  same  opal  glass  to  make  a  five- 
and  ten  hour  opal  flixid  oi  high  intensity.  By  using  this  bulb  in  enlargers, 
many  people  are  getting  good  results  when  working  v.ith  contact  paper.

Besides,  we've  got  a  fair  trade 
agreement  with  the  candy  stores  They 
sell  no  flash  bulbs  and  we  sell  no  gum 

At  th.it  I'll  bet  I  can  make  more 
noise  with  a  stick  of  gum  than  you 
can  witii  a  flash  bulb. 

But  we  can  chew  the  rag  about  our 
bulbs.  They  .ire  nice  and  smooth,  light 
.md  flashy. 

Chewing  gum  has  its  uses.  It  keeps 
old  chairs  from  falling  apart  and 
makes  a  gcxid  lining  for  the  bottoms  of 
chairs  and  benches.

How  Much  Faster  Is  An  F3.5 
Than  An  F4.5? 

HERE'S  how  to  figure  the  relative 
speed  of  two  lenses:  First,  multi- 
ply each  speed  by  itself,  then  divide 
the  smaller  answer  into  the  larger. 

For  example,  take  the  two  lenses 
mentioned.  Multiply  3.5  x  3.5,  and 
we  get  12.25;  also  4.5x4.5  is  20.25. 
Then  20.25  divided  by  12.25  gives 
about  1.6.  So  the  f3.5  lens  is  1 .6  times 
as  fast  as  the  f4.5. 

Let's  take  an  f 3  and  an  f8.  We  find 
that  3  X  3  is  9  and  8  X  8  is  64.  Divid- 
ing 64  by  9  we  get  7. 1  —that  is,  the  f 3 
is  more  than  7  times  as  fast  as  the  f8 
BUT— 

These  calculations  assume  that  both 
lenses  are  wide  open.  If  both  dia- 
phragms are  stopped  down  to  the  same 
aperture,  both  lenses  will  have  speed 
EXACTLY  EQUAL.  That  is,  both 
will  have  speed  fl  1,  or  fl6,  or  what- 
ever aperture  you  choose.

"O  EPRESENTATION  as  a  wholesaler  in  offering  merchandise  to  the 
■^  public,  either  as  individuals  or  as  members  of  mutual  buying  clubs,  is 
hit  by  a  decision  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the 
Second  Circuit  on  June  6,  1938.  This  decision  upholds  a  Federal  Trade 
Commission  Cease  and  Desist  Order  against  a  New  York  firm.  The  order 
directed  the  respondent  to  refrain  from  representing  itself  as  a  wholesaler  in 
various  classes  of  its  business,   as  follows: 

"(1)  Sales  to  industrial  concerns,  public  utiUties,  banks  and  other 
similar  organizations  of  articles  not  for  resale  but  for  use  by  such 
organizations  where  the  sales  are  not  in  quantity  lots; 

"■(2)  Sales  to  industrial  concerns,  public  utilities,  banks  and  other 
similar  organizations  buying  merchandise  not  for  resale  but  for  the 
benefit  of  their  employees; 

''(3)  Sales  to  mutual  buying  clubs  maintained  by  fraternities, 
colleges  or  universities  and  to  the  employees  of  industrial,  public  utility 
or  similar  organizations  of  articles  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing  benefits  in  price  and  otherwise  of  such  buying,  where  the  mer' 
chandise  purchased  by  such  purchasers  is  not  resold,  but  is  applied 
to  their  own  use,  or  to  the  use  of  members  of  such  organizations: 

"(4)  Sales  in  any  other  manner  to  an  individual  or  individuals 
purchasing  for  their  own  use  and  not  for  resale,  and  sales  to  an  indi- 
vidual or  individuals  for  the  use  of  such  individual  or  individuals  as 
owner  or  owners  of  industrial  organizations  carried  on  by  them,  when 
such  sales  are  not  in  quantity  lots."

ANEW  photographic  lens,  called 
the  Metrogon,  which  enables  a 
single  photograph  taken  straight  down 
from  an  airplane  to  show  three  times 
as  much  area  as  has  previously  been 
possible  from  the  same  altitude,  was 
shown  here  today  by  engineers  of 
Bausch  6?  Lomb  Optical  Company. 

The  importance  of  the  lens  in  aerial 
photography  and  mapping  work  was 
explained  by  company  engineers  who 
said  it  had  previously  been  necessary 
to  fly  higher  in  order  to  cover  more 
ground,  but  that  haze  and  other  fac- 
tors, introduced  by  high  altitude,  re- 
duced  sharpness  and  accuracy  in 
aerial  mapping.  With  the  new  Met' 
rogon  fitted  to  the  camera,  a  plane 
can  photograph  three  times  as  much 
ground  without  flying  any  higher  or 
farther  than  has  been  necessary  with 
the  average  lens  previously  used. 

While  lenses  covering  wide  angles 
are  not  new,  the  combination  of  the 
very  wide  angle  with  sharpness  and 
freedom  from  distortion  at  the  rela- 
tively high  speed  of  f6.3  is  regarded 
as  an  optical  achievement.  The  Met- 
rogon covers  90  degrees  of  field  and 
has  a  focal  length  of  five  and  a 
quarter  inches. 

Such  is  the  definition  it  gives  that 
a  photograph  made  from  a  height  of 
one  mile  can  show  separate  railroad 
ties  anywhere  within  a  two-mile  circle 
beneath  the  plane,  tests  in  the  com- 
pany's Scientific  Bureau  have  dis- 
closed. The  fineness  of  detail,  which 
the  new  lens  can  record  at  the  cen- 
ter of  the  picture,  is  limited  only  by 
the  graininess  of  the  plates  and  films. 
Distortion,  present  in  all  photo  lenses, 
has  been  almost  completely  eliminated 
in  the  Metrogon.  This  is  the  funda- 
mental aberration  which  causes  the 
weird  elongation  of  faces  at  the  ends 
of  the  front  rows  in  banquet  pictures. 

In  a  photograph  from  which  a  map 
is  to  be  made  such  distortion  is  very

The  celluloid  we  have  in  mind  is 
of  excellent  quality,  frosted  on  one 
side  with  a  finish  that  will  resemble 
the  frosted  side  of  a  ground  glass. 
The  color  of  celluloid  is  blue.  Place 
the  celluloid  between  your  negative 
and  paper  and  it  has  the  same  effect 
upon  your  negative  as  chemical  re- 
duction.

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How's  Business?

THE  state  of  the  weather  as  a 
perennial  subject  for  keeping  the 
conversational  ball  a-rolling  is  being 
outdistanced  these  days  by  the  query : 
"How's  business?" 

We  can  remember  when  this  latter 
topic  of  conversation  was  only  a  very 
bad  also'ran  in  the  conversational 
race,  trailing  behind  such  subjects  as 
women's  fashions,  the  current  base- 
ball campaign,  and  who  might  be  the 
leading  contender  for  the  heavy- 
weight boxing  throne.  And  there  was 
a  good  reason  for  this.  In  those 
days  the  usual  answers  made  to  a 
question  on  the  state  of  business  were 
good,  bad,  or  indifferent. 

Today,  the  querv  "how's  business" 
is  seldom  answered  by  one  of  these 
simple  statements.  Such  a  query  is 
merely  the  jumping  off  place  for  a 
discussion  centering  around  labor 
trends,  public  and  industrial  relations, 
current  proposed  social  legislation, 
and  numerous  new  "isms." 

Such  discussions  are  not  held  just 
because  it  has  become  fashionable  to 
talk  in  such  terms.  They  are  an  out- 
ward manifestation  of  a  fundamental 
change. 

In  former  times  a  business  grew 
and  prospered  in  direct  proportion  to 
its  ability  to  give  a  full  measure  of 
value  in  terms  of  the  merchandise  it 
had  to  sell.  Today,  while  that  is 
still  the  basis  for  successful  opera- 
tions, a  business,  in  addition,  must 
justify  its  right  to  existence  on  the 
basis  of  what  it  accomplishes  for  so- 
ciety. And  every  act  that  a  business 
performs  must  be  motivated  not 
merely  from  a  profit  angle,  but  also 
from  the  standpoint  of  benefiting  so- 
ciety. 

In  short,  business  today  has  definite 
social  responsibilities  which  it  must 
meet,  and  which  it  must  demonstrate 
to  the  public  that  it  is  meeting.  And 
this  is  not  a  job  that  can  be  handled 
by  a  few  progressive  leaders.     It  is  a 


job  that  must  be  assumed  by  every- 
one connected  with  business  today 
right  down  to  the  office  boy  who  has 
an  ambition  to  some  day  attain  lead- 
ership. 

The  greatest  difficulty  is,  of  course, 
in  gaining  a  thorough  understanding 
of  the  problems  involved  and  of 
methods  which  are  being  used  suc- 
cessfully to  solve  them.  In  this  con- 
nection, it  seems  highly  advisable 
that  business  leaders  who  have  had 
the  most  contact  with  these  new  re- 
sponsibilities of  business  should  sit 
down  together  and  discuss  them  and 
their  possible  solutions,  and  that 
basic  information  thus  brought  out 
should  be   given  wide   dissemination. 

Information  Available 

In  the  meantime,  much  valuable 
material  has  already  been  made  avail- 
able to  us  through  a  number  of  ex- 
cellent books.  Unfortunately,  how- 
ever, all  of  the  good  books  in  the 
world  on  this  subject  can  do  no  good 
unless  they  are  widely  read,  and  it  is 
a  fact  that  too  few  of  us  take  time 
to  read  anything  but  economic  bul- 
letins and  digests. 

All  of  us  in  business  must  become 
better  informed  if  we  are  to  carry  on 
successfully  the  critically  important 
job  of  demonstrating  the  good  that 
business  has  done  in  the  past  and  can 
accomplish  in  the  future.  Business 
by  long  neglecting  to  do  this  job  of 
keeping  the  pubHc  informed  has  al- 
lowed agitators  and  crack-pot  theo- 
rists to  gain  the  ear  of  the  American 
people. 

Such  agitators  have  succeeded  in 
overthrowing  governments  in  other 
parts  of  the  world.  But,  through 
concerted  effort  we  can  meet  eco- 
nomic fallacies  with  economic  facts 
and  destroy  at  the  source  any  possi- 
bility of  America  as  a  nation  being 
led  into  chasing  economic  will-of-the- 
wisps.  — Power    Specialist.

WOLLENSAK 
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How  To  Apply  Varnish 
To  Negatives 

FIRST  be  sure  your  negatives  are 
thoroughly  dry.  If  heat  is  ap' 
plied  to  dry  the  negatives,  let  the 
negatives  become  thoroughly  cooled. 
Dust  the  negative  with  a  camel  hair 
brush. 

Hold  the  negative  in  a  horizontal 
position  balanced  on  the  fingers  of 
one  hand.  Pour  a  pcxM  of  varnish 
on  the  center  of  the  negative.  Use 
plentv^  of  varnish.  Let  the  pool 
spread  of  its  own  accord.  Now  in- 
cline the  plate  so  as  to  cause  the 
varni'^h  to  flow  into  first  one  corner 
and  then  another  until  all  four  cor- 
ners, as  wpll  as  the  renter,  have  been 
covered.  Pour  bark  into  the  bottle 
anv  excess  varnish  that  may  remain. 

To  avoid  overflow  of  the  varnish 
restore  the  negative  to  a  level  posi- 
tion iust  before  the  pool  of  varnish 
a^'tuallv  reaches  the  several  corners. 
When  pourinp  the  excess  varnish 
back  into  the  bottle  rock  the  nega- 
tive from  side  to  side  so  as  to  avoid 
streaks.  Then  permit  the  varnish  to 
dry  by  placinq  the  negative  on  edge 
on  a  piece  of  bk^tting  paper.

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PHOTORECORD 


FOR  years,  business  has  felt  the 
need  for  an  efficient,  yet  inex' 
pensive,  method  of  preserving  records, 
correspondence,  checks  and  the  Hke  in 
spacc'saving  form  at  low  cost.

Also,  by  recording  such  mate- 
rial on  film,  duplicates  and  enlarged 
prints  may  be  made  easily  and  eco- 
nomically.

darkroom  for  removal  of  exposed  film 
even  though  the  complete  roll  has  not 
been  exposed. 

The  complete  portability  of  the 
equipment  makes  it  ideal  for  use  in 
various  locations.  The  outfit,  when 
packed  in  its  carrying  case,  weighs 
only  42  pounds,  and  may  be  carried 
as  easily  as  a  suitcase.  Thus  the  op- 
erator can  take  the  camera  wherever 
he  goes  and  obtain  exact  photographic 
copies  of  the  material  he  desires. 

Because  the  unique  advantages  and 
benefits  obtained  with  this  instru- 
ment are  equally  valuable  in  many 
different  fields  of  endeavor,  nationally 
and  internationally  known  research 
institutions,  industrial  firms,  govern- 
mental agencies,  libraries  and  histori- 
cal societies  are  already  numbered 
among  Photorecord  users.

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MERCON-The  Cold  Enlarging  Light 

M ERGON  is  the  ideal  light  source  for  all  enlargers.  It  differs  funda- 
mentally from  ordinary  incandescent  bulbs  both  in  operating  principle 
and  quality  of  light  emitted.  The  actual  light  source  consists  of  a  filament- 
less  grid  of  glass  tubing,  closely  spaced,  containing  mercury  vapor  and  argon 
gas. 

Chloride,  bromide,  and  chloro-bromide  papers  are  practically  color-blind, 
being  sensitive  mainly  to  ultra-violet  and  blue  and  falling  off  rapidly  in  the 
green  part  of  the  light  spectrum.  So  your  exposure  of  printing  papers  is 
done  mainly  by  the  blue  section  of  your  printing  light.  The  Mergon  closely 
matches  the  sensitivity  curves  of  the  papers,  emitting  mostly  blue  light  with 
a  little  green  and  no  yellow,  red,  or  HEAT.  The  inherent  advantages  of 
Mergon  now  become  apparent.  In  the  first  place  it  appreciably  cuts  ex' 
posure  time.     Mergon  does  not  increase  contrast  as  much  as  ordinary  light. 

Another  advantage  of  the  Mergon  is  cold  operation.  It  may  be  left  on 
continuously  for  hour  after  hour,  yet  the  opal  glass  does  not  even  get  warm. 
No  heat  can  be  felt  at  a  distance  of  one  inch.  No  moisture  precipitation  on 
the  glass  negative-holders  with  its  resulting  refraction  circles  on  the  print. 
All  heat  dangers  to  the  negative  such  as  softening  of  the  emulsion  or  sticking 
to  the  negative  carrier  are  eliminated.  The  negative  may  be  left  in  the  en- 
larger  with  the  Mergon  turned  on  all  day  with  perfect  safety.  Negatives 
will  not  warp. 

The  image  projected  on  the  easel  with  the  Mergon,  although  not  as 
visible  as  that  obtained  with  Photo-floods  or  other  incandescent  lamps,  is 
bright  enough  for  composing  and  focusing  enlargements  up  to  about  thirty 
diameters  with  an  F4.5  lens.  The  image  remains  undimmed  when  the  yellow 
safety  filter  is  swung  into  place,  allowing  the  sensitive  paper  to  be  positioned 
without  turning  off  the  enlarger.  It  is  not  necessary  to  hurry,  as  the  yellow 
filter  effectually  cuts  out  the  actinic  light.  It  takes  the  Mergon  about  one 
minute  to  reach  maximum  brilliance  after  it  is  turned  on,  so  exposures  should 
not  be  made  by  switching  the  light  on  and  off.  One  simple  method  is  to 
use  a  piece  of  opaque  material  like  cardboard.  Hold  the  cardboard  close  to 
the  lens,  remove  the  yellow  filter  if  one  is  used,  or  turn  the  Mergon  on  if 
not,  and  start  the  exposure  by  pulling  the  cardboard  away  when  the  lamp 
reaches  full  brilliancy.  Exposure  may  be  ended  by  replacing  the  filter  or 
by  turning  the  enlarger  off. 

If  your  enlarger  is  equipped  with  either  one  or  two  condensers  the 
Mergon  should  be  positioned  as  close  to  the  first  condenser  as  possible  (about 
1/8  inch  is  right).  If  your  enlarger  has  any  diffusion  plates  they  should  be 
removed,  as  the  Mergon  light  is  perfectly  even. 

The  life  of  the  Mergon  is  at  least  2000  hours.  In  tests,  no  decrease  of 
efficiency  is  noticeable  at  10,000  hours  and  some  lamps  have  gone  much 
longer.  The  low  cost  and  long  life  of  the  Mergon  make  it  the  most  eco- 
nomical as  well  as  the  most  efficient  of  enlarging  units.

Developed  film  should  be  rinsed  thoroughly  in  water,  then  immersed  for 
twice  the  clearing  time  in  a  fresh  acid  hardening  fixing  bath  such  as  F-5.  In  hot 
weather,  or  when  prints  are  to  be  made  from  wet  negatives,  a  chrom-alum 
hardener  rinse,  such  as  SB- 3,  should  be  substituted  for  the  plain  water  rinse. 


Kodabrom  Precautions 


TN  HANDLING  a  new  type  of 
-*-  paper,  such  as  Kodabrom,  for  which 
the  processing  differs  considerably 
from  that  for  regular  Bromide  papers, 
it  is  only  natural  that  some  difficulties 
should  arise  from  incorrect  manipula- 
tion. 

Kodabrom  has  a  high  initial  devel- 
oping rate  and  is  similar,  in  this  re- 
spect, to  Velox  or  A20.  With  D-72 
developer,  diluted  1  to  2,  the  print 
should  be  fully  developed  in  45  sec- 
onds. The  temperature  of  the  devel- 
oper should  be  70°  F. 

If  you  are  unable  to  keep  your 
developer  at  70°  F.  and  especially  if 
you  are  prone  to  underexpose,  and 
develop  for  as  long  as  you  have  de- 
veloped Bromide,  you  may  find  that 


your  prints  have  strained  and  show 
some  traces  of  fog. 

Under  such  conditions  your  trouble 
can  be  corrected  by  diluting  the  de- 
veloper 1  to  3  or  even  1  to  4,  in  which 
case  the  normally  exposed  print  will 
develop  in  from  1  to  V/i  minutes 
without  stain.  With  the  developer  at 
"^0°  F.,  prints  should  be  exposed  so 
that  they  will  develop  in  45  seconds 
with  developer  diluted  1  to  2.  Koda- 
brom has  considerable  latitude,  but  it 
is  on  the  over-exposure  side,  which  is 
a  decided  advantage,  so  expose  for 
short  development. 

If  you  use  an  OA  Safelight,  test  its 
safety.  If  it  is  old  and  has  lost  some  of 
its  green  color,  it  may  be  fogging  your 
paper.  A  new  Safelight  will  overcome 
this  trouble.

The  Making  of  Fine 
Lenses 

Lens  Moulding 

PROBABLY  every  maker  of  a  lens 
uses  similar  basic  formulae,  just  as 
a  dollar  watch  and  a  one  hundred  fifty 
dollar  timepiece  are  made  to  the  same 
basic  formula.  The  difference  lies  in 
the  degree  of  final  precision.  This  de- 
pends upon  care  and  accuracy  in  man- 
ufacture— or  lack,  of  it. 

Wollensak  starts  with  high  quality 
optical  glass  purchased  in  chunks  or 
squares,  cut  in  pieces  of  appn^ximate 
weight  of  finished  disc.  Wollensak 
instruments  require  twenty-two  dis- 
tinctly different  types  of  glass,  some 
lenses  needing  .is  many  as  five  differ- 
ent glasses. 

Glass  squares  arc  placed  in  an  oven 
equipped  with  sensitive  temperature 
controls,  remain  there  until  they  reach 
consistency  of  putty.  Then  they  are 
puddled  round,  dropped  into  a  mould, 
and  pressed  hydraulically  into  desired 
shape.  Moulding  temperatures  range 
fom  500'  to  nOO^  Fahrenheit,  ther- 
mostatically controlled  for  uniform, 
constant  heat.  The  moulded  discs  are 
placed  in  the  annealing  oven  (750'  to 
9f0°  Fahrenheit).  Heat  is  turned  off 
and  glass  is  allowed  to  cool  gradti- 
ally — from  thirty-six  to  forty-eight 
hours,  depending  upon  type  of  glass. 
This  avoids  incorrectly  annealed 
blanks,  which  would  mean  flaws  in 
finished  lenses.

PHOTOGRAPHIC  paper  that  is 
t(M)  old  has  the  tendency  of  turning 
gray  before  it  is  fully  developed.  Good 
prints  can  very  often  be  obtained  from 
paper  of  this  kind  if  a  teaspoon  of 
potassium  iodide  for  each  quart  of  de- 
veloper is  added  to  the  tank.  The 
iodide  serves  to  correct  the  graying 
tendency  of  old  paper. 

Sensitized  paper  in  boxes  that  are 
only  partially  full  has  a  tendency  to 
curl.  By  binding  four  or  five  sheets 
of  glass  the  same  size  as  the  paper 
together,  and  placing  them  in  the  box, 
the  paper  will  be  kept  flat. 

To  better  preserve  sheets  of  paper 

in  a  packing  do  not  remove  the  black 

paper  wrapping  but  slit  it  at  one  end 

lust  enough  to  remove  the  sheets  one 

by  one.

Floating  Lid  For  Bottles 

MR.  ROUTERY  of  our  statf  has 
submitted  a  practical  and 
workable  idea.  A  bottle  of  develop- 
ing st^lution  contains  air  in  propt)r- 
tion  to  the  lack  of  solution  in  the 
bottle.  Less  solution  and  more  air 
results  in  oxidized  and  spoiled  devel- 
oper. Mr.  Routery  makes  use  of  a 
paraffin  floating  lid  which  keeps  the 
air  from  the  top  of  the  developer  at 
any  level. 

Place  approximately  '/i  of  a  cake 
of  paraffin  in  a  pan  of  water  which 
should  be  boiled  until  the  paraffin  is 
thoroughly  melted  and  apparently 
has  become  a  part  of  the  water.  Boil 
until  all  evidence  of  white  has  been 


removed.  Then  pour  the  combined  so- 
lution into  a  bottle  in  which  you  would 
store  your  developer.  Pour  in  suffi- 
cient to  raise  the  level  to  the  point 
where  the  bottle  becomes  too  narrow 
but  be  careful  that  you  don't  pour  in 
too  much. 

As  the  wax  cools  it  becomes  de- 
tached from  the  water  just  as  oil  and 
water  will  separate.  In  a  short  time 
you  have  a  cake  of  paraffin  floating 
on  top  of  the  water.  The  water  can 
then  be  poured  off.  No  matter  how 
much  developer  you  then  pour  into 
the  bottle  the  paraffin  will  rise  to  the 
surface.

Mattoch,  we  publish  his  letter  because  photographers  will  find  something  to 
think  about  as  they  read  his  letter: 


Gentlemen : 

Have  just  sold  a  set  of  pictures 
showing  two  Mormon  crickets  fight- 
ing to  death,  to  'Took  Magazine." 
Was  very  much  pleased  with  the 
price  Look  is  willing  to  pay  for  my 
pictures.  Especially  since  these  pic- 
tures were  made  in  spare  time,  and  in 
no  way  bothered  our  regular  routine 
or  caused  us  to  lose  any  business.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  the  publicity  we  will 
enjoy  from  these  pictures  will  be  price- 
less, as  this  is  the  one  type  of  adver- 
tising anyone  will  admit  is  the  best, 
to  convince  our  local  patrons  that  we 
are  tops  and  can  do  good  work. 

The  moral  of  this  letter  is  that  ap- 
[larently  the  small  town  photographers 
have  just  as  good  an  opportunity  to 
cash  in  on  their  ability  and  ideas  as 
the  big  boys  in  the  larger  cities  do. 
Not  to  mention  the  very  favorable 
publicity  that  cannot  be  purchased  at 
any  price.  Am  writing  you  in  hopes 
you  will  publish  the  ideas  in  this  let- 
ter in  your  trade  journal,  Focus,  to 
inspire  other  small  time  boys  to  get 
their  feet  wet.  Please  do  not  feel 
that  Tm  looking  for  personal  glory  as 
your  publication  cannot  make  me  any 
money.  As  a  matter  of  fact  all  Fve 
ever  received  from  brother  shutter 
snappers  was  a  lot  of  conversation 
and  loss  of  time. 

Seems  to  me  there  are  too  many 
of  us  who  in  spare  time  sit  around 
and  complain  about  bad  business, 
when  the  editors  are  crying  for  good 
pictures,  willing  to  pay  more  for  one 
set  of  pictures  than  the  profit  a  man 
can  receive  from  two  do2;en  portrait 
sittings.  It's  about  time  we  stop  com- 
plaining and  wishing  for  the  good  old 
days   to   come   back   again   and   look 


around  for  new  markets  for  our  work. 
The  amateur  is  more  than  going  to 
town  in  the  editorial  world,  while 
most  of  the  professionals  are  seem- 
ingly satisfied  to  sit  back  and  scorn- 
fully reply,  so  what?  Well  here  is 
so  what — these  boys  who  work  in  of- 
fices, drug  stores,  etc.,  aren't  making 
enough  dough  to  pay  for  the  expen- 
sive cameras  and  photographic  equip- 
ment they  are  using,  from  the  wages 
they  are  being  paid  on  their  regular 
job.  They  are  selling  pictures  at  sweet 
prices,  and  the  best  equipment  isn't 
t(X)  good,  due  to  the  money  that  equip- 
ment can  make  them.  While  the  aver- 
age professional  goes  out  on  a  job 
with  a  camera  of  unknown  vintage 
that  has  been  patched  and  repatched 
until  it  looks  like  something  the  cat 
drug  in.  Maybe  they  enjoy  working 
under  a  handicap,  but  I  for  one  do 
not,  because  a  man  is  only  as  good  as 
his  equipment  will  allow  him  to  be. 
Oh,  yes,  every  once  in  a  while  some 
smart  boy  pops  up  and  says,  I  could 
do  just  as  good  with  a  box  camera. 

I  say  NUTS — why  isn't  he  using 
one? 

I  hope  this  has  not  become  bore- 
some,  but  it  seems  to  me  your  Focus 
is  a  magazine  devoted  to  the  better' 
ment  of  the  professional  photogra- 
pher, and  it's  about  time  someone 
starts  waking  us  boys  up  with  a  sug- 
gestion now  and  then  that  is  not  only 
practical  but  proven.  Thus  the  reason 
I  have  gone  into  such  detail  in  hopes 
you  will  do  something  about  it.  Why 
am  I  so  interested  in  my  brother  pho- 
tographers? Because  united  we  stand, 
and  divided  we  fall.  The  newspapers 
and  magazines  think  our  work  is  pu-

What  happens  when  you 
use  it^  Under  the  column  ^^effect'^  you  read  that  it  causes  blue  objects  to 
appear  darker.  Under  the  column  "use"  you  read  that  this  light  yellow  filter 
is  used  'To  bring  out  clouds"  or  "To  preserve  detail  in  blue  clothing. 

The  second  column,  "Exposure  Factors",  tells  how  much  to  increase  expo- 
sure Using  the  Kl,  for  example,  you  find  that  its  exposure  factor  is  2  with 
ortho  film.  This  means  that  you  double  exposure  time  when  using  ortho  films 
(verichrome,  plenachrome,  etc.).

The  Making  of  Fine  Lenses 


No  matter  how  much  care  and 
skill  are  employed  in  each  step  of 
making  lenses,  a  final  inspection  is 
necessary — to  reveal  possible  defects 
previously  undiscovcrable. 

Among  these  defects  arc  surface 
scratches  received  during  the  final  i:ki1- 
ishing,  or  in  subsequent  handling; 
also  striae,  or  "feathers" — inequali- 
ties in  the  glass,  which  cause  faulty 
refraction.  Again,  surfaces  must  be 
free  of  "■pockmarks"  or  minute  de- 
pressions-— also  a  cause  of  faulty  re- 
fraction. In  photographic  lenses, 
where   bubbles   are   quite   acceptable. 


final  polishing  may  have  opened  one 
of  these  bubbles  on  the  lens  surface^ — 
and  that  is  a  bad  fault. 

Finally  comes  the  ultimate  test  for 
exact  surface  curvature,  the  lens  being 
fitted  snugly  into  a  remarkably  pre- 
cise ''test  lens".  The  slightest  error  of 
surace  curvature  is  revealed  by  ir- 
regular rainbow  circles  called  New- 
ton's rings,  caused  by  the  splitting 
of  light  rays. 

Must  such  costly  inspection  be 
made?  On  a  cheap  lens,  no;  on  a 
Wollensak,  certainly.

Cold  Weather  Warning 

INCREASED  use  of  time  and  tem- 
perature methods  of  development 
make  it  advisable  for  us  to  remind  pho- 
tographers, especially  photo  finishers, 
of  a  potential  source  of  grief.  The 
increased  sale  and  use  of  heating  dc 
vices  for  developing  solution  may 
mean  a  considerable  difference  in  tem- 
perature between  Developer  and  Hypo 
Solution.  If  your  developer  is  heated 
to  approximately  65  degrees  and  you 
rinse,  and  rinsing  solutions  remain, 
at  possibly  45  or  50  degrees,  the  effect 
upon  the  film  is  to  plunge  it  into  cold 
water  after  being  in  comparatively 
warm.  This  is  Hkely  to  crack  and 
shrink  the  emulsion  into  irregular 
sections.  This  is  known  as  reticulation, 
and  can  be  avoided  by  havn'ng  your 
several  solutions  at  approximately 
uniform  temperature.

THE  Eastman  Kodak  Company  has 
commenced  construction  of  a  six' 
story  addition  to  the  group  of  build- 
ings comprising  its  camera  works  in 
Rochester.  The  additional  building 
will  measure  175  by  312  feet  in  area 
and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy in  a  year. 

The  Camera  Works,  adjoining  the 
general  offices  of  the  company,  is  the 
second  largest  Eastman  plant  in  Roch- 
ester. Kodak  parts,  with  83  build- 
ings on  400  acres,  manufacturing 
film,  photographic  paper,  and  chemi- 
cals, is  larger.  The  Hawk-Eyc  Works, 
manufacturing  lenses  and  special 
optical  equipment,  is  smaller. 

Plans  for  the  new  Camera  Works 
building  have  been  under  considera- 
tion for  a  year. 

"A  substantial  increase  in  interest 
in  amateur  photography  is  one  of  the 
reasons  for  the  new  construction," 
the  Kodak  Company  announced. 

"New  types  of  photographic  ap- 
paratus manufactured  by  the  com- 
pany and  meeting  a  popular  demand 
have   imposed   a   need    for   more   ex- 


tended facilities  in  the  manufacturing 
departments  of  the  Camera  Works 
and  in  the  Camera  Works  engineer- 
ing department,  which  is  responsible 
for  the  design  of  new  photographic 
equipment. 

"The  new  building  will  accommc 
date  these  extended  facilities,  and 
will  also  permit  the  spreading  out  of 
operations  carried  on  in  the  present 
Camera  Works  buildings.

THE  photographic  industry  has  suf- 
fered the  loss  of  a  man  who  for 
many  years  combined  a  position  of 
great  authority  with  the  facility  of 
making  friends.  We  mourn  the,  death 
of  Mr.  Babb,  who  died  of  double  pneu' 
monia  on  November  16  after  a  short 
illness  at  his  Los  Angeles  home. 

To  mention  a  man  in  this  business 
who  possessed  more  friends  and  more 
admirers  would  be  so  difficult  as  to  be 
impossible.  A  native  of  Shelby ville, 
Indiana,  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Eastm.an  Organization  at  Chicago  and 
served  later  at  New  Orleans.  He  was 
transferred  to  Los  Angeles  in  1911 
when  Eastman  Stores  purchased  the 
Howland  &  Dewey  store.  Immediately 
he  made  friends  for  his  store  and  for 
the  parent  organization,  and  as  other 
stores  were  added  to  the  group  they 
were  placed  under  his  supervision.  At 
the  time  of  his  death,  at  the  age  of  56, 
he  was  Western  Director  of  all  East- 
man Activities  in  the  Western  States, 
an  assignment  that  remains  a  challenge 
to  any  man. 

The  burden,  however,  did  not  over- 
whelm him.  He  was  an  active  Ro- 
tarian  and  a  Mason,  found  time  to  take 
part  in  civic  affairs  in  which  he  was 
muchly  interested.  He  had  the  happy 
faculty  of  being  able  to  handle  numer- 
ous details  at  the  same  time  and  keep 
them  in  their  proper  place. 

As  an  executive,  he  created  in  his 
associates  a  desire  to  emulate  him  and 
his  approval  was  considered  suitable 
reward  for  any  endeavor.  He  had  an 
intensely  practical  mind,  which  en- 
abled him  to  appraise  any  situation. 
Once  you  knew  Tony,  as  he  was  affec- 
tionately called  by  his  many  friends, 
you  loved  him.  His  earnestness,  sin- 
cerity and  jovial  nature  made  him  a 
man  whose  acquaintance  would  be 
long  remembered.    He  is  survived  by 


Mrs.  Babb  and  a  son,  Harry,  who  is 
Hkewise  in  the  Eastman  organization 
at  Los  Angeles.

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The  Time  Capsule 


You  have,  no  doubt,  read  of  the  Westinghouse  "time  capsule",  the  in' 
geniously  designed  metal  container  recently  buried  on  the  grounds  of  the 
New  York  World's  Fair  and  containing  "a  cross  section  of  our  times"  for 
the  edification  of  archaeologists  5,000  years  from  now.  The  time  capsule 
contains  small  articles  that  we  wear  and  use,  photographs  and  motion  pictures 
to  show  how  we  look  and  act  and  talk,  and  a  variety  of  well-chosen  exhibits. 
The  significant  thing,  however,  is  that  the  bulk  of  1939''s  story  for  6939  to 
read  when  the  capsule  is  opened  is  told  on  safety  film  (Eastman  Micro'File 
Safety  Film).  In  this  form,  the  time  capsule  contains  books,  encyclopedias, 
philosophical  discourses,  technical  treatises,  histories,  religious  essays,  the 
Bible,  and  statements  of  this  age's  scientific,  engineering,  industrial,  social, 
religious,  and  philosophical  achievements. 

The  copying  was  done  on  the  Micro-File  Recordak,  an  apparatus  for  rapid 
reduction  of  bound-volume  pages  to  film.  The  pages  copied  numbered  ap- 
proximately 23,000,  ranging  in  size  up  to  newspaper  sheets.  This  quantity  of 
reading  matter  occupies  1050  feet  of  35-millimeter  film  in  the  capsule. 

A  small  microscope,  suitable  for  reading  the  miniature  images  on  film,  is 
enclosed  in  the  capsule. 

The  time  capsule  is  approximately  7  feet,  2  inches  in  length,  and  8  inches 
in  diameter,  made  of  a  corrosion-resisting  copper  alloy.  Within  the  metal 
shell  is  a  Pyrex  glass  container  imbedded  in  waterproof  mastic.  All  air  was 
evacuated  from  the  glass  container  and  it  was  filled  with  an  inert  gas  to  act 
as  a  preservative.

(Readers  of  the  "Focus"  are  invited  to  listen) 

Question:  What  Is  Fot(jflat? 

Answer:  Fotoflat  is  a  tough  thin  paper  coated  on  both  sides  with  Thermium. 
Thcrmium  is  a  new  gum  adhesive  with  a  preservative  to  give  it  long  Hfe  as  an 
.idhcsive,  and  to  keep  it  permanently  pliable — so  that  it  will  not  get  hard  and 
brittle  as  do  other  adhesives.  Intimately  mixed  with  Thermium  is  a  wax.  When 
you  heat  the  Thermium  the  wax  becomes  liquid,  and  this  hot  wax  becomes  the 
solvent  for  the  gum  adhesive.  That  is  why  Fotoflat  is  like  fly  paper  when  hot, 
yet  smooth  and  waxy  when  cold. 

Sluestioji:  How  Does  Fotoflat  Work? 

Answer:  Merely  run  the  edge  of  the  Foto-Welder  (or  an  iron)  over  the 
membrane,  thus  lightly  fusing  it  to  the  underside  of  the  print.  This  slight  heat 
application  should  be  applied  to  the  entire  under-surface  .  .  .  thereby  making 
membrane  and  print  a  single  unit  s<i  that  trimming  may  be  easily  efl^ected.  Next, 
place  the  trimmed  unit  in  position  on  the  mount  or  album  page.  Cover  it  with  a 
thin  scrap  of  paper  and  apply  the  iron,  making  sure  that  all  parts  of  the  print 
are  heated.  Remove  the  iron  and  rub  the  print  with  a  wadded  handkerchief  or 
place  a  cool  weight  on  it  tor  .i  few  seconds  to  complete  the  seal. 

Question:  Wiiv  Do  You  Fish  Fotoflat  to  thk  Entire  Underside  of 
THE  Print? 

Answer:  This  is  done  s<i  that  you  may  trim  evenly.  Fotoflat  is  the  only  dry 
mount  membrane  that  trims  so  easily  and  cleanly. 

Question:  What  Makes  Fotoflat  Stick  Perfectly? 

Aii.su'fr;  When  you  pass  the  hot  Foto-Welder  (or  an  electric  iron)  over  a 
print  with  Fotofl.it  under  it,  you  moisten  the  gum  on  the  Fotoflat.  To  make  it 
stick  and  lie  Flat  on  the  album  page  or  mounting  board,  you  must  press  (with  a 
wadded  handkerchief  or  piece  of  felt)  while  the  gum  is  tacky — not  while  it  is 
wet.  The  gum  never  gets  tacky  while  the  hot  iron  is  on  it  ...  it  gets  tacky  after 
the  iron  is  removed.  The  time  to  press  or  rub  down  the  photograph  is  a  few 
seconds  after  you  have  removed  the  heat- -remember,  the  rubbing  or  pressing  is 
just  as  important  as  the  heating,  and  it  must  be  done  with  something  cold. 

Slnestum:  Wh.\t  Happens  if  the  Heat  Is  Applied  Too  Long? 

Answer:  If  you  leave  the  hot  Foto-Welder  (or  electric  iron)  too  long  on  a 
photograph  which  has  Fotoflat  under  it,  you  are  keeping  the  adhesive  of  the 
F(itoflat  liquid  so  that  the  mount  and  the  photo  soak  it  up,  and  there  is  none  left 
as  a  bond  to  hold  them  together.  The  proper  amount  of  heat  is  just  enough  to 
make  the  adhesive  momentarily  liquid.  This  allows  a  portion  of  the  adhesive  to 
penetrate  into  the  photograph  and  mount  and  leaves  a  bond  between  them 
which  acts  as  a  permanent,  tight  bond  holding  them  together.

Question:  Why  Should  I  Use  the  Foto- Welder? 

Answer:  You  can  use  an  ordinary  electric  iron,  if  you  wish.  However,  the 
FotO' Welder  is  lighter  and  easier  to  handle.

Question:  How  Hot  Do  the  Foto- 
Welders  Get? 

Answer:  All  run  about  2(S^  degrees. 

Question:  If  I  Use  an  Iron,  How- 
Hot  Should  It  Be? 

Answer:  The  same  as  in  the  Foto- 
Welders,  285  degrees   (or  'Mow  heat''). 

Slnestion:  Will  Fotoelat  Deteriorate  in  Time? 

Answer:  There  is  absolutely  nothing  in  Fotoflat  to  become  crystalline  or 
brittle,  or  to  deteriorate  indoors. 

^nestwn:  Will  Fotofl.at  Work  in  an  Eastman  Press? 
Ariswer:   Fotoflat  will  work  beautifully  in  a  press.   It  takes  lower  heat  and 
less  time. 

^nestum:  If  I  Use  a  Press,  How  Hot  Do  I  Run  It? 
Answer:   Run  your  press  at  about  145  degrees  to  160  degrees. 

Question:  How  Long  in  the  Press? 

Ansiver:  A  count  of  5-6  is  usually  sufficient.  (This  is  faster  than  with 
other  dry  mount  tissues.) 

Sluestion:  Generally  Speaking,  Why  Should  I  Use  Fotoflat^ 
Answer:  Fotoflat  is  faster,  easier,  better  and  more  economical  than  ordinary 
"lacquer"  dry  mount  tissues.  It  mounts  contact  prints  and  enlargements  the

What  Is  "Depth  of  Focus"? 

DE1*TH  of  Focus  is  a  term  used  to 
nidicate  the  area  or  distance- 
near  to  far — over  which  a  lens  will 
render  sharp  definition.  Theoretically, 
there  is  only  one  point  (where  the 
light  rays  cross)  that  is  absolutely 
sharp,  but  tor  practical  purposes  an 
object-point  that  is  reproduced  in  the 
negative  as  an  image-circle  not  over 
1 /250th  of  an  inch  in  diameter  will 
prove  satisfactory  in  definition.  This 
image-circle  is  termed  the  "circle  of 
confusion."  Depth  of  focus  decreases 
as  the  size  of  aperture  (^r  the  focal 
length  increases. 

Short-focus  lenses,  because  their 
images  lie  in  planes  closer  together, 
have  greater  depth.  Photographs  in 
which  the  object  is  near  have  not  as 
much  depth  as  those  shov^'ing  the  ob- 
ject at  a  distance.  It  is  a  law  of  optics 
that  all  lenses  having  same  speed  and 
focal  length  have  same  depth  of  focus. 

To  summarize,  depth  is  governed  by 
diaphragm  aperture,  focal  length  and 
distance  of  object.  With  a  given  focus 
and   object   distance,   the   smaller  the 


stop,  the  greater  the  depth.  At  a  given 
distance  and  diaphragm  opening,  the 
shorter  the  focus,  the  greater  the  depth. 
With  a  given  focal  length  and  stop, 
the  greater  the  object  distance  the 
greater  the  depth.

The  two  end  sections  are  provided 
with  adjustable  hangers  to  accommo- 
date ordinary  ceiling  heights,  and  are 
supported  at  the  center  of  gravity  and 
held  in  position  by  friction  swivels, 
thereby  enabling  tilting  of  the  entire 
assembly  to  the  desired  angle  after  in- 
stallation.

Lighting  Large  Croups 


THE  question  on  how  to  properly 
light  the  difficult  end  of  a  large 
group,  secure  even  illumination, 
proper  modeling  and  high-lighting, 
and  avoid  flattening  of  light  has  so 
often  been  asked  that  we  offer  the 
following  suggestions  on  same: 

In  the  photographing  of  large 
groups,  it  is  customary  to  place  the 
main  source  of  light  at  approximately 
45  degrees  in  relation  to  the  group. 
If  this  major  light  is  a  bank  of  dif- 
fused incandescent  globes,  a  diffused 
arc  lamp,  or  a  bank  of  mercury 
tubes,  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  get 
good  lighting  on  the  two-thirds  of 
group  nearest  the  light,  but  as  dif- 
fused light  is  largely  non-directional, 
it  is  impossible  to  get  the  same  light- 
ing on  the  far  end  of  the  group  by 
this  method  alone.  If  we  place  an 
auxiliary  light  near  the  camera,  we 
can  increase  the  illumination  on  the 
far  end,  but,  in  doing  so  we  flatten 
the  lighting  on  the  subjects  nearest 
the  major  light.  If  we  place  an  auxil- 
iary light  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
camera  we  not  only  flatten  the  light- 
ing on  those  in  the  center  of  group, 
but  we  get  left  side  high-lights  on  one 
end  of  the  group  and  right  side  high- 
lights on  the  other  end. 


Obviously,  what  we  need  is  to  be 
able  to  direct  sufficient  additional 
light  to  the  far  end  of  the  group  from 
approximately  the  same  position  as 
the  major  light  without  affecting  the 
near  end  of  the  group  that  has  previ- 
ously been  properly  illuminated.  In 
order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  to  have 
a  highly  directional  light  that  has  a 
fairly  high  center  of  intensity,  which 
falls  off  evenly  to  the  edges  (a  direc- 
tional diffused  light,  that  is  diffused  m 
itself)  without  the  use  of  diffusing 
material,  as  any  diffusing  material 
placed  in  front  of  a  light  will  largely 
destroy  the  directional  feature 
wanted. 

Presuming  our  major  light  consists 
of  a  bank  of  4-1000  watt  globes, 
backed  up  with  efficient  reflectors  and 
mounted  in  a  cabinet  that  is  tiltable 
to  any  angle,  that  has  ample  up  and 
down  adjustment.  Place  this  light  at 
approximately  45  degrees  to  the  group 
and  adjust  it  carefully,  so  that  as 
much  as  possible  of  the  group  nearest 
this  light  is  properly  lighted,  and  then 
place  right  alongside  this  cabinet  on 
side  nearest  camera  and  at  same  height 
or  a  trifle  higher,  a  Studio  Modelint:,^ 
Ventlite  with  a  IQOO  watt  or  a  1500

Too  much  exposure  causes  too  rapid  development  with  resulting  coarse 
grain.  The  obvious  remedy  is  to  keep  exposure  down  to  a  minimum. 
The  best  exposure  for  fine  grain  wor\  is  the  shortest  exposure  that  produces 
sufficient  shadow  detail.  However,  a  negative  that  is  too  thin  will  possess 
poor  printing  quality.  It  is  best,  when  possible,  to  make  two  or  three  nega- 
tives of  each  subject,  using  different  exposures.  Then  pick  the  negative  that 
has  the  finest  grain  without  sacrifice  of  printing  quality.  When  only  one 
"shot"  is  possible  on  a  subject,  the  following  Weston  ratings  will  give  good 
results :

On  close-ups,  the  meter  should  be  pointed  at  the  darkest  part  of  the 
subject  where  detail  is  desired.  Roll  films  should  be  rated  one  step  lower  than 
the  corresponding  35  mm.  emulsion  because  somewhat  greater  density  is 
desired  on  larger  negatives. 

Daylight  ratings  are  for  use  in  bright  sunlight  only.  Before  9:00  A.M 
or  after  4:00  P.M.,  or  on  smoky,  cloudy,  or  hazy  days,  the  Mazda  ratings 
should  be  used,  because  films  are  proportionately  more  sensitive  to  blue  and 
violet  Hght  than  are  the  exposure  meters.  Smoke,  fog,  and  haze  filter  out 
much  of  the  blue  and  violet  from  natural  dayHght,  so  that  a  lower  speed 
rating  is  necessary.

A  Simple  Dodger 

To  reduce  the  exposure  on  parts  of 
photographic  enlargements,  a  dodger 
made  by  placing  a  tuft  of  cotton  on  a 
loop  at  the  end  of  a  piece  of  piano 
wire  will  prove  handy.  The  wire  loop 
should  be  about  the  si2;e  of  a  pencil's 
diameter  with  the  amount  of  cotton 
varying  with  the  area  to  be  shaded. 
The  dodger  intercepts  light  rays  on 
parts  of  the  picture  and  allows  longer 
development  for  needed  areas.  There 
are  no  sharp  edges  in  a  dodger  of  this 
type  to  cause  shadows.

MANY  of  us  are  ambitious  enough, 
but  we  are  ambitious  to  be  mil- 
lionaires, United  States  Senators,  or 
presidents  of  big  corporations.

The  baseball  fans  liked  Babe  Ruth 
because  he  gave  them  the  feeHng  that 
he  would  p^av  good  baseball  even 
though  he  worked  without  pay.  The 
Babe  liked  the  game.  He  may  have 
disliked  the  manager  of  his  team,  or 
his  teammates,  but  that  didn't  make 
any  difference  in  his  play. 

Such  spirit  is  needed  in  all  work. 
When  the  worker  has  it,  any  job  be- 
comes a  good  job.  Such  workers  usu- 
ally find  that  the  pay  adjusts  itself. 
But  whether  they  get  good  pay  or 
poor  pay,  they  get  the  one  thing  that 
makes  any  job  worth  while,  and  that 
is  the  feeling  that  they  are  a  Httle 
better  than  others  who  are  trying  to 
do  the  same  thing. 


New  Set  of  Values 

A  MAN  has  just  made  a  statement 
which  many  others  have  made 
recently.  He  said:  ''I  think  that  we 
are  going  to  adjust  our  lives  to  a  new 
set  of  values.

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Quick  as  a  Flash 

IN  Chicago,  recently,  Drs.  Francis 
Wood  Godwin  and  Alfred  Orpheus 
Walker  showed  pictures  of  a  .22  cali- 
ber bullet  in  flight,  taken  at  speeds  of 
about  oncmillionth  of  a  second,  fast' 
est  exposure  ever  accomplished.  These 
photographs  revealed  the  bullet 
''stopped''  in  its  course,  a  clear-cut 
image  with  highlights  gleaming  on  its 
surface;  stopped  again  so  close  to  a 
pane  that  its  reflection  could  be  dimly 
seen  in  the  glass;  passing  through  and 
emerging  in  a  cloud  of  glass  dust. 

Dr.  Godwin  is  an  electrical  engi- 
neer. Dr.  Walker  a  chemist  at  Armour 
Institute  of  Technology.  Both  picked 
up  photography  as  a  hobby.  In  high- 
speed photography  the  shorter  the  ex- 
posure time,  the  more  intense  the 
illumination  must  be  to  produce  a 
satisfactory  impression  on  film. 

Godwin  and  Walker  obtain  their 
very  bright,  very  brief  flash  by  dis- 
charging 38,000  volts  through  a 
vacuum  tube  filled  with  mercury  vapor 
at  one-twentieth  of  atmospheric  pres- 
sure. The  voltage  source  is  an  X-ray 
apparatus  and  the  current  is  stored  in 
a  20-unit  Leyden  jar  condenser. 

The  duration  of  the  flash  can  be 
timed  approximately  by  noting  the 
amount  of  blur  (equal  to  the  distance 
traveled  during  exposure)  on  the  bul- 
let. If  the  bullet  travels  at  1,000  ft. 
per  sec,  and  the  blur  amounts  to  one- 
thousandth  of  a  foot,  the  time  interval 
is  one-millionth  of  a  second,  fastest 
exposure  ever  accomplished. 

To  set  ofi^  their  flash,  they  place  a 
spark  gap  close  to  the  gun's  muzzle  sn 
that  the  bullet  passes  just  below  the 
electrodes.  The  hot  gases  and  burning 
powder  which  follow  the  bullet  enable 
the  spark  to  jump  the  gap,  completing 
the  circuit  and  discharging  the  voltage 
through  the  vacuum  tube.  Only  one 
picture  is  taken  at  each  shot.  But  by 
moving  the  spark  gap  nearer  to  or  far- 
ther from  the  gun's  muzzle,  the  bullet 


can  be  snapped  at  various  points  of  its 
trajectory. 

Drs.  Godwin  and  Walker  are  by 
no  means  the  first  to  "freeze"  rapid 
motion  on  photographic  film.  Perhaps 
the  most  famed  high-speed  photogra- 
pher in  the  U.  S.  is  Dr.  Harold  Eugene 
Edgerton  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  who  for  some  years  has 
used  stroboscopic  (intermittently  flash- 
ing) light  to  take  6,000  pictures  per 
second. 

He  has  made  motion  pictures  of 
pigeons,  humming  birds,  and  even 
house  flies  in  flight;  of  lamp  bulbs 
breaking  under  hammer  blows;  of 
craters  formed  on  a  liquid  surface  by  a 
falling  drop  of  milk;  of  soap  bubbles 
breaking;  of  falling  cats  twisting  in 
mid-air  to  land  on  their  feet.

While  Synchro  Press  No.  7  bears  the  same  number  as  the  A-1?  bulb 
wire-foil  lamp  announced  last  spring,  it  has  an  entirely  different  construction, 
which  results  in  radically  different  and  improved  characteristics. 

Improved  Time-Light  Characteristics

long  flash  duration  and  high  sustained  light  output  over  a  range  of  synchro- 
nizer adjustments.

Flashing  Voltage 

Photoflash  Lamps  Nos.  7  and  16  should  be  flashed  on  battery  only.  They 
should  not  be  flashed  from  regular  lighting  circuits.  The  recommended  mini- 
mum is  three  volts  (2  cells).  No.  11  may  be  flashed  on  from  3  to  125  volts, 
A.C.  or  D.C. 

Quick-Break  Filam^ents 

All  of  the  new  lamps  have  filaments  which  burn  out  instantly  after 
closing  the  circuit.  The  improved  igniting  element  of  Nos.  7  and  16  lamps 
insures  uniform  flashing  even  with  batteries  which  may  have  become  weakened.

THE  Northern  California  division  of  the  Master  Photo  Finishers  completed 
a  very  successful  convention  held  in  Oakland  March  16,  17,  18.  Originally

You  can  usually 
wrangle  this  "waste"  away  from  them, 
if   you   promise   to   return   the   core.

A  clean,  efiicient  and  generally  all 
around  way  of  using  glue  or  adhesive 
in  the  mounting  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  photographic  prints  is  to 
secure  a  medium-sized  oil  can,  with 
about  a  two  or  three  inch  spout,  such 
as  is  used  in  oiling  machinery  or  the 
kind  that  comes  with  your  automobile. 
Thin  out  the  glue  and  fill  the  con- 
tainer, then  apply  the  glue  to  your 
prints  or  mounts  by  pressure  of  thumb 
on  bottom  of  can.

New  Mazda  Photoflood 
Lamp 

The  General  Electric  Company  has 
announced  Photoflood  Lamp  R2.  It  is 
a  lamp  with  the  power  of  the  standard 
Photoflood  Lamp  No.  2,  but  designed 
like  the  so'called  Mushroom  Lamp.

Sulfocyanate  Is  Thiocyanate 

TNCREASED  use  of  a  chemical  fre- 
J-  quently  mentioned  in  formulas  as 
Potassium  Sulfocyanate,  has  prompted 
the  Mallinckrodt  Chemical  Works  to 
release  an  explanation  as  to  the  cor- 
rect name  for  this  chemical. 

The  correct  name  is  Potassium  Thio- 
cyanate. The  chemical  formula  is 
KSCN.  Potassium  Thiocyanate  NFVI 
carries  the  word  Sulfocyanate  on  the 
label.  Potassium  Thiocyanate  AR 
labels  do  not  have  this  explanatory 
word. 

Both  products  are  suitable  for  use 
in  photographic  formulas.  Discrim- 
inating workers  will  specify  AR  grade, 
even  though  the  cost  is  slightly  higher. 
Both  chemicals  are  available  in  one 
ounce,  four  ounce,  and  one  pound 
bottles,  but  cannot  be  sent  by  parcel 
post.

When  Mr.  Shaw 
tells  you  of  his  earlier 
days,  you  are  remind- 
ed of  that  well 'known 
radio  story — Memory 
Lane.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shaw  have  a  daughter, 
who  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
California  and  married  to  a  local  high 
srhn^l  in-^tructor  Mr.  Shaw  is  inter- 
ested in  hiking,  driving,  and  reading, 
hut  we  think  he  should  have  included 
those  two  grandchildren  who  always 
claim  his  interest.  In  the  many  years 
we  have  served  Mr.  Shaw  we  have 
always  found  him  exceedingly  con- 
genial and  most  helpful  and  encour- 
aging to  junior  salesmen,  to  whom  he 
offers  every  possible  kind  word  and 
encouragement.

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Two  Important  Associations  Give 

Up  1939  Conventions  to 

Combine  With  National 


WELL  KNOWN  to  professional 
photographers  in  the  east  are 
the  Professional  Photographers'  Soci' 
ety  of  New  York,  one  of  the  oldest 
state  associations  of  photographers  in 
the  countr>%  and  the  Ontario  Associa- 
tion of  Photographers,  largest  and  most 
important  of  such  organizations  in 
Canada.  New  York  state  has  held  its 
own  conventions  for  many  years  and 
Ontario,  reorganized  several  years  ago, 
has  been  bringing  together  an  attend- 
ance of  more  than  200  at  Toronto  for 
the  past  two  or  three  years.  Bcith  these 
important  associations  have  decided  to 
forego  their  1939  conventions  and  join 
forces  with  The  Photographers'  Asso- 
ciation of  America  in  its  52nd  annual 
convention,  to  be  held  at  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  from  August  21' to  25,  inclusive. 
The  manufacturers'  and  dealers'  ex- 
hibit and  the  picture  exhibit,  as  well 
as  the  two  concurrent  morning  and 
afternoon  programs  and  numerous  spe- 
cial sessions,  will  all  be  held  at  the 
174th  Regiment  Armory.  With  so 
much  going  on  there,  arrangements  arc 
being  made  for  the  New  York  and  On- 
tario associations  to  hold  special  ses- 
sions of  their  own  at  the  Hotel  Statler, 
to    avoid    confusion    with    the    other 

-¥ 


meetings.  August  22,  the  first  full 
convention  day,  will  be  called  Ontario 
Day  or  Canada  Day,  and  August  23 
will  be  New  York  State  Day.  On 
those  days  the  respective  organizations 
will  hold  their  own  private  sessions  at 
the  Statler.  While  the  Statler  is  the 
headquarters  hotel,  where  the  eve- 
ning entertainment  features  and  spe- 
cial evening  sessions  will  be  held,  the 
complete  facilities  of  the  Buffalo, 
Touraine,  Lafayette  and  Ford  have 
also  been  reserved  for  the  convention, 
attendance  at  which  will  tax  the 
capacities  of  all  five. 

The  decision  of  these  two  associa- 
tions to  combine  with  the  national 
makes  certain  even  greater  attendance 
than  at  the  last  record-breaker  in  Chi- 
cago as  between  them  they  assure  an 
attendance  of  500  which  was  not  even 
considered  when  Buffalo  was  selected 
as  the  convention  city.  Photographers 
who  plan  to  attend  the  New  York 
World's  Fair  should  remember  that 
they  can  route  their  trip  through  Buf- 
falo either  going  or'  coming  at  no  extra 
transportation  expense  and  with  as 
long  a  stop-over  as  desired,  thus  keep- 
ing the  cost  of  attending  the  Buffalo 
convention  at  a  minimum.

Agfa  photographic  films  and  papers,  cameras  and  accessories,  chemical  prepara' 
tions  and  miscellaneous  equipment — all  made  in  Binghamton — are  widely  rccog' 
ni2;ed  for  their  outstanding  quality  and  dependability. 

The  Beginning  of  Photography  and  Agfa  Ansco 

The  practice  of  photography  in  the  United  States  dates  from  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Daguerreotype  process  shortly  after  its  publication  in  1839.  One 
of  the  few  experts  in  this  new  field  was  Professor  S.  F.  B.  Morse,  famed  as  the 
originator  of  the  telegraph,  who  even  before  the  public  announcement  of  the 
process,  had  visited  the  inventor,  Jacques  Daguerre,  in  Paris.  One  of  the  first 
to  learn  the  Daguerreotype  process  from  Professor  Morse  was  Edward  Anthony, 
a  young  man  just  graduated  from  Columbia  University.  Young  Anthony,  who 
was  soon  to  make  his  start  in  the  photographic  business,  was  the  first  of  a  group 
of  men  who  devoted  the  greater  part  of  their  lives  to  the  company  that  became 
Agfa  Ansco. 

A  native  New  Yorker  of  an  old  Knickerbocker  family,  Edward  Anthony 
had  specialised  in  mathematics  and  engineering,  and  quickly  became  proficient 
in  the  new  daguerreian  art.  Adopting  photography  as  a  profession,  Anthony 
soon  put  the  new  process  to  a  dramatic  use  by  photographing  highlands  along 
the  Canadian  border.  His  pictures  enabled  the  American  Government  to  estab' 
lish  its  boundary  claim,  and  were  the  first  photographs  ever  made  or  used  by  a 
government  for  any  purpose. 

The  young  man  next  set  up  a  studio  in  Washington  where  he  made 
daguerreotypes  of  many  prominent  statesmen.  The  Committee  on  Military 
Afi^airs  gave  him  the  use  of  its  committee  rooms  for  his  sittings.  His  success  in 
this  venture  influenced  him  to  go  into  business  as  a  dealer  in  dauerreotype 
materials,  and  in  1842  he  established  a  photographic  supply  house  under  the 
name  of  Edward  Anthony,  at  308  Broadway,  New  York  City.  Edward 
Anthony's  store  became  the  forerunner  of  the  company  that  has  developed 
through  normal  transformations  and  growth  into  the  present  Agfa  Ansco 
Corporation. 

In  1852,  he  was  joined  in  the  business  by  his  older  brother,  Henry,  and  in 
that  year  conducted  the  first  photographic  prize  contest  in  the  world.    This

FLASH  synchronization  with 
2^"x3j/4'''  size  film  over  a  wide 
range  of  focal  plane  shutter  speeds  is 
agreed  by  all  who  have  experienced 
its  advantages  to  be  one  of  the  major 
photographic  advances  of  1938.  This 
development  has  received  a  great  deal 
of  attention  since  the  recent  introduc- 
tion of  the  Miniature  2j/4x3^  Speed 
Graphic  inasmuch  as  this  really  small 
camera  possesses  focal  plane  shutter 
flash  synchronization  in  its  simplest 
and  most  efficient  form. 

One  of  the  major  difficulties  en- 
countered in  the  perfection  of  focal 
plane  shutter  flash  synchronization 
was  the  design  of  a  mechanism  that 
would  make  full  use  of  the  p€a\  of 
the  flash  of  the  moderately  priced 
flash  bulbs  now  regularly  available. 
(See  page  20.)  In  the  Graflex-made 
camera  launched  at  year-end  the 
aperture  of  the  focal  plane  shutter 
curtain  passes  all  the  way  across  the 
entire  film  during  the  peak  of  the 
flash  of  the  bulb,  producing  fully 
timed  flash  exposures  at  focal  plane 
shutter  speeds  from  l/60th  up. 

The  mechanics  of  this  type  of  flash 
synchronization  as  developed  by  Graf- 
lex  in  the  Miniature  2^x3'/4  Speed 
Graphic  show  ingenious  design.  Inas- 
much as  the  contacts  which  make  and 
break  the  electrical  circuit  and  set  off 
the  flash  bulb  are  built  into  the  cam- 
era, the  usual  type  of  expensive  flash 
synchronizer    is    not    necessary    with 


this  camera.  Instead,  a  simple  bat- 
tery case-and-reflector  unit  fitted  with 
cord  and  plug  can  be  used.  This  unit 
plugs  into  an  outlet  built  into  the 
camera  back,  thus  enabling  the  bat- 
tery case  and  reflector  to  be  easily 
and  quickly  disconnected  from  the 
camera  when  its  use  is  not  required. 

Inside  the  camera  the  outlet  has 
been  fitted  with  contacts  which  are 
so  placed  that  duplicate  contacts  at- 
tached to  the  focal  plane  shutter  cur- 
tain "wipe"  them  when  the  curtain 
is  released  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
a  picture.  This  instantaneous  elec- 
trical contact  between  the  contacts  on 
the  plug  and  those  on  the  curtain 
closes  the  electrical  circuit  causing  the 
batteries  to  fire  the  flash  bulb  just  as 
the  curtain  starts  its  journey  across 
the  film.  And  the  long  burning  flash 
bulb  supplies  adequate  and  fairly  con- 
stant illumination  during  the  full  pe- 
riod the  focal  plane  aperture  is  pass- 
ing all  the  way  across  the  entire  film. 

Evidence  of  the  soundness  and 
ruggedness  with  which  this  type  of 
focal  plane  shutter  flash  synchroniza- 
tion has  been  built  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  many  press  photographers 
are  using  this  small  Speed  Graphic 
exclusively  for  indoor  sports  use  while 
others  have  adopted  them  for  all- 
around  press  photography.

competition  stimulated  tremendous  interest  among  daguerreotypists  all  over  the 
country.  By  1862,  Henry  had  taken  such  an  active  interest  ni  the  business  that 
the  firm  name  was  changed  to  E.  and  H.  T.  Anthony  ^  Company. 

The  Anthony  brothers  soon  became  manufacturers  as  well  as  dealers. 
Their  experimentations  resulted  in  many  important  contributions  to  the  art. 
Henry  T.  Anthony  is  credited  with  being  the  first  man  in  the  world  to  take  a 
so-called  instantaneous  photograph.  Thus  he  became  the  father  of  the  modern 
snapshot. 

During  this  period,  the  vogue  turned  from  daguerreotypes  to  the  wet  collo' 
dion  process,  whereby  plates  were  coated  with  light-sensitive  material  immedi- 
ately before  use.  This  refinement  permitted  shorter  exposures  and  the  making 
of  extra  prints,  thereby  opening  vast  new  possibilities  to  the  photographer. 
During  the  Civil  War,  Matthew  B.  Brady,  the  most  celebrated  photographer 
of  that  period,  used  Anthony  materials  for  this  process  in  making  his  famous 
collection  of  photographs  of  the  battlegrounds.  In  1 880,  the  Anthonys  oif ered 
for  sale  their  first  gelatin  dry  plates  and,  in  1 884,  their  first  hand  cameras. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  important  photographic  improvement  in  the  remain- 
ing years  of  the  nineteenth  century  was  the  invention  of  roll  film  in  1 887  by  the 
Reverend  Hannibal  Goodwin.  Rev.  Goodwin  was  a  photographic  enthusiast 
who,  during  the  course  of  his  experiments,  consulted  frequently  with  the 
Anthonys,  who  later  marketed  his  invention.  His  was  a  process  for  making  a  thin, 
roUable,  transparent  substitute  for  glass  as  a  supporting  medium  for  a  photo- 
graphic, light-sensitive  emulsion.  The  invention  of  this  flexible  suppc^rt  permitted 
the  manufacture  of  more  compact  and  practical  hand  cameras  using  roll  film. 
As  a  result,  photography  became  so  much  more  simple  that  the  art  gained  greatly 
m  popularity. 

Formation  of  the  Ansco  Comp.vny — After  the  deaths  of  Henry  T. 
Anthony  in  1884  and  of  Edward  in  1888,  further  changes  of  importance  to  the 
growing  company  were  effected.  It  was  during  this  period,  when  the  firm  was 
directed  by  Edward  Anthony's  son,  Richard,  that  the  combination  of  Anthony 
and  Scovill  was  made. 

Like  Anthony,  Scovill  is  a  name  closely  identified  with  the  early  develop- 
ment of  photography.  The  Scovill  Manufacturing  Company  of  Waterbury, 
Connecticut,  had  been  manufacturing  metals  and  metal  products  since  1802. 
In  1842,  it  began  to  make  daguerreotype  plates  m  its  photographic  departments, 
which  later  became  the  Scovill  6?  Adams  Company,  manufacturers  of  cameras 
and  accessories. 

In  1902,  Anthony  and  Company  combined  resources  with  the  Scovill  ^ 
Adams  firm  to  form  the  Anthony  &  Scovill  Company.  It  was  at  this  time  that 
the  main  manufacturing  activities  were  transferred  from  New  York  City  to 
Binghamton.  Five  years  later,  the  name  was  contracted  to  the  familiar  ''Ansco". 
In  the  few  years,  Cyko  paper  and  other  Ansco  products  made  in  Binghamton, 
created  a  wide  following  among  amateur  and  professional  photographers.

Some  of  the  optical  glasses  of  Dr. 
Morey  have  the  highest  index  of  re- 
fraction (light-bending  power)  ever 
reported;  more  than  2.00.  Only  com- 
parable refraction  is  that  of  the  dia- 
mond, which  is  about  2.41. 

Out  of  the  work  should  come  lenses 
of  greater  light-gathering  power  which 
would  be  a  boon  to  all  miniature 
camera  fans  who  ever  seek  greater 
apertures. 

Chemical  elements  most  people  have 
never  heard  of  are  used  in  producing 
the  glass.  Yttrium,  lanthanum,  colum- 
bium,  hafnium,  tantalum,  ziroconium, 
strontium,  boron,  and  barium  are  typi- 
cal. 

Aim  of  Dr.  Morey  is  to  produce 
a  glass  with  an  index  of  refraction 
(ability  to  bend  light  rays)  of  over 
1.65.  One  glass,  made  of  60  per  cent 
lanthanum  and  40  per  cent  boron,  has 
a  refractive  index  of  1.72  and  a  dis- 
persive index  of  54. 

Another  composed  of  33  per  cent 
lanthanum,  41  per  cent  thorium  and 
26  per  cent  boron  has  a  refractive 
index  of  1.76  and  a  dispersive  index 
of  52. 

As  a  comparison,  ordinary  flint  glass 


of  a  lower  refractive  index  (1.65) 
would  have  a  dispersion  of  about  33. 
Small  dispersion  numbers  mean  high 
dispersion  and  \ice  versa. 

The  new  work  is  a  continuation  of 
efforts  made  in  America  since  the 
World  War  to  produce  better  optical 
glass.  At  the  time  of  the  conflict,  the 
United  States  found  it  had  been  buy- 
ing most  of  its  superior  optical  glass 
from  Germany.  Furious  wartime  re- 
search partially  overcame  the  difficulty, 
but  research  has  been  going  on  ever 
since  to  make  American  optical  glass 
equal  or  superior  to  any  glass  in  the 
world.  Dr.  Morey 's  work  is  a  contri- 
bution to  this  end.  Patent  rights  to 
his  discovery  have  been  assigned  to 
the  Eastman  Kodak  Company.

Champlin  Color  is  the  name  given 
to  a  kit  prepared  for  production  of 
color  prints  from  kodachrome  pictures. 
Champlin  Color  is  a  lithographic  proc- 
ess utilizing  four  colors  but  is  so  easily 
used  that  anyone  can  make  good  color 
prints,  either  amateur  or  professional 
photographers.  The  process  is  so  eco- 
nomical that  color  prints  can  be  made 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  10c  for  a  4x5. 
The  colors  are  better  than  anything 
so  far  oifered  and  the  process  permits 
tremendous  latitude  in  alteration  in 
both  color  and  density.  Color  faults 
can  be  corrected  more  readily  with  this 
process  than  any  other.  To  produce 
these  prints  it  is  necessary  to  have  four 
special  inks,  one  special  roller,  one 
special  bleach,  developers  and  instruc- 
tions. All  these  are  combined  in  the 
Champlin  Color  Kit  priced  at  $12.50.

OUT  of  the  photographic  estabHsh- 
ments  of  Herr  Professor  Heinrich 
Hoffmann  in  BerHn,  Munich  and  Vi' 
enna  last  week  poured  thousands  of 
big  and  Httle  pictures  of  Adolf  Hitler, 
to  adorn  the  walls  of  the  new  German 
subjects  of  Bohemia,  Moravia  and 
Memel.  It  is  an  unwritten  law  of 
Greater  Germany  that  every  house 
hold,  office,  factory  and  assembly  room 
must  show  a  picture  of  Der  Fuhrer, 
and  Heinrich  Hoffmann  is  Germany's 
official  P.eichsbildberichterstatter,  or 
Photographic  Reporter  of  the  Reich. 
When  Hitler  enters  a  fallen  prov 
ince  or  city,  or  appears  anywhere  in 
public,  Photographic  Reporter  Hoff- 
mann rides  in  the  car  behind  him. 
Armed  with  a  Leica  camera,  Hoffmann 
darts  back  and  forth  in  front  of  the 
Fuhrer  unmolested,  while  other  pho- 
tographers are  kept  at  a  respectful  dis- 
tance. The  world's  news  agencies 
clamor  for  Heinrich  Hoffmann's  pic- 
tures, for  he  is  the  man  who  picks  the 
photographers  to  cover  everything  the 
Aggrandizer  does,  and  for  the  best 
jobs  he  picks  himself. 

Professor  Hoffmann's  virtual  mo- 
nopoly of  German  news  photography 
has  made  him  one  of  his  country's 
richest  men.  He  sells  more  than  a 
million  Hitler  portraits  a  year.  His 
Hitler  pictures  range  from  miniatures 
to  8x1 2-foot  posters,  which  sell  for 
1,050  marks  ($420).  For  ordinary 
news  pictures  his  standard  price  to 
German  publications  is  20,  50,  25 
marks,  but  U.  S.  rights  to  a  particu- 
larly fetching  photograph  of  Der 
Schone  Adolf  sometimes  bring  as  much 
as  $250.  Hoffmann  is  not  the  only 
gainer  by  his  deal  with  his  friend: 
Adolf  Hitler  well  knows  that  the  least 
flattering  photographs  of  himself  never 
leave  the  dark  room.

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Eastman  Color  Temperature  Meter 

THE  Color  Temperature  Meter  is  a  small  hand-held  instrument  designed  to 
enable  the  color  photographer  to  evaluate,  within  reasonable  limits,  the  color 
temperature  and,  thereby,  the  color  quality  of  the  light  falling  on  the  subject  to 
be  photographed.  The  instrument  is  of  no  value  unless  the  operator  has  normal 
color  vision. 

Although  the  Color  Temperature  Meter  will  assist  the  color  photographer 
in  the  manner  described,  we  wish  to  stress  the  importance  of  using  with  Koda' 
chrome  Professional  Film  Type  B,  the  nev^  Mazda  3200°  K.  high  efficiency 
tungsten  lamps  on  circuits  supplying  voltage  at  which  the  lamps  are  rated.  When 
the  color  temperature  of  artificial  illumination  as  indicated  by  the  meter  does  not 
correspond  to  the  color  temperature  to  which  the  film  is  balanced  correction  may 
be  made  by  effecting  a  change  in  the  line  voltage.  Increasing  the  voltage  increases 
the  color  temperature;  decreasing  the  voltage  lowers  the  color  temperature.  Care- 
ful readings  with  the  meter  will  indicate  the  point  at  which  such  voltage  adjust- 
ment results  in  the  color  temperature  required. 

For  those  not  having  the  equipment  for  varying  Hne  voltage,  an  alternate 
method  of  correction  is  offered  by  the  use  of  suitable  filters  through  which,  in 
conjunction  with  the  meter,  the  light  source  is  viewed  and  the  proper  filter 
selected.  The  filter  is  then  placed  over  the  lens  of  the  camera.  For  this  method 
of  correction,  a  set  of  seven  Eastman  Color  Compensating  filters  is  supplied 
separately. 

Care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  any  false  conceptions  as  to  the  purpose  of 
this  instrument.  The  Eastman  Color  Temperature  Meter  is  not  an  exposure 
meter,  and  this  must  be  made  clear  to  those  contemplating  the  purchase  of  the 
meter.  Known  as  a  ''meter,"  there  may  be  some  photographers  who  may  conceive 
the  function  of  the  instrument  too  literally  and  feel  that  its  use  offers  a  simple 
short  cut  to  quality  picture  results  without  due  care  to  control  of  other  factors 
such  as  proper  light  balance,  reflective  properties  of  near-by  objects,  or  corrective 
exposure. 

Such  is  obviously  not  the  case.  Actually,  the  instrument  should  direct 
emphasis  to  the  need  for  careful  technique  in  color  photography;  and  it  is 
intended  primarily  for  the  careful  professional  color  photographer  who,  appre' 
ciating  the  numerous  variables  that  must  be  controlled  in  precision  color 
photography,  will  welcome  the  meter  as  an  aid  in  keeping  one  of  these  variables 
at  a  minimum. 

It  is  important  to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  manual  of  instructions 
accompanying  each  meter  before  any  attempt  is  made  to  use  the  instrument.

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Making  Up  For  The  Camera 

By  Miner's 

Please  J^ote. — The  materials  described  in  this  article  as  well  as  those  included 

in  our  FotO'Matic  Kit  have  been  especially  developed  for 

use  with  Panchromatic  film. 

THE  expression  "No  one  is  perfect"  was  never  truer  than  in  its  application 
to  photographic  subjects.  Skins  and  complexions  which  in  ordinary  life  are 
flawless,  plainly  show  their  defects  under  the  all-revealing  scrutiny  of  the 
camera  lens.  Consequently,  the  greatest  ally  to  amateur  and  professional  pho' 
tographers  is  that  of  correct  facial  makeup — not  the  make-up  used  by  stage 
folk,  but  tones  which  have  been  especially  developed  for  camera  work.  With 
proper  make-up,  it  is  possible  to  glorify  the  portrait,  eliminating  sallowness, 
uneven  skin  tones,  blotches  and  minor  facial  defects  that  are  exaggerated  by 
photographic  reproduction. 

Before  going  into  detail  on  make-up  materials  and  methods,  let  us  acquaint 
the  reader  with  the  meaning  of  some  of  the  terms  that  are  frequently  used  in 
this  article. 

BASE  is  used  to  signify  the  layer  of  Cold  Cream  usually  put  on  the  skin 
before  Greasepaint  is  applied.  This  cream  prevents  the  make-up  from  entering 
the  pores  and  expedites  its  removal. 

FOUNDATION  is  the  Greasepaint  coat  which  covers  the  entire  skin  sur' 
face.  All  lines  and  other  make-up  materials  which  may  be  used  to  enhance  the 
beauty  or  create  effects  are  placed  on  this  surface,  hence  the  word  foundation. 

TO  HIGHLIGHT  is  to  apply  color  lighter  than  the  foundation  to  that 
feature  which  is  to  be  brought  into  prominence. 

SHADOWING,  conversely,  is  the  application  of  a  darker  color  to  that 
part  which  you  desire  to  subdue  or  make  less  prominent. 

THE  ORBIT  is  the  sharp  bone  that  surrounds  the  eye. 

LINERS  are  the  colors  used  for  shadowing,  highlighting,  or  lining. 

PANCHROMATICS,  as  defined  for  make-up  use,  are  those  colors  espe- 
cially designed  for  photographic  work.  Quite  unlike  the  flesh  tints  used  in 
regular  theatrical  make-up.  Panchromatic  colors  run  to  tans  and  browns.  This 
is  necessary  since  Panchromatic  film  is  sensitive  to  reds.  It  is  for  this  reason 
that  ordinary  street  make-up  is  not  practical  and  gives  unsatisfactory  results 
when  used  for  photographic  purposes. 

Preparation 

Before  applying  photographic  make-up,  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  all 
traces  of  dust,  dirt  and  street-wear  cosmetics  be  removed.  Miner's  Theatrical 
Cold  Cream  is  especially  suitable  for  this  purpose.  Massage  it  well  into  the 
skin  and  then  remove  the  residue  with  cleansing  tissues.  All  oiliness  and  traces 
of  cream  must  be  eliminated  before  proceeding  with  the  first  step  —  that  of 
applying  the  foundation. 

The  Foundation 

The  foundation  is  the  color  used  on  the  entire  skin  surface  and  may  be 
one  of  many  shades,  depending  on  the  natural  complexion  of  the  individual.

Men  require  darker  shades  than  women,  and  even  their  skin  tones  vary. 
Lighting  also  bears  directly  on  the  choice  of  foundation  and  is  important  in 
determining  the  proper  choice  of  color.  Where  the  lighting  is  bright,  darker 
make-up  is  used,  and  conversely,  where  the  lighting  is  subdued,  lighter  make-up 
is  needed. 

The  technique  of  applying  the  foundation  is  as  follows: 
Squeeze  about  Yz  inch  of  Miner's  Panchromatic  Make-up  color 
from  the  tube  into  the  palm  of  the  left  hand.  Moisten  the  tips 
of  the  fingers  of  the  other  hand,  and  with  these  take  up  some 
of  the  make-up  and  apply  it  to  the  face  with  a  stippling  or 
dabbing  motion. 

When  all  of  the  face  and  chin  are  covered  with  spots  of 

foundation,  moisten  the  tips  of  the  fingers  of  both  hands  and 

spread  it  evenly  and  thinly. 

Try  to  use  both  hands  in  spreading  the  color,  as  a  broader  treatment  results 

in  a  smoother  finish.    Caution — too  much  make-up  will  be  both  uncomfortable 

and  ugly. 

When  applying  foundation  color,  the  following  is  important: 

(1)  Foundation  need  not  be  applied  to  such  features  as  the  overeye,  the 
eyelid  and  the  lips,  over  which  a  different  color  will  ultimately  be 
placed. 

(2)  Very  clear  complexions  do  not  need  as  much  make-up  as  muddy  or 
sallow  ones. 

(3)  Be  sure  to  cover  the  under-chin  and  neck,  and  carry  the  foundation 
right  to  the  hair  line. 

The  Eyes 

The  eyes,  as  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  face,  should  be  given 
special  attention.  Proper  eye  make-up  enhances  the  appearance  immeasurably. 

With  the  finger,  apply  eyeshadow  to  the  upper  Ud, 
blending  it  smoothly  with  an  even  stroke.  The  eyeshadow 
should  be  most  intense  on  the  lid  itself,  gradually  becoming 
lighter  as  it  approaches  the  eyebrow  and  fading  out  alto- 
gether as  it  reaches  the  orbit  bone,  or  outside  edge.  Deep 
set  eyes  require  little  or  no  shadowing,  while  prominent 
eyes  should  be  heavily  shadowed.  Eyes  that  are  closely  set 
should  have  the  shadow  heaviest  at  the  outer  corners.  Con- 
versely, wide  set  eyes  should  carry  the  shadow  in  close 
toward  the  nose. 

Next,  with  the  eyebrow  pencil  draw  a  line  close  to 
the  lash  on  both  upper  and  lower  hds.  The  line  on  the 
lower  lid  should  start  about  '/4  inch  away  from  the  nose 
and  should  meet  the  line  from  the  upper  lid  at  the  orbit  bone,  forming  a  small 
triangle  at  the  outer  corner  of  the  eye.  Blend  this  triangle  with  the  finger  until 
it  all  but  disappears,  remaining  as  a  soft  shadow. 

The  eyebrows  should  be  shaped  and  intensified  with  Miner's  Derma  Eye- 
brow Pencil.  Be  sure  to  apply  it  with  short  even  strokes,  following  the  natural 
hair  line.  The  normal  brow  should  be  lengthened  slightly  by  extending  the  line

a  bit,  following  the  regular  curve  of  the  brow.    A  woman's  brows  should  be 
extended  a  trifle  more  than  a  man's. 

Powder 

After  the  foundation  has  been  applied  and  the  eye  makeup  completed, 
Miner's  Theatrical  Face  Powder  should  be  added.  Apply  with  puff  by  pressing 
or  patting.  Never  rub  it  on.  Powder  the  face  and  neck  rather  heavily,  includ' 
ing  eyelids  and  brows.  After  allowing  powder  to  set  a  few  minutes,  remove 
excess  with  powder  brush  or  clean  puff.  To  clean  brows,  use  brush  or  moistened 
finger.  Powder  may  be  removed  from  eyelashes  by  pulling  them  between 
moistened  thumb  and  forefinger. 

Subject  is  then  ready  for  final  make-up  touches. 

The  Lips 

In  lip  make-up  it  is  preferable  to  follow  the  natural  con- 
tour of  the  lips. 

Lip  rouge  is  applied  with  the  Httle  finger  to  the  upper  lip.

lower  lip  will  show  where  the  bottom  line  is  to  be  drawn.  The  P^^^l^^^B 
rouge  should  be  carried  into  the  mouth  so  that  a  smile  will  not  L-^^^^^^" 
reveal  the  line  where  the  rouge  stops.  Excess  lip  rouge  should  be  removed  with 
cleansing  tissue.  This  is  necessary  in  order  to  give  the  lips  a  natural  appearance. 
Men  as  a  rule  require  no  lip  rouge  unless  they  possess  dull,  lifeless  lips,  or 
v/here  it  may  be  necessary  to  add  fullness  to  otherwise  thin  lip  lines.  Where 
lip  rouge  is  used  on  men,  the  lips  should  be  powdered  in  order  to  tone  down 
the  rouge  and  leave  the  lips  more  natural  in  appearance. 

Make-up  Removal 

To  remove  make-up,  merely  take  a  small  amount  of  Miner's  Theatrical 
Cold  Cream  and  massage  it  well  into  the  make-up.  Wipe  off  residue  with 
cleansing  tissue  or  soft  towel.  Repeat  until  all  make-up  and  traces  of  color 
have  been  removed.  After  make-up  has  been  removed  it  is  usually  best  to  wash 
the  face  with  soap  and  water,  finishing  up  with  a  light  application  of  powder. 

General  Hints 

Men  should  apply  the  foundation  a  little  more  heavily  over  the  beard  line 
in  order  to  eliminate  the  usual  smudgy  appearance  that  the  beard  causes. 

Men  should  also  apply  foundation  to  the  outer  ear  to  make  it  blend  with 
the  facial  make-up. 

A  prominent  or  double  chin  may  be  reduced  by  applying  shadow  lightly 
to  the  prominent  place  and  carefully  blending  it  into  the  foundation. 

If  the  nose  is  long,  blend  off  foundation  just  above  the  tip.  This  will  shorten 
its  appearance. 

A  wide  nose  which  needs  slenderi2;ing  can  be  made  to  seem  more  narrow 
by  means  of  a  thin  line  of  highlighting  color  drawn  down  the  center  and 
slightly  under  the  tip  of  the  nose.  A  wider  line  applied  the  same  way  will 
make  the  nose  seem  broader. 

Highlights  on  the  nose,  forehead,  cheekbones,  or  other  parts  of  the  face 
may  be  procured  by  dipping  a  wad  of  cotton,  or  puff  in  olive  or  mineral  oil 
and  patting  lightly  on  those  portions  where  the  highlight  is  desired.

Moistening  the  lips  with  the  tongue,  just  before  the  photograph  is  taken, 
will  highlight  and  flatter  the  lips. 

In  lip  make-up,  remember  that  a  short  upper  lip  is  not  suited  for  a  high 
cupid's  bow,  nor  will  a  short  chin  accommodate  a  thick  lower  Hp. 

The  lower  lip  should  be  widened  if  one  has  a  very  long  chin. 

If  the  lower  lip  is  prominent,  foundation  color  should  be  applied  along  the 
bottom  of  the  lip  so  as  to  reduce  it.  If  the  sides  of  the  upper  lip  are  too  full 
they,  too,  may  be  reduced  in  the  same  way. 

The  mouth  will  seem  smaller  if  the  rouge  is  not  appUed  all  the  way  to  the 
outer  ends  of  the  lips. 

A  thin  film  of  cold  cream  or  vaseline  lightly  applied  to  the  upper  lid  pro' 
vides  a  flattering  highlight  for  a  woman's  eyes. 

Rouge  should  not  be  used  on  the  cheeks. 

*       *       * 

Remember,  making-up  is  only  as  difficult  as  you  yourself  make  it.  Success 
may  not  crown  your  initial  efforts,  but  a  little  practice  and  perseverance  will 
produce  amazingly  fine  results. 

Proper  facial  make-up  will  subdue  many  undesirable  features  that  the 
camera  exaggerates,  and  will  result  in  more  attractive  photographs,  revealing 
all  the  natural  beauty  of  your  subject. 

The  following  schedule  shows  the  color  schemes  recommended  for  different 
types.

When  you  get  a  shipment  of  flash 
blubs  by  express  don't  think  for  a 
minute  that  Frank,  the  parcel  post 
clerk,  has  got  a  grudge  against  the 
post  oflSce.

The  reason  we  send  flash  bulbs  by 
express  or  truck  is  that  the  post  office 
department  won't  let  us  use  the  mail.

Reducer

exposed  part  is  to  take  a  piece  of  an  old 
silk  stocking  or  piece  of  canton  flannel 
and  wrap  a  single  thickness  around  the 
end  of  one  finger.  He  didn't  say  which. 
Dampen  the  cloth  with  turpentine  and 
rub  in  a  little  bit  of  Bon  Ami.  If  you 
will  rub  gently  on  the  emulsion,  you 
can  reduce  it  as  far  as  you  want  to  go. 
Better  practice  on  some  old  negatives 
till  you  know  just  how.  Seems  that  the 
turpentine  v.-ill  not  soften  the  emulsion 
and  of  course  Bon  Ami  cannot  scratch 

the  surface.

The  other  film  is  Ortho  X,  which  is 
like  portrait  SS  Ortho  AH  in  quality 
with  more  speed  and  finer  grain.  Sells 
same  price  as  Portrait  SS  Ortho  AH 
film. 

Reason  for  new  films  is  better  nega- 
tives and  a  poor  light  or  shorter  ex- 
posure with  good  light.  The  films  are 
good  for  portrait  or  commercial  jobs 
and  for  developer  they  say  DK-60a  is 
the  best.  We  will  have  the  new  films 
as  soon  as  they  reach  the  coast. 
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Surveyors  Have  the  Right 
idea

DID  you  ever  watch  a  construc- 
tion job  (of  course  you  did) 
and  notice  a  man  squint  through  a 
spy  glass  mounted  on  a  tripod  and 
wave  his  arms  at  a  man  far  away  and 
has  nothing  to  do  but  hold  up  a  stick? 
Of  course  you  don't  know  that  man 
behind  the  tripod  is  a  surveyor.  When 
surveyors  work  for  big  companies 
that  will  spend  all  the  money  needed 
to  get  the  right  equipment,  the  kind 
of  tripod  they  use  is  used  because 
they  found  it  was  the  best. 

We  have  tripods  like  the  one  the 
surveyor  used.  We  have  them  in  two 
models,  the  Reis  Senior  and  Reis 
Junior.  The  Reis  Jr.  is  a  husky  tripod 
and  so  is  the  old  man.  It  is  the  young- 
ster I  want  to  tell  you  about.

DON'T  know  what  the  name 
means,  but  who  cares?  We've 
got  a  new  kind  of  electrical  exposure 
meter.

These  new  meters  have  about 
the  same  viewing  angle  as  the  lens  on 
your  camera,  which  means  the  meter 
sees  the  picture  as  vour  lens  doe^. 
ril  bet  a  cookie  this  is  the  meter  I'll 
see  shipped  out  in  quantities  everv  day.

He  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias,  has  two  children  both  of 
whom  are  happily  married  and  is 
especially  proud  of  his  one  grandson.

2— To  further  the  above  end,  the 
customers  should  receive  statements 
each  month 

3-  Your  -itatements  and  invoices 
must  he  accurate.  If  there  is  any  error, 
the  customer  may  use  this  as  an  excuse 
fordelayinfj  payment. 

4—  Experience  sho\v.<  that  ii  a  cus- 
tomer is  to  recdve  five  statements  from 
five  different  firms,  the  one  which  ar- 
rives there  first  is  usually  paid  first.

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Light  Meters  As  They 
Should  Be  Read 

SiGisMUND  Blumann,  F.R.P.S.,  in  Photo  Art 

TIME  and  again  the  directions  have  been  emphasized  that  the  proper  way 
of  determining  the  correct  exposure  with  an  electric  meter  is  to  hold  it  as 
close  as  possible  to  the  subject.  Complex  schemes  whereby  one  is  to  take  a 
close-up  reading  of  the  shadows  in  a  landscape,  for  instance,  and  of  the  highlights, 
and  then  compute  an  average  based  on  allowances  for  a  preponderance  of  light 
or  shade.  The  simple  average  would,  of  course,  presuppose  that  light  and  shade 
were  in  equal  quantities  and  equally  on  one  side  and  the  other  from  a  density 
which  we  may  call  natural.    All  of  which  impresses  me  as  balderdash. 

If  that  be  true  of  electric  meters  and  they  are  so  calibrated  and  tabulated 
as  to  require  such  abtruse  mathematics,  rendered  wholly  empirical  after  all  by 
the  judgment  of  the  operator  who  must  decide  quantum  and  qualitatum,  then 
wc  might  as  well  discard  meters  and  go  back  to  estimating  pure  and  simple 
and  set  about  cultivating  a  sense  of  light  values. 

But  it  is  not  true,  and  for  many  reasons.  First  pf  all,  the  light  value  as 
impressed  upon  the  sensitive  emulsion  is  established  at  the  point  where  the 
light  enters  the  lens.  To  the  negative,  the  light  source  is  exactly  there.  Then 
too,  all  the  averaging  and  compensating,  and  guessing  as  to  the  relative  values 
of  light  and  shade  has  been  established  at  the  lens  aperture  by  Nature.  Unless 
the  stickler  for  minute  accuracy  will  tell  us  a  way  of  measuring  each  ray  of 
light  as  it  leaves  each  infinitesimal  point  of  the  subject  to  be  photographed. 

Here  is  something  to  consider.  Holding  the  meter  close  to  any  point  of 
the  subject  we  get  a  reading.  We  now  gradually  back  away  from  it  with  the 
meter  carefully  aimed  at  the  same  point.  The  reading  changes  continually  as 
we  recede.  Is  not  the  sensitive  emulsion  just  as  delicately  conscious  of  the 
distance  differentials  as  the  electro-magnetic  disk  of  the  meter? 

If  the  tabulation  on  meters  is  based  on  readings  made  close  to  the  object 
to  be  photographed  then  it  is  all  wrong.  The  number  of  exceptions  to  be  noted, 
such  as  impossibility  of  getting  close  to  tree-tops,  distant  points,  across  bodies 
of  water,  etc.,  make  meters  insufficiently  useless  for  an  appreciably  large  per- 
centage of  our  shooting.  We  pay  a  high  price  for  a  limited  usefulness  under 
such  circumstances. 

If  the  theory  of  reading  close  to  the  subject  matter  has  not  been  exploded 
long  ago  it  is  because  the  latitude  of  modern  emulsions  and  the  skill  and  high 
average  productibility  of  present-day  developing  formulae,  particularly  in  tank 
practice,  has  been  kind  and  charitable  to  a  bit  of  sophistry. 

And  that  latitude  in  emulsions  and  development  methods  will  give  an 
equally  high  or  higher  average  when  the  meter  is  used  at  the  lens.  It  may  be 
imperative  that  the  tabulations  of  exposure  against  light  values  be  altered  to 
fit  the  more  sensible  rule  of  measuring  light  and  exposure  from  the  place  where 
it  is  to  act,  but  that  should  be  a,  simple  matter.

If  very  accurate  separation  is  desired  covering  the  full  range  of  the  spec- 
trum, of  course  panchromatic  film  must  be  used.  In  combination  with  the  Green 
Filter  Flood,  it  will  be  found  that  every  color  of  the  spectrum  will  be  produced 
in  the  exact  tone  of  gray  as  the  eye  sees  it,  and  no  two  colors  will  be  registered 
in  identical  shades.

The  whole  thing  reminds  me  of  a  legal  problem.  A  man  on  one  side  of 
the  state  line  shoots  across  the  border  and  kills  a  man  in  the  contiguous  state. 
Was  the  murder  committed  where  the  pistol  was  discharged  or  where  the 
victim  was  killed? 

Applied  to  the  present  consideration:  Is  it  important  to  know  the  light 
value  at  the  point  where  it  leaves  the  object  to  be  photographed  or  where  it 
acts  upon  the  emulsion? 

Between  an  object  a  hundred  feet  away  and  the  lens  are  many  cubic  feet 
of  air.  Air  laden  with  color,  with  dust  particles,  with  air-currents  that  we 
know  deflect  light-rays.  Between  the  time  in  which  the  photographer  has 
walked  a  hundred  feet  to  the  object  and  a  hundred  feet  back  light  conditions 
may  have  changed  greatly.  As  the  factors  increase  we  find  that  we  are  enter- 
ing into  calculus. 

And  if  every  shot  involves  delicate  discriminations,  abstruse  computations, 
and  after  all,  plain  judgment,  I  shall  shelve  my  meter  and  just  take  a  chance 
and  shoot.  My  instinct  has  been  developed  over  a  period  of  years  in  which  I 
have  spoiled  a  sufficient  number  of  negatives  to  constitute  an  education. 

Get  this,  please,  the  mistake  is  not  in  the  meters.  It  is  in  the  theories. 
These  devices  are  scientifically  made  on  scientific  principles.  They  work  with 
absolute  fidelity  to  the  principles.  Use  of  them  must  be  in  accord  with  scien- 
tific principles.

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New  Rolleiflex  Camera 

WE  ARE  pleased  to  announce  that  an  entirely  new  Rollei  camera  will 
s(xin  be  ready  for  distribution.  It  will  be  called  ''The  New  Standard 
Rolleiflex."  This  new  model  is  not  designed  to  replace  any  camera  in  the  Rollei 
line,  but  rather  to  fill  a  gap  that  has  existed  between  the  Model  II  Rollcicord, 
selHng  at  $77.50,  and  the  Automatic  Rolleiflex  selling  for  $152.50. 

The  new  Standard  model  has  many  features  not  found  in  the  Mcxlel  II 
Rolleicord,  and  lacks  a  few  of  the  refinements  found  only  in  the  Automatic. 
For  example,  the  picture-taking  lens  is  a  Zeiss  Tessar  f  :3.5,  as  on  the  Auto- 
matic, but  the  finder  lens  is  not  quite  as  fast,  being  f:3.1  instead  of  f  :2.8.  It 
must  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  Tessar  on  the  new  Standard  Rolleiflex 
is  a  better  lens  than  the  Triotar  with  which  the  Rolleicord  II  is  equipped. 
Furthermore,  the  lens  of  this  new  model  is  set  in  a  Compur  Rapid  shutter  with 
speeds  up  to  l/500th  of  a  second,  instead  of  l/300th,  as  on  the  Rolleicord.  It 
does  not  have  the  automatic  film-loading  arrangement,  which  is  exclusive  with 
the  Automatic,  nor  the  built-in  self-timer. 

Shutter  speeds  and  diaphragm  openings  are  visible  from  above,  through 
one  window,  and  adjustments  are  made  with  two  levers,  one  on  each  side, 
whereas  on  the  Automatic  it  is  accomplished  by  means  of  cleverly  designed  milled 
wheels.  In  loading,  one  must  watch  for  the  figure  one  on  the  paper  leader. 
Then  the  camera  is  locked  and  the  window  automatically  becomes  light-tight. 
After  that  the  film  stops  automatically  for  each  of  the  twelve  frames.  Blanks 
and  double  exposures  are  impossible  because  the  crank  will  not  turn  until  the 
shutter  has  been  released,  and  the  shutter  cannot  operate  again  after  making 
an  exposure  until  the  crank  has  been  turned — an  operation  that  also  resets  the 
shutter. 

The  shutter  is  fully  enclosed  for  protection  from  weather  and  physical 
damage.  The  camera  is  provided  with  a  convenient  folding  mirror  (concealed 
in  the  finder  hood),  which  permits  eye-level  focusing  and  composing. 

The  new  Standard  Rolleiflex  will  fill  a  long  felt  need  and  should  sell  well 
at  its  price,  which  is  $128.50,  including  a  leather  case.

A  SHORT  time  after  Calvin  Coolidge  had  retired  to  private  life,  and  in  the 
early  days  of  the  depression,  a  group  of  newspaper  men  obtained  his 
eonsent  to  an  interview.  There  was  one  thought  in  the  minds  of  people  at  that 
time,  and  one  of  the  press  representatives  asked  Mr.  Coolidge  what  he  thought 
of  the  depression.  In  his  native  Vermont  dialect,  Mr.  Coolidge  replied,  "don't 
like  it." 

That  is  our  own  attitude  toward  hack  orders.  You  don't  like  them,  and 
neither  do  we,  hut  there  isn't  much  that  any  of  us  can  do  about  it.  The  photo- 
graphic industry  is  probably  outstanding  in  one  respect,  and  that  is  the  nature 
of  the  original  sources  of  supply. 

Our  (^wn  active  purchase  list  consists  of  approximately  3^0  firms  from  whom 
we  buy  the  equipment,  material,  and  gadgets  we  distribute.  Of  this  number,  less 
than  fO  represent  really  established  and  self-sufficient  manufacturers.  Most  of 
the  remaining  sources  are  more  or  less  small  establishments  with  a  staff  of  a  few 
or  more  people.  The  matter  of  back  orders,  therefore,  goes  back  farther  than 
our  back  order  file. 

A  large  investment  is  represented  in  our  stock  of  iilm  and  paper.  We  will 
take  just  one  line  of  photographic  paper,  the  Defender  line,  which  we  tabulate 
and  quote  only  because  the  Defender  booklet  happened  to  be  lying  on  the  desk 
the  moment  this  article  was  written.  We  iind  papers  listed  in  59  sizes.  We  find 
a  total  of  14.1  products  in  proof  paper,  contact  paper,  and  enlarging  paper.  Any- 
one can  verify  these  figures.  Multiply  the  various  products  by  the  sizes  and 
you  have  a  total  possible  combination  of  8,4.^7  items.  This  situation  can  be 
duplicated  in  the  Eastman,  Ansco,  and  other  lines.  While  we  know  that  we 
wo- 'Id  not  have  call  for  each  and  every  item,  the  assorted  nature  of  our  mail 
mdicates  we  are  assumed  to  have  in  st<^ck  most  of  these  items,  which,  of  course, 
is  not  possible  or  practical. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  that  <S0  per  cent  of  the  total  demand  for  photo- 
graphic paper  is  taken  care  of  by  less  than  20  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
sizes  and  products  Yet,  for  some  reason,  we  are  presumed  to  have  the  remaining 
80  per  cent  of  items  for  a  20  per  cent  demand.  Standardization  of  sizes  and 
product?  would  help  everyone  to  a  great  extent. 

In  connection  with  sensitized  products,  we  must  recognize  another  condition. 
Photogrrphers  w-ant  hm"  dating  on  film  and  paper.  The  only  way  to  furnish 
the  long  dating  required  is  to  work  on  a  minimum  stock  and  frequently  reorder. 
This  method  of  ordenn",  is  not  practical  because  of  the  greatly  increased  danger 
of  shortage,  which  can  be  avoided  if  we  ordered  a  greater  quantity  of  any  one 
order. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  much  interest  m  the  Apac  Oversize  Printer 
Many  orders  have  been  booked,  and  we  understand  the  factory  has  hundreds 
of  unfilled  orders.  This,  of  course,  is  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  but  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  this  is  a  new  product  for  which  a  nation-wide  demand  was  created 
within  a  few  months.  When  a  large  percentage  of  the  total  number  of  finishers 
m  the  United  States  and  Canada  suddenly  decide  they  want  a  printer,  and  want 
it  in  a  hurry,  there  is  sure  to  be  congestion  at  the  factory.

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DON'T  LIKE  IT 

(Continued  from  Page   5) 

Right  now  we  have  many  hack  orders  for  new  and  recently  announced  items. 
The  Model  715  Weston  Meter  is  one.  At  the  time  this  meter  was  first  an- 
nounced, every  dealer  wanted  a  supply,  and  most  professional  and  amateur 
photographers  wanted  theirs  at  once.  Even  with  overtime  production  methods 
the  factory  has  not  been  able  to  deliver  the  meters  as  fast  as  wanted,  and  it  will 
be  recognized  that  this  is  an  inflated  demand  which  will  be  considerably  reduced 
as  meters  are  delivered  to  the  customers.  Another  item  for  which  we  have  many 
back  orders  is  the  Falcon  Camera,  of  which  we  are  still  awaiting  the  arrival  of 
several  hundred  so  that  we  can  fill  our  customers'  orders.  Often  advertising  for 
a  new  product  is  released  long  before  production  is  started,  so  that  the  manu- 
facturer may  be  able  to  estimate  the  quantity  to  be  made. 

Even  the  largest  manufacturers  are  in  turn  dependent  upon  other  sources. 
The  total  amount  of  paper  used  in  the  mounting  industry  is  a  very  small  part 
of  the  total  production  of  paper.  Mountings  are  made  from  especially  run  paper 
niade  for  the  purpose  and  at  the  convenience  of  the  mills.  Many  an  order  for 
mountings  is  delayed  because  the  mill,  whose  stock  is  to  be  used,  has  not  pro- 
duced the  necessary  card  stock. 

We  could  go  on  and  enumerate  many  other  items.  Manufacturers  are  held 
up  by  delayed  molds  or  castings.  Essential  parts  made  under  a  sub-contract  are 
delayed  at  point  of  manufacture  because  of  laK^r  difficulties  or  other  conditions. 
We  might  further  mention  that  some  of  our  back  orders  call  for  items  which  our 
sales  records  show  we  sell  most  infrequently.  It  is  not  practical  to  carry  in  sttKk 
an  item  which  from  past  experience  has  sold  at  the  rate  of  one  or  two  units  a 
year.  If  the  model  should  be  changed,  we  doubt  if  anyone  would  pay  the  price 
of  the  old  model  unless  we  sold  it  at  a  loss.  Matters  like  this  are  entirely  beyond 
our  control,  and  unless  they  are  thoroughly  understood,  we  are  blamed  for  them. 
Wc  naturally  do  not  like  back  orders.  A.sidc  from  the  inconvenience  we 
know  they  cause  you,  we  have  a  very  definite  problem  of  additional  clerical 
work  We  are  willing  to  order  the  goods  and  have  modern  stock  control  methods 
to  help  us  maintain  the  stock,  but  there  is  a  limit  as  to  h(^w  much  we  can  do. 
We  do  kncnv  that  our  stock  is  recognized  by  Eastern  authorities  as  being  one  ot 
the  most  complete  and  extensive  in  the  United  States,  and,  while  we  have  a  more 
complete  assortment  to  offer  than  the  average  stcKk  house  in  the  large  Eastern 
cities,  the  total  population  we  serve  in  eleven  Western  states  is  only  about  9  per 
cent  of  the  population  of  the  coun.try.  We  therefore  have  the  problem  of  larger 
inventory  than  the  market  would  justify,  slower  turnover  of  the  investment, 
and,  of  course,  maximum  transportation  cost  from  principal  sources  of  supply.

The  Law  Has  Teeth 

With  nothing  in  mind,  but  with 
intent  of  reminding  our  readers  of 
something  they  should  know,  we  pub- 
lish the  following  information. 

Section  IJ/2  of  the  California  Fair 
Trade  Act  provides : 

■'Willfully  and  knowingly  advertis 
ing,  offering  for  sale  or  selling  any 
commodity  at  less  than  the  price  stipu- 
lated in  any  contract  entered  into  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  1  of 
this  act,  whether  the  person  so  adver- 
tising, offering  for  sale  or  selling  is  or 
is  not  a  party  to  such  contract,  is  unfair 
competition  and  is  actionable  at  the 
suit  of  any  person  damaged  therebv." 
(Cal.  Stats.  1933,  p.  793.) 

In  moments  of  temptation,  it  will  be 
well  to  remember  that  anyone  offering 
for  resale  an  article  covered  by  the 
Fair  Trade  Act  is  bound  to  observe  the 
price  schedule  even  if  no  individual 
agreement  has  been  signed  by  the  mer- 
chant. We  understand  that  several 
cases  in  Southern  California  recently 
were  successfully  prosecuted.  A  feature 
of  the  law  not  always  known  or  under- 
stood, provides  equal  penalty  for  the 
recipient  as  well  as  the  giver  of  un- 
authorized prices.

Needle  pivots  are  ground  so 
sharply  that  it  is  difficult  to  imagine 
the  smallness  of  the  point. 

Familiarity  breeds  contempt,  and 
we  remind  our  readers  about  the 
need  of  care  in  the  use  of  these  in- 
struments.

The  recent  introduction  of  highly 
sensitive  film  has  somewhat  increased 
the  problem  of  ventilation  of  the  av- 
erage developing  room.

The  State  of  Wisconsin  has  enacted 
a  law,  now  effective,  which  prohibits 
the  sale  by  employers  to  employees 
of  goods  not  directly  made  by,  or  sold 
by,  the  employer.  This  law  will  be  a 
hardship  on  that  class  of  citizen  that 
has  previously  made  its  purchases 
through  a  fellow  who  knows  a  guy 
whose  sister's  cousin  works  in  a  place 
where  he  could  get  it  wholesale.  How'- 
ever,  it  will  return  to  legitimate  trade 
channels  millions  of  dollars  worth  of 
business. 

It  is  highly  significant  that  this  law 
was  passed,  for  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin is  outstanding  for  its  legisla- 
tion in  behalf  of  the  worker.

Unfair  Practices  in  the  Electric 
ncandescent  Bulb  Industry 

F(  Ml  the  past  lew  years  the  Incandescent  Lamp  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tKjn,  an  independent  group,  has  been  crusading  against  practices  in  the 
industry  which  it  con.sidcrs  unfair.  One  of  the  most  vicious  of  these  is  the 
manut.icture  and  sale  of  bulbs  which  have  intentionally  been  marked  with  a 
false  wattage  consumption  The  ultimate  consumer  is  led  to  believe  that  these 
bulbs  will  produce  more  light  with  the  same  current  consumption  as  that  of 
regul.ir  standard  bulbs.  In  some  instances,  bulbs  had  been  marked  100  watts, 
though  they  actually  consumed  230  watts.  The  life  of  the  bulbs  was  far  below 
standard,  generally  blackening  in  after  only  a  few  hours  of  life.  The  loss  to 
cc^nsumers  from  this  practice  has  been  very  considerable. 

Some  of  these  bulbs  were  improperly  marked  by  the  manufacturer;  on 
others  the  manufacturer  deliberately  omitted  any  marking,  and  a  black  india  ink 
rubber  stamp  was  used  to  mark  the  bulbs  while  in  the  possession  of  the  jobber. 

This  pernicious  practice  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  District 
Attorney  of  New  York  County,  who  has  condemned  it  and  has  issued  a 
warning  that  any  further  complaints  will  result  in  prosecutions  under  the 
penal  law.  The  District  Attorney *s  warning  runs  to  all  offending  manufac- 
turers, jobbers  and  salesmen  v^'ho  are  considered  participants.  The  District 
Attorney  stated  that  the  wattages  must  be  indelibly  etched  on  the  bulbs  so  as 
to  divert  any  suspicion  of  their  connection  with  a  later  fraudulent  sale  of  the 
products.  He  said  that  this  was  particularly  applicable  where  an  oversize 
filament  was  used  in  an  undersized  bulb.  The  manufacturers  and  jobbers  who 
were  summoned  to  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney  have  agreed  to  ccxiperate 
in  st.imping  out  this  practice.

---and  Photographic  Imports 

EUROPE'S  tragedy  presents  many  questions  to  America  and  one  in  which 
we  are  especially  concerned  is  the  effect  of  war  upon  the  supply  of  various 
photographic  items  heretofore  imported.  Many  of  us  will  recall  the  days  of 
1 914' 1 91 8.   What  changes  have  taken  place  since  then? 

The  principal  items  imported  from  Europe  in  recent  years  have  i^encrally 
been  classified  as  cameras.  This  includes  cameras,  filters.  Compur  shutters, 
lenses,  and  various  camera  accessories,  exclusive  of  film.  Camera  imports 
accounted  for  66  per  cent  of  all  photographic  imported  shipments  of  1937.  At 
least  three-quarters  of  this  classification  consists  of  3?  mm.  precision  cameras 
and  small  reflecting  type  cameras  for  pictures  2|/^x2|/4  and  smaller 

In  1937  imported  shipments  of  cameras  and  parts  from  Germany  were 
95  per  cent  of  the  total  received  from  Europe.  These  items  represent  a  field 
where  American  production  does  not  exist  and  Germany  had  a  monopoly.  From 
1914  to  1937.  the  sale  of  German  cameras  and  parts  to  the  United  States 
increased  by  31  times.  There  are  very  few  exposure  meters  imported  from 
Germany,  and  we  actually  buy  more  British-made  meters  than  German. 

Prior  to  the  World  War,  considerable  part  of  our  photo  paper  production 
was  coated  on  German-made  raw  paper,  although  the  Germans  had  no 
monopoly  on  the  product.  The  war  stopped  shipments  of  paper,  and  American 
manufacturers  adjusted  their  production  to  domestic  stock.  More  recently. 
importation  was  resumed,  and  in  1937  the  purchase  of  German  paper  stock 
uncoated,  totaled  almost  one  and  one-half  million  pounds  at  an  average  value 
of  27  cents  a  pound.  American  chemists  are  sure  they  can  duplicate  German 
paper,  but  at  an  increase  in  cost  and  a  resulting  increase  in  the  cost  of  the 
finished  product. 

Recent  purchase  of  film  from  Europe  has  consisted  mostly  of  private 
brands,  principally  Belgian,  for  distribution  through  wholesale  chains,  low  price 
equipment,  and  specialized  film  for  strictly  scientific  use.  German  films  are 
thinner  than  American  equivalents,  and  there  actually  is  no  German  equal  to 
many  of  our  newer  emulsions. 

Chemicals  may  present  a  temporary  difficulty,  but  not  as  serious  as  the 
Metol  shortage  of  the  days  of  1914.  Here  it  may  be  well  to  remember  one  of 
the  contributing  causes  of  the  war.  In  order  to  live  on  a  self-sufficient  basis,  a 
nation  requires  twenty-five  basic  commodities.  These  are  available  to  the 
principal  c(uintries  as  follows:  United  States,  16;  England,  18:  Germany,  'i^; 
It.ily.  4:  and  Japan,  3.  What  a  nation  lacks  must  be  imported.  While  American 
chemists  can  produce  almost  any  chemical,  there  are  a  few  itenis  of  raw- 
material  not  available  in  this  country. 

The  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  from  Europe  will  stimulate  American 
ingenuity.  It  is  our  opinion  that  by  1940,  three  different  manufacturers  will 
be  producing  American-made  cameras  of  the  Rolleiflex  and  other  popular 
European  models.

Mr.  Evans  is  a  native 
of  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin, 
a  town  often  mentioned 
in  conversation  but  not 
so  well  known.  His  mid- 
dle name  is  obtained 
from  his  mother's  maiden  name,  al- 
though at  present  we  have  not  yet 
learned  what  the  first  initial  represents. 
He  lived  on  a  farm  near  Oshkosh,  and 
his  early  days  were  spent  in  the  life  of 
the  average  farm  boy,  particularly  with 
reference  to  farming  and  dairying. 

One  of  his  early  assignments  was  to 
deliver  butter  to  customers  in  the  near- 
by city,  one  of  whom  was  a  photog- 
rapher, Mr.  F.  B.  Dye.  Interested  in 
art  and  sketching,  young  Evans  was 
persuaded  by  Mr.  Dye  to  show  his 
pencil  sketches  and  to  make  a  further 
study.  The  lad  was  sold  on  the  idea 
of  working  in  the  studio  during  the 
Christmas  season  in  order  to  study 
photography.  He  studied,  but  earned 
no  salary.  Later  he  attended  normal 
school  at  Steven's  Point,  Wisconsin, 
and  after  school  found  employment  in 
the  commercial  and  portrait  studio  oi 
Harry  Lyman,  where  he  made  further 
progress. 

He  arrived  in  Portland  early  in 
August,  1904,  with  the  intention  of 
being  on  hand  for  the  Lewis  6?  Clark 
Exposition,  scheduled  for  the  follow- 
ing year.  The  morning  after  his  ar- 
rival he  found  a  position  in  a  photo- 
graphic studio,  and  has  not  had  an  idle 


day  since.  On  September  22,  1907,  he 
opened  his  own  business,  and  remained 
in  the  same  location  until  1934,  when 
he  moved  to  his  present  ground  floor 
location  at  934  S.  W.  Morrison  Street, 
Portland,  Oregon. 

Mr.  Evans  is  well  known  to  Pacific 
Coast  photographers.  In  addition  to 
active  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite 
and  the  Shrine,  he  has  served  in  vari- 
ous capacities  of  photographic  groups. 
He  was  president  of  the  Pacific  North- 
west Photographers  Association  for 
one  term  and  twice  was  secretary.  He 
served  four  terms  as  secretary  of  the 
Portland  Photographers  Association, 
and  was  president  for  two  years.  He 
was  likewise  president  of  the  Pacific 
International  Photographers  Associa' 
tion  in  192  ^.  In  spare  time  he  enjoys 
golf,  flowers  and  gardening.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Evans  have  a  hobby,  which  both 
enjoy.  They  like  to  plan  and  build 
homes.  They  have  planned  and  built 
three  difi^erent  homes  in  recent  years 
and  are  always  thinking  of  their  next 
dream  house.

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No  Shortage  of  Eastman  Materials 

'T^HE  Eastman  Kodak  Company's  manufacturing  operations  in  Rochester  are 
•*•  not  endangered  by  any  shortage  of  materials  on  account  of  the  war,  em- 
ployees were  told  last  week. 

Information  posted  on  bulletin  boards  in  the  Eastman  plants  and  office  in 
that  city  showed  that  important  materials,  which  came  largely  from  Europe  in 
1914,  are  now  produced  in  the  United  States. 

"When  war  broke  out  in  1914,"  the  bulletin  for  employees  explained, 
''the  company  had  to  make  frantic  efforts  to  accumulate  materials  from  abroad 
to  sustain  our  manufacturing  operations  in  Rochester.

Mr.  Hemminger  is  still  active  in 
photography,  but  coordinates  the  de- 
mands of  the  ranch  or  studio  so  as  to 
permit  him  to  be  free  to  devote  his 
time  to  the  particular  activity  which 
at  that  season  should  have  his  atten- 
tion. Between  the  studio,  the  ranch, 
and  the  Methodist  Church,  in  which 
he   is   active,    Mr.    Hemminger   finds 


plenty  to  keep  him  occupied,  but  he 
does  find  time  to  pursue  his  special 
hobby,  which  is  fishing.

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Don't  Copy  Ci+izenship 
Papers  or  Passports 

IN  our  occasional  reminders  to  read- 
ers regarding  government  docu- 
ments that  may  not  be  photographed 
under  the  law,  we  have  forgotten  to 
include  citizenship  and  passport  pa- 
pers. This  was  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion as  the  result  of  an  article  by  R.  A. 
Go{~)d,  secretary  of  several  Chicago, 
111.,  photographic  organizations,  in  a 
recent  issue  of  the  International  Blue 
Printer. 

While  this  prohibition  has  always 
existed,  no  great  amount  of  attention 
has  been  paid  to  it,  but  now,  in  view 
of  conditions  abroad  and  the  impor- 
tance of  spurious  citizenship  papers  or 
passports  to  persons  engaged  in  es- 
pionage activities,  it  becomes  a  serious 
matter.  The  law,  which  dates  back  to 
1909,  reads:  "Whoever  shall  in  any 
manner  cause  to  be  printed,  photo- 
graphed, made  or  executed,  any  print 
or  impression  in  the  likeness  of  anv 
such  certificate  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000 
or  imprisoned  not  more  than  ten  year';, 
or  both." 

A  prior  section  ot  the  law  indicates 
that  this  prohibition  is  intended  t<") 
refer  to  any  and  all  citizenship  docu- 
ments of  the  Ihu'ted  .States.  This, 
through  a  recent  ruling  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court,  is  now  broad- 
ened to  include  United  States  pass- 
ports; the  other  documents  being  citi- 
zenship paper';  or  certificates  of  nat- 
uralization. While  the  prohibition 
does  not  apply  to  similar  papers  of 
other  countries,  in  the  present  state  oF 
the  world,  requests  to  copy  any  docu- 
ments of  this  type  should  be  regarded 
with  some  degree  of  suspicion,  and 
before  any  such  work  is  undertaken, 
the  nearest  consular  office  of  the  coun- 
try from  which  the  papers  originate 
should  be  consulted.

Names  Six  in  Alleged 

Press  Pho+o  Racket 

'  I  ^HE  Federal  Trade  Commission  is 
■I-  continuing  its  efforts  to  rid  the 
photographic  profession  of  firms  at- 
tempting to  obtain  portrait  sittings  on 
the  basis  that  they  have  a  connection 
with  the  news  photo  syndicates  or  the 
newspapers.  We  quote  the  following 
from  an  F.  T.  C.  release  dated  Sep- 
tember 24,  1939— No.  .3898: 

''National  Press  Photo  Bureau,  Inc., 
Kay  Hart  Studios,  Inc..  Bolivar  Stu- 
dios, Inc.,  and  Samuel  F.  Reese  and 
Clara  L.  Reese,  both  officers  of  Na- 
tional Press  Photo  Bureau,  Inc.,  and 
Kay  Hart  Studios,  Inc.,  all  of  ^09 
Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City,  were 
charged,  in  a  complaint  issued  by  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission,  with  mis- 
leading representations  in  the  sale  ci 
photographs. 

The  respondents  allegedlv  repre- 
sented that  National  Press  Photo  Bu- 
reau, Inc..  is  connected  with  leadin<: 
newspapers  of  the  United  States:  that 
it  represents  local  newspapers  and  ha? 
a  following  throughout  the  countrv: 
that  the  respondents  are  obtainimi 
photographs  for  their  files,  and  fur- 
nish the  photographs  to  the  press. 
Acting  under  such  representations, 
the  complaint  continues,  the  respon- 
dents or  their  agents  procure  permis- 
sion to  photograph  members  of  the 
purchasing  public  and  subsequently 
attempt  to  sell  them  the  finished  photo- 
graphs. 

"■In  truth,  the  complaint  allege^, 
none  of  the  respondent  corporations  is 
a  news  or  press  photographic  agency, 
nor  are  the  photographs  taken  by 
them  for  distribution  to  the  press,  the 
purpose  of  the  respondents  being  to 
sell  photographs  to  members  of  the 
purchasing  public. 


"It  is  also  alleged  that  thnuigh  the 
use  of  the  name  National  Press  Photo 
Bureau,  Inc.,  the  respondents  imply  a 
connection  with  the  United  States  to 
a  nation-wide  extent,  when  such  is 
not  the  fact.  Twenty  days  are  granted 
the  respondents  for  filing  answer  to 
the  alleged  violation  of  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission  Act.""

Care  of  Black  Ferrotype 
Plates 

The  several  orders  recently  placed 
with  the  factory  for  japanned  Ferro- 
type plates  reminded  us  that  many  of 
these  plates  are  in  use.  We  therefore 
submit  the  following  suggestions  in 
order  that  users  may  obtain  maximum 
satisfaction. 

Do  not  keep  these  plates  in  any 
cellar,  no  matter  how  dry  it  may  seem. 
The  plate  should  be  kept  in  a  dry 
place. 

Do  not  wash  the  plates  with  hot 
water.  The  effect  of  hot  water  is  to 
crack  the  enamel  and  dull  the  lustre 
or  polish. 

Do  not  use  direct  heat  or  excessive 
heat  in  drying,  as  this  will  crack  and 
burn  the  enamel  from  the  face  of  the 
plate. 

To  clean,  use  a  soft  cotton  cloth  and 
a  little  alcohol  or  a  recognized  cleaner 
like  Ferrolene.  Control  the  drying 
heat  so  that  it  does  not  exceed  HO 
degrees  F.

For  your  further  information,  please  be  advised  we  people  who  pack 
glassware  in  cartons  all  have  sustained  a  terrific  advance  in  carton  costs  in 
the  past  few  weeks.  Some  few  mills  that  furnish  board  to  the  corrugated  carton 
plants  are  eight  weeks  behind  with  their  orders.  Inflation  is  rapidly  going  on, 
and  we  do  not  mean  money  inflation  but  commodity  price  inflation.  We  will 
have  to  stand  a  terrific  advance  on  fuel  after  our  contract  expires  December 
31st.  All  glass  factories,  if  they  are  at  all  conscious  of  their  cost  sheets,  will 
surely  have  to  raise  prices.  We  have  gone  through  eight  years  of  depression, 
and  I  am  afraid  some  of  the  trade  feels  these  distress  prices  will  always  remain 
in  existence.    We  can  assure  you  they  will  not. 

There  are  some  chemicals  that  go  into  glass  making  that  are  almost  im- 
possible to  obtain  today,  and  our  company  is  buying  four  months  ahead  on 
some  chemicals.  On  one  item  the  price  has  already  jumped  in  three  weeks 
from  70c  to  95c  per  pound.  So  you  can  see,  gentlemen,  when  we  are  wiUing 
to  quote  you  as  we  have  done  this  morning  on  our  standard  line  of  Photo- 
graphic Glassware  to  December  31st,  we  feel  we  have  done  our  bit,  because 
we  have  to  pay  the  average  1 5'%  more  for  every  corrugated  carton  in  which 
our  merchandise  is  packed  than  we  paid  three  weeks  ago.  The  advance  on 
cartons  came  so  rapidly  that  we  could  not  combat  it.

Business  Bureau 

WHILE,  of  course,  Better  Busi- 
ness Bureaus  are  not  located  in 
every  city  in  the  country,  they  are  in 
most  of  the  larger  communities,  and 
for  years  they  have  been  doing  yeoman 
work  in  clearing  up  had  photographic 
conditions.  Seldom,  however,  are  they 
supported  by  photographers.  It  is  true 
that  few  individual  studio  owners  can 
afford  even  the  minimum  dues  for 
such  membership,  but  in  the  average 
city  this  could  be  easily  handled 
through  the  local  photographers  join- 
ing as  a  group.  Alva  C.  Townsend, 
Lincoln,  Nebraska,  points  out  that  the 
photographers  of  Lincoln  contribute 
$100  annually  to  the  bureau  there,  and 
find  they  get  their  money's  worth  over 
and  over.  Alva  sends  us  a  letter  sent 
by  the  bureau  on  October  1 6  to  all 
Greek  organisations  in  the  city,  from 
which  we  quote  the  follov^'ing: 

"A  case  which  involved  members  of 
the  various  Greek  groups  came  to  our 
attention  several  weeks  ago,  when  we 
were  asked  for  information  on  two 
'coupon'  photographic  salesmen  who 
claimed  to  represent  an  Omaha  con- 
cern which  had  opened  a  studio  in 
Lincoln.  These  individuals  were  work- 
ing the  campus,  offering  coupons  for 
$1.00,  which,  when  presented  at  the 
local  studio,  would  entitle  the  pur- 
chaser to  an  'oil  sketch'  photograph 
upon  payment  of  another  dollar.  No 
photograph  studio  could  be  found  at 
the  local  address,  and  the  Omaha 
studio,  whose  coupons  were  used, 
stated  that  several  months  ago  these 
salesmen  had  been  authorized  to  sell 
their  coupons  in  Omaha  only,  but  that 
they  had  not  heard  of  these  men  or 
had  any  contact  with  them  for  about 
seven  weeks.  The  activities  of  the 
salesmen  were  stopped  as  soon  as  the 
bureau  made  its  investigation."

NO  one  appreciates  more  the  need 
of  a  properly  receptive  attitude 
of  mind  on  the  part  of  the  customer 
than  the  photographer.  It  does  not 
matter  whether  the  service  be  portrait' 
ure  or  commercial.  Since  customer 
attitudes  are  very  often  formed  as  a 
result  of  a  sales  contact,  the  following 
set  of  admonitions  are  suggested. 

It  might  he  said  that  diplomacy 
solves  the  entire  problem.  That  is  true, 
naturally,  if  it  be  shown  how  diplom- 
acy may  be  effected. 

Diplomacy  in  the  sales  approach 
requires  tact.  We  rarely  speak  of  one 
without  the  other. 

Although  there  may  be  a  delicate 
shade  of  distinction  between  the  two 
terms,  tact  is  a  synonym  of  diplomacy 
and  means  "a  ready  appreciation  of 
the  proper  thing  to  say  or  do,  espe- 
cially a  fine  sense  of  how  to  avoid  giv- 
ing offense.'' 

This,  however,  is  the  negative  view- 
point— refraining  from  saying  or  do- 
ing things  that  offend.  We  prefer  to 
be  tactful  in  a  positive  sense,  by  actu- 
ally saying  or  doing  things  that  will 
please. 

Smile 

It  cannot  be  repeated  too  often 
that  a  prospect  should  be  greeted  with 
a  smile.  Then  the  .'^ale  is  half  made. 
Smiles  are  infectious,  and  if  you  can 
convey  the  impression  by  your  smile 
that  you  are  genuinely  glad  to  sec 
someone,  that  someone  will  not  only 
return  smile  for  smile,  but  will  reflect 
the  good  cheer  and  optimism  that  your 
smile  provokes.  Smiles  always  con- 
tribute a  receptive  mood. 


Make  the  Customer  Feel 
Important 

A    prospect   may   look   like    "small 
change,''  but  don't  forget  that  a  seedy

coat  sometimes  covers  a  bulging  purse. 
You  will  make  no  mistake  if  you  try  to 
make  every  prospect  feel  that  you  have 
only  his  interest  at  heart;  that  you  are 
there  only  to  serve  him;  to  please  him; 
and  to  help  him  in  any  way  you  can. 
Make  him  feel  that  his  business  is  as 
good  as  any. 

Remember  the  Nam,e 

Your  customer's  name,  to  him,  is  the 
most  important  name  in  the  world.  If 
you  spell  it  incorrectly,  or  pronounce 
it  incorrectly,  you  not  only  commit  a 
damaging  sin,  but  you  are  guilty  of 
tactlessness.  Make  sure  that  you  get 
the  name  straight  at  an  introduction, 
and  keep  it  straight  from  that  time  on, 
even  if  you  must  make  frequent  refer- 
ences to  a  little  black  book. 

Make  Complimentary 
Remarks 

Try  to  learn  of  some  aspects  of  your 
customer's  personal  or  business  life  on 
which  you  can  honestly  compliment 
him.  Perhaps  he  has  just  had  a  promo- 
tion in  business;  or  his  boy  has  been 
graduated  from  college;  or  he  has  just 
bought  a  new  home.  It  doesn't  matter 
what  the  occasion  is,  try  to  find  some 
achievement  on  which  he  can  be  com- 
plimented— something  to  praise. 

//  Yon  Can^t  Boost, 
DonH  Knock 

You  will  never  make  a  sale  by  telh'ng 
a  customer  or  a  prospect  that  your 
competitor  does  terrible  work.  Instead 
of  telling  him  how  unsatisfactory  the 
other  fellow's  work  is,  tell  him  how 
good  your  own  is.  If  he  mentions  a 
competitor,  quickly  and  courteously 
switch  the  subject  to  your  own  prod- 
uct, without  ''knocking."

Tell  a  Good  Story 

Most  everyone  likes  a  good  story, 
but  when  the  butt  of  a  joke  is  a  mem' 
ber  of  a  specific  race,  color  or  creed, 
you  had  better  forget  it.  Your  cus- 
tomer may  consider  it  a  personal  af' 
front.  Don't  stop  telling  stories,  by 
any  means,  but  make  sure  they  are 
impersonal  ones  that  can  be  enjoyed 
by  everyone. 

Take  Yonr  Time 

Don't  convey  the  impression  that 
youVe  in  a  hurry,  that  you  want  to 
get  through  an  interview  or  contact 
as  quickly  as  possible.  Try  to  make 
your  customer  feel  that  your  time  is 
his  time,  that  you  want  to  spend  as 
much  or  as  little  time  with  him  as  he 
desires.  Lose  no  opportunity  to  make 
him  feel  that  he  is  the  only  one  that 
counts. 

Kill  Gossip,  Don't  Spread  It 

You  may  know  of  a  choice  bit  of 
scandal,  but  never  pass  it  along,  even 
though  your  customer  might  be  eager 
to  hear  such  things.  Gossip  allows 
your  customer  to  make  mental  reser- 
vations regarding  your  discretion.  If 
information  is  given  you  in  confidence, 
keep  it  confidential. 

Talk  About  Hobbies 

If  possible,  find  out  what  your  cus- 
tomer's hobbies  are,  but  be  sure  he  does 
all  the  talking.  His  hobby  is  his  means 
of  "getting  away  from  it  all,""  his 
escape  medium.  In  fact,  he  will  rate 
you  an  excellent  salesman  for  letting 
him  sell  himself  on  your  product  by 
talking  about  his  hobby. 

Handle  Complaints 
With  Finesse 

If  a  customer  approaches  you  with 
a  chip  on  his  shoulder,  in  spite  of  all 


your  efforts  to  carry  out  the  foregoing 
suggestions,  let  him  vent  his  spleen  for 
a  while  by  listening  very  courteously 
to  what  he  has  to  say.  A  rapid  mental 
appraisal  of  the  seriousness  of  the  com- 
plaint will  very  often  enable  you  to 
decide  that  it  will  be  good  business  to 
make  an  adjustment.  Furthermore,  if 
you  consent  to  make  an  adjustment,  do 
so  cheerfully  and  graciously.  Unless  by 
personal  experience  you  know  a  cus- 
tomer to  be  either  a  chronic  kicker  or 
a  consistent  complainer,  you  will  cre- 
ate a  tremendous  amount  of  good-will 
(that  intangible  something  that  is 
eventually  converted  into  sales  dollars) 
if  you  will  remember  that  old  bromide, 
"The  customer  is  always  right."

Ernest  Brooks  .  .  . 

Photographer,  of  Lorn- 
poc,  California,  has 
proven  that  home  town 
opportunities  are  by  no 
means  limited.  Mr. 
Brooks'  career  is  a  story 
of  a  small  town  boy  who  made  good

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New  Light  Source  Increases  Efficiency  15  to 
30  Times.  For  Professional  Use  In  Studios  and 
Enlargers.   Permits  Brief  Exposure  In  Color  Work.

ANY  review  of  the  evolution  of 
photographic  hghting  must  be' 
gin  with  sunhght,  the  primary  Hght 
source  of  photography.  All  photo- 
graphs, contact  prints  and  enlarge- 
ments once  were  made  with  this 
medium.  .  .  .  The  most  realistic  ap- 
proach to  a  satisfactory  light  was  the 
Cooper-Hewitt  mercury- vapor  tube 
introduced  when  the  carbon-arc  was 
in  its  heyday.  It  was  clean,  compara- 
tively rapid,  constant,  cool  and  more 
practical  than  any  of  its  predecessors. 
Its  pre-eminence  over  any  light  of  the 
transition  period  is  illustrated  by  its 
retention  as  the  lighting  element  in 
many  of  the  studio  and  enlarging 
lamps  of  today. 

The  high-wattage  Mazda  lamps  that 
followed,  deficient  as  they  were  when 
used  with  the  color-blind  and  ortho- 
chromati:  emulsions  of  the  period, 
nevrrthcV\"s  fornd  immediate  favor 
with  the  profcssi;  n  because  of  com- 
pactness and  ea:-y  portability  for  all 
interior  work. 

Manufacturers  alco  were  developini; 
emulsions  of  increased  speed.  The  first 
panchromatic  fi'.m  was  somewhat  slow, 
but  nevertheless  faster  than  the  ortho- 
chromatic  emulsion  when  used  with 
the  Mazda  la:v.p  Progressively,  film 
speeds  were  accelerated  to  the  effec- 
tive rapidity  of  present-day  super- 
panchromatic  emulsions,  and  photog- 
raphers were  obtaining  constantly  bet- 
ter pictures  with  the  Mazda  lamp. 
Lamp  manufacturers,  too,  were  stead- 
ily .stepping  up  lamp  power  in  terms 
of  light  intensity  and,  conversely,  re- 
ducing bulb  sizes.  Numerous  special 
lamps  were  developed  for  various  pho- 
tographic uses  and  processing. 


When  miniature  photography  be- 
came popular,  the  lamp  assumed  a 
new  importance.  All  enlargers  for 
miniature  films  were  equipped  with 
tungsten -filament  bulbs.  Professional 
and  amateur  photographers  alike  em- 
ployed them  for  exposures.  The  in- 
sistent demand  for  a  light  of  greater 
intensity  for  indoor  photography  pro- 
duced the  photo-flood  lamp.  In  this, 
increased  luminosity  was  achieved 
without  any  increase  in  the  size  of 
the  bulb.  In  19.^0  the  flash-lamp  ap- 
peared as  a  new  light  source  for  in- 
stantaneous photography.  Its  practi- 
cal application  was,  however,  more  or 
less  restricted  to  taking  high-speed 
news  ph(^tos.  With  color  photography 
now  in  the  ascendent,  the  need  of  a 
correct  light  source  became  increas- 
ingly apparent.  Almost  every  type  of 
lighting  was  experimented  with.  For 
general  coverage  the  flood  and  the 
flash-bulb  were  almost  exclusively  em- 
ployed. 

Now  a  hiatus  developed  during 
which  there  were  no  conspicuous  con- 
tributions in  the  field  of  photographic 
lighting  until  the  epochal  announce- 
ment by  the  General  Electric  Com- 
pany that  its  scientists  had  developed 
a  practical  fluorescent  light. 

The  phenomenon  of  fluorescence  is 
centuries  old.  Numberless  rocks,  chem- 
icals, organic  and  inorganic  substances 
have  the  property  of  becoming  lumin- 
ous when  exposed  to  certain  radia- 
tion. Fluorescent  substances  used  in 
lamps  absorp  ultra-violet  energy  and 
re-radiate  it  in  the  longer  wave  lengths 
visible  to  the  eye.

While  the  idea  of  a  fluorescent  light 
)urce  has  engaged  scientists  for  a 
)ng  time,  the  problem  of  developing 

practical  lamp  has  been  far  from 
mple.  Such  a  lamp  depends  on  a 
ow  of  electrons  between  two  elec- 
•odes.  The  ability  of  gas  or  vapor  to 
ecome  luminescent,  that  is,  to  emit 
ght  under  the  influence  of  the  flow 
f  electrons  through  it,  is  due  to  a 
Dllision  of  the  speedy  electrons  with 
le  atoms  of  the  gas.  When  these  en- 
3unters  occur,  an  excitation  takes 
lace,  which  in  the  case  of  the  ex- 
ited gas  produces  light. 

In  the  colored  fluorescent  lamps, 
le  objective  was  merely  to  produce  a 
inge  of  pleasing  colors,  but  in  the 
aylight  lamp,  the  objective  was  to 
uplicate  the  whiteness  of  natural 
aylight  specified  by  color  tempera- 
are  as  6500  degrees  Kelvin.  This 
leans  distributing  the  energy 
iroughout  the  colors  of  the  spectrum 
s  closely  as  possible  to  that  occurring 

I  daylight.  This  is  accomplished  by  a 
roper  blending  of  powders  or  "phos- 
hors"  within  the  lamp. 

The  fluorescent  lamp  without  its 
Dating  of  powder  is  essentially  a 
ransparent  glass  tube  containing  a 
aiall  drop  of  mercury  and  a  small 
mount  of  argon  gas  to  facilitate 
Parting.  Mercury  is  used  as  the  con- 
ucting  vapor  because  of  its  high  efli- 
iency  in  the  production  of  the  ultra- 
iolet  radiation  that  activates  the 
hosphors  with  which  the  inside  of 
tie  lamp  is  coated. 

Study  of  the  development  of  a  prac- 
ical  fluorescent  light  was  initiated  at 
be  General  Electric  laboratories.  It 
;  somewhat  of  a  paradox  that  irre-

It  was  approximately  a  year  ago 
that  a  lamp  meeting  all  of  the  rigid 
requirements  of  the  laboratory  was 
completed.  To  determine  its  applica- 
tion to  photography  Robert  E.  Wor- 
stell  and  Ralph  Farnham,  staff  elec- 
trical engineers,  expert  photographers 
and  lighting  counsellors  to  the  motion 
picture  industry,  embarked  on  a  series 
of  tests  that  literally  gave  the  light 
the  works.  Their  first  experiments 
with  the  fluorescent  lamp  as  a  light 
source  were  confined  to  black  and 
white.  These  indicated  unmistakably 
that  this  light  is  destined  to  revolu' 
tionize  some  phases  of  photographic 
illumination. 

Because  of  its  size  and  shape,  the 
fluorescent  lamp  does  not  produce  a 
concentrated  beam  of  light  for  use 
in  spotlights  and  other  projectors.  It 
IS  recommended  that  photoblue-bulb 
tungsten-filament  lamps  be  used  to 
supplement  the  fluorescent  units. 
Clear-bulb  tungsten  -  filament  lamps 
were  recommended  for  auxiliary  Hght- 
ing  in  conjunction  with  the  white 
fluorescent  lamp. 

Since  the  daylight  lamp  has  spec- 
tral qualities  similar  to  daylight,  and 
the  white  lamp  is  similar  to  a  high 
efficiency  tungsten  source,  the  speed 
rating  of  the  emulsion  designated  for 
daylight  and  tungsten  may  be  used. 
Density  of  negatives  may  be  achieved 
by  the  required  variation  from  the 
normal  rating. 

In  experiments  conducted,  employ- 
ing a  single  bank  of  eight  48-inch 
fluorescent  tubes,  pictures  were  taken 
with  a  4x5  Speed-Graphic  fitted  with 
/4.5,  13.5  cm.  lens  on  Super-press 
Orthochromatic  and  Panchromatic 
film  at  l/50th  of  a  second  with  a 
lens  aperture  of  /6.3.  All  negatives 
were  fully  timed.  A  white  cloth  re 
flector  was  used  on  the  shadow  side 
of  the  subject,  resulting  in  a  tran- 
sparent shadow.  This  was  due  to

the  soft  quality  of  the  fluorescent  Hght 
which  ehminates  harsh  shadows. 

Further  experiments  conducted  in 
studios  and  employing  color  film,  in- 
dicated that  the  light  holds  high  prom- 
ise as  an  illuminant  in  this  type  of 
photography.  In  operating  under  the 
fluorescent  light  with  color  film,  the 
routine  outdoor  procedure  was  fol- 
lowed. Daylight  color  film  was  used 
with  the  filter  prescribed  for  it,  and 
excellent  results  were  obtained. 

Of  all  the  artificial  light  sources, 
the  fluorescent  lamp  emits  the  high- 
est actinic  ray  for  photographic  pur- 
poses. When  using  it  no  diffusion 
screen  is  required.  This  is  a  decided 
advantage  as  such  screens  sacrifice  ap' 
proximately  fifty  per  cent  of  the  light. 
A  fluorescent  unit  does  not  have  the 
"■carrying  power"  of  tungsten-filament 
or  arc  equipment.  "Carrying  power" 
may  be  defined  as  candle  power  in  a 
given  direction.  With  a  concentrated 
source  of  high  brightness  a  high  can' 
die  power  is  possible.  As  this  cannot 
be  attained  with  the  fluorescent  lamp 
alone,  a  combination  of  sources  hav- 
ing a  relatively  high  degree  of  con- 
centration and  the  fluorescent  lamp 
appears  to  provide  the  required  carry- 
ing power. 

Undoubtedly  this  new  light  source 
will  be  heralded  as  a  boon  to  all  pho- 
tographers. Its  advantages  are  many. 
With  it  the  photographer  may,  for 
the  first  time,  photograph  subjects 
naturally  and  without  any  of  the 
manifestations  of  discomfort  and  self- 
consciousness  incident  to  posing  under 
concentrated  and  extremely  hot  lights. 
Under  the  comparatively  heatless  and 
glareless  fluorescent  lamp  complete 
relaxation  in  a  comfort  heretofore  un- 
known is  decidedly  possible. 

The  grimacing  and  squinting  com- 
mon to  photography  under  the  more 
powerful  lights  in  contemporary  use 
are  eliminated  when  fluorescent  light 


is  substituted.  Weak  eyes  particularly 
sensitive  to  strong  light  will  not  water 
nor  inflame  under  the  benign  fluores- 
cent; nor  will  the  tongues  of  pet  ani- 
mals whose  pictures  are  being  taken 
loll  from  dripping  mouths  as  they  do 
under  the  stronger  Mazda  and  arc 
lights.  Babies  and  children  are  less 
restless,  and  are  photographed  with 
a  total  absence  of  the  startled  and 
starey-eyed  expression  that  usually 
accompanies  the  use  of  more  powerful 
lights. 

Commercial  photographers  should 
welcome  it  as  the  fulfillment  of  a  long' 
awaited  need.  Models  posing  for  long 
stretches  under  fluorescent  light  have 
shown  a  conspicuous  absence  of  physi- 
cal strain.  Make-up  does  not  run,  and 
outer  and  under  garments  retain  form 
and  freshness  impossible  under  lights 
that  induce  perspiration.  The  tem- 
perature of  air-conditioned  studios  is 
negligibly  affected  by  the  low  tem- 
perature fluorescent.  Thus  rated  and 
uniform  performance  of  film  is  as- 
sured. It  is  the  coolest  light  ever  de- 
veloped for  enlarging  work.  With  it 
wet  negatives  may  be  printed  with- 
out the  fear  of  damage  to  film  that 
usually  attends  the  use  of  the  hotter 
lamps.  The  light  is  even,  and  though 
a  trifle  slower  in  speed,  it  produces 
better  results. 

With  its  wider  general  acceptance 
by  professional  and  amateur  photogra- 
phers as  a  lighting  medium,  it  is  logi- 
cal to  expect  that  appliance  manufac- 
turers will  devise  a  variety  of  portable 
and  studio  units  for  these  lamps.  The 
fluorescent  lamp  family  produced  by 
the  General  Electric  Company  con- 
sists of  the  IS-in.,  15-watt;  the  24-in., 
20-watt;  the  36-in.,  30'watt;  and  the 
48-in.,  40-watt  tubes.  The  18'in.  and 
24-in.  sizes  are  recommended  for  ama- 
teur use,  and  the  larger  tubes  for  pro- 
fessional work.

Cable  Releases  arc 
sold  separately  to  fit  the  camera  on 
which  the  synchronizer  is  to  be  used. 
For  certain  cameras,  it  is  necessary  to 
use  a  longer  cable  release  than  that 
ordinarily  recommended  for  the 
camera.

Where  a  person  is  employed  to  sell 
merchandise  and  collect  therefor,  and 
turn  in  his  collections  to  his  employer, 
to  charge  that  he  is  'short'  is  to  impute 
dishonesty."

DID  you  ever  notice  that  when  set- 
ting the  new  type  Compur  shut- 
ter for  1/200  second  speed  or  faster,  a 
greater  tension  is  encountered  than 
when  setting  the  same  shutter  for  a 
slower  speed?  Because  of  this  added 
spring  tension,  the  shutter  will  open 
earlier  at  the  maximum  speed  than  for 
slower  speeds.  A  synchronizer  adjust- 
ment to  compensate  for  this  can  be 
made  with  Kalart's  Micromatic  Speed 
Flash  hy  simply  turning  the  adjustment 
knob  up  one  dot.  This  eases  the  ten- 
sion behind  the  plunger  and  delays  the 
shutter  action.

insurance 

By  J.  L.  Bell

The  subject  of  business  insurance  is 
much  too  important  to  be  covered  in 
a  short  article.  All  that  I  will  attempt 
to  do  is  call  your  attention  to  various 
features  in  two  types  of  insurance. 

Fire  insurance  is  the  most  usual  in- 
surance, and  the  one  which  is  almost 
always  carried  by  stores.  But  how 
many  stores  periodically  review  their 
total  stock  to  see  if  they  have  ade- 
quate coverage?  The  total  value  of 
stock  carried  changes  and  so  should 
the  coverage  change. 

Because  fire  losses  are  usually  par- 
tial losses,  there  is  a  tendency  to  in- 
sure for  a  portion  of  the  value  of  the 
property.  To  combat  this  tendency, 
insurance  companies  usually  write 
policies  with  a  co-insurance  clause. 
You  should  determine  if  your  policy 
has  this  clause.  The  amount  of  proper 
coverage  is  shown  by  the  following 
instruction.  This  is  based  on  an  80% 
co-insurance  clause: 

Value  of  property $10,000 

Face  value  of  policy 7,000 

Loss    4,000 

The  insured  is  a  co-insurer  for  one- 
eighth  of  all  losses,  and  the  insurance 
company  in  this  case  will  only  pay 
seven-eighths  of  $4,000,  or  $3,500.  It 
is  therefore  imperative  that  you  deter- 
mine the  type  of  fire  policy  which  you 
have,  and  this  is  best  taken  up  with 
your  usual  broker.

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Harmony  and  Contrast  of  Colors 

MANY  colors  that  are  good  when  used  alone,  lose  their  beauty  when  con- 
trasted with  other  colors;  it  is  essential,  therefore,  that  these  color 
values  be  understood  if  satisfactory  results  are  to  follow  early  attempts  at 
coloring. 

Red  is  the  most  popular  color,  and  a  beginner  will  use  more  of  this  than 
any  other  color.  Green,  when  inclining  to  yellow,  as  in  nature,  is  the  next 
favorite,  but  these  two  colors,  when  used  alone  on  a  print,  are  not  pleasing  to  the 
eye,  but  will  need  a  blue  or  violet  with  them  as  a  contrasting  color. 

Among  the  uneducated,  the  color  sense  is  crude  and  barbaric.  With  edu- 
cation comes  refinement.  For  example,  a  woman  of  the  peasant  type  will  wear 
a  green  skirt  and  a  red  waist,  with  each  color  of  full  primary  strength.  While 
the  personal  appeal  of  these  two  colors  is  as  great  to  the  woman  of  education, 
her  sense  of  refinement  suggests  a  full  suit  of  green,  so  low  in  tone  that  it  is 
almost  black,  to  which  she  will  add  only  a  touch  of  red,  such  as  a  single  rose. 
Always  avoid  crude,  brilliant  coloring,  either  in  a  landscape,  or  in  figure  studies. 
Use  soft-toned  colors,  with  just  a  touch  of  the  more  brilliant  hues,  and  always 
select  colors  that  either  harmonize  or  contrast  with  the  general  color  scheme. 

Nature  employs  green  in  large  masses,  though  seldom  in  its  absolute  purity. 
In  the  spring,  when  nature  displays  but  a  few  colors,  the  green  in  the  grass  and 
leaves  is  at  its  brightest,  but  as  other  colors  come  the  greens  grow  darker  and 
grayer,  forming  only  a  background.  Red  in  nature  is  never  found  in  masses,  hut 
only  as  in  flowers,  in  autumn  leaves,  a  few  birds,  and  the  spots  in  butterflies.  In 
arranging  flowers  a  person  of  refinement  will  have  but  few  of  a  bright  red  color, 
sprays  of  green  forming  the  contrasting  color.  So  it  is  with  coloring;  refinement 
demands  the  discriminating  choice  shown  in  nature. 

The  primary  colors  are  RED,  YELLOW  and  BLUE. 

The  secondary  colors  are  ORANGE  (red  combined  with  yellow;  GREEN 
(yellow  combined  with  blue)  ;  VIOLET  (blue  combined  with  red) . 

Each  color  has  its  complementary  color,  and  when  these  two  colors  are 
placed  side  by  side  each  appears  at  its  greatest  brilliancy,  thus : 

Red  with  Green;  Yellow  with  Violet;  Blue  with  Orange.

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Modern  Distribution  Is  a  Benefit 

jT  IS  ordained  that  everyone's  work  shall  also  contribute  to  the  living 
of  others.  At  times  when  we  reali2,e  this,  we  try  to  judge  our  work 
by  the  margin  of  benefit  it  yields  the  community.  Does  the  dealer 
or  storekeeper  in  buying  and  stocking  things  for  distribution — do 
the  specific  things  that  are  made  and  sold — confer  a  community 
benefit  or  constitute  a  community  burden? 

Some  contend  that  division  of  labor  is  not  beneficial,  that  it  increases  the 
complexity  and  cost  of  living — life  would  be  simpler,  less  expensive,  they  say,  if 
we  made  for  ourselves  the  things  we  need  and  supplied  them  to  ourselves, 
abolishing  all  so-called  ''middlemen."  Others  contend  that  division  of  labor  has 
not  made  life  more  complex  but  much  simpler  and  much  more  economical. 

Let  us  consider  the  service  of  manufacturer  and  storekeeper.  There  was  a 
time  when  almost  everyone  was  his  own  manufacturer,  making  for  himself  nearly 
everything  he  needed.  That  he  needed  little  was  fortunate,  because  there  was 
only  little  he  could  get.  The  things  that  served  his  need  were  absolutely  limited 
by  his  own  skill  and  versatility  as  a  craftsman.  But  in  the  development  of  society 
it  has  now  come  about  that  almost  no  one  makes  anything  he  uses;  everything 
is  made  for  him  by  someone  else;  and,  as  a  consequence,  nearly  everyone  is 
making  or  serving  som.ething  that  everybody  uses,  with  the  result  that  all  of  us 
have  more  of  everything. 

Now,  suppose  we  try  to  simplify  all  that  to  suit  those  who  object  to  its  so- 
called  complexity  and  costliness.  Suppose  each  of  us  begins  to  be  his  own  manu- 
facturer. Would  such  a  course  be  simpler?  Would  it  be  more  economical?  It 
would  be  neither.  The  cost  test  alone  decides  that.  Cost  is  important  because 
low  cost — really  low  cost,  not  mere  cheapness — can  be  attained  only  by  simple, 
direct  and  economical  methods,  while  high  cost  usually  means  clumsy,  haphazard 
and  complex  methods.  Certainly  it  costs  money  to  have  a  manufacturer  make 
our  goods  for  us! — but  it  will  cost  us  more  if  we  make  them  for  ourselves,  and 
besides,  fewer  goods  will  be  made.  While  v;e  are  learning  how  to  proceed,  and 
where  to  find  the  materials,  and  how  to  fashion  the  tools,  the  manufacturer 
already  will  have  finished  the  job;  and  in  doing  it  for  one  customer  he  will  have 
done  it  for  thousands,  making  a  far  better  commodity  at  much  less  cost  and 
dividing  the  economies  between  all  who  use  his  skill.  In  the  time  alone  thus 
saved,  in  the  greater  use-value  of  the  goods,  in  the  smaller  amount  of  our  labor 
we  are  required  to  give  in  exchange  for  the  manufacturer's  labor,  there  is  an 
economy  of  strain  and  of  waste  and  of  frustration  and  of  money  that  only  a 
simple  system  could  produce. 

The  storekeeper  is  in  the  same  category.  Certainly  it  costs  money,  just  as 
the  critics  say,  to  bring  goods  to  the  customer — a  great  deal  of  money  in  the 
aggregate.  But  it  would  cost  the  customer  much  more  if  he  fetched  the  goods 
for  himself — only  under  such  a  system  as  that  he  probably  would  have  less  money 
to  fetch  anything.  In  the  first  place,  he  would  have  to  go  where  things  are  made. 
He  would  have  to  be  his  own  transportation  system.  For  rubber  he  would  go  to 
one  city,  for  steel  to  another,  for  motorcars  to  another,  for  furniture  to  another, 
for  citrus  fruits  to  the  South  or  California,  for  cotton  cloth  to  the  mills — and  so  on. 
These  goods  are  now  collected  into  local  stores  or  stocks  and  sold  everywhere, 
but  if  there  were  no  storekeeping  distribution  system,  they  would  be  sold  only 
where  they  are  made — that  is  where  the  storekeeper  buys  them  now.  The  ordi-

nary  purchaser  would  be  traveling  much  of  the  time  on  buying  journeys,  and 
the  places  where  he  could  buy  would  grow  fewer  and  farther  between.    Not 
many  manufacturers  could  exist,  because  not  many  customers  would  endure 
such  laborious  efforts  to  buy. 

But  here  is  the  storekeeper  or  the  dealer;  he  does  our  buying  for  us,  leaving 
us  free  to  use  our  time  to  more  advantage.  He  buys,  say,  for  500  customers — a 
whole  neighborhood,  a  village,  a  countryside — and  the  total  cost  of  the  buying, 
in  time  and  money,  is  just  about  l/500th  part  for  each  customer.  Whole  stocks 
of  thousands  of  needful  items  from  every  part  of  the  globe  are  assembled  at  our 
street  corner  for  our  service  and  convenience.  We  no  longer  need  lay  in  large 
supplies  for  a  season  or  a  year,  we  may  buy  as  each  day  or  week  requires.  How 
much  would  those  goods  cost  us  if  we  had  to  go  where  each  of  them  is  made,  and 
if  we  had  to  transport  them  ourselves?  Storekeeping,  or  retailing,  is  a  mass-distri' 
bution,  labor-saving  job  that  makes  the  business  of  living  less  expensive  for  all 
of  us.  If  manufacturing  and  merchandising  did  not  exist,  our  common  necessity 
and  common  sense  would  compel  us  to  organi2;e  them  as  a  time-saving,  money- 
saving  cooperative  social  service  in  essentially  their  present  forms. 

The  so-called  ''complexity,'"  therefore,  turns  out  to  be  simplicity,  and  the 
so-called  "expense"  turns  out  to  be  economy.  So  it  would  be  with  a  lot  of  things 
we  complain  about  if  we  looked  at  them  more  understandingly.

U  ijJl^l  northern  part  of  the 
state.  His  father  was  a 
farmer,  and,  as  occasion  required,  was 
the  ''Village  Smithy,"  and  in  this  case 
the  chestnut  tree  was  probably  re- 
placed  by  a  redwood. 

On  entering  the  business  world, 
young  Frenzel  became  a  contractor  for 
such  building  as  was  done.  His  iirst 
contact  with  photography  was  fairly 
recent,  and  took  place  in  1926.  His 
first  and  present  studio  is  located  in 
Fresno. 

He  is  married  and  admits  that  his 
wife  is  an  invaluable  assistant  in  the 
studio.  When  time  permits,  he  attends 
his  Masonic  Lodge.  At  other  times  he 
enjoys  hunting  and  fishing.  His  real 
hobby  and  principal  interest  is  Police 
Photography. 

About  a  year  ago  he  started  what 
has  become  regular  practice  in  Fresno 
and  an  increasing  number  of  cities. 
He  makes  a  motion  picture  record  of 
drunken  drivers  who  are  arrested  as 
such,  and  the  resulting  film  is  used  in 
arriving  at  the  verdict. 

Of  the  first  250  persons  photo- 
graphed, only  one  was  found  to  be  not 
guilty.  The  249  paid  an  average  fine  of 
$105,  or  served  an  average  of  55|/2 
days  in  jail.  The  success  of  this  test 
has  caused  other  communities  to  set  up 
a  similar  method  with  somewhat  sim- 


ilar  equipment.  There  is  hardly  a 
trafiic  accident  in  Fresno  County 
which  escapes  the  photographic  atten- 
tion  of  Mr.  Frenzel.

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Can't  Cancel  Order 

A  BUSINESS  man  who  has  in  the 
back  of  his  mind  that  he  may 
cancel  an  order  if  conditions  become 
unfavorable,  may  find  himself  obli- 
gated to  pay  in  full  for  the  goods  he 
has  ordered.  Once  an  order  has  been 
placed,  the  buyer  ordinarily  does  not 
have  the  right  to  cancel. 

In  a  recent  case  a  buyer,  after  in- 
specting certain  merchandise  he  had 
ordered,  rejected  it  because  of  alleged 
inferior  quality.  Thereafter  he  made 
an  offer  by  telegram  to  accept  the 
goods  at  a  reduced  price.  The  next 
day  the  seller  accepted  the  reduced 
price  offer  by  telegram.  Then  the 
buyer  attempted  to  withdraw  the  re- 
duced price  offer. 

''The  attempted  withdrawal  of  the 
reduced  price  offer  was  ineffective,'' 
the  Arkansas  Court  pointed  out,  ''be- 
cause of  the  seller's  reasonable  prompt- 
ness in  wiring  his  acceptance." 

As  a  general  rule,  an  offer  may  be 
withdrawn  before  it  has  been  accepted, 
but  not  thereafter.  (Myers  vs.  Cox, 
125  South  Western  Reporter,  second 
series,  475.) 

Camera  Fans  Help  Build  a 
BsHion  Dollar  Industry 

Photography — from  a  candid  cam- 
era fan  shot  to  a  costly  movie  epic — 
has  mushroomed  into  big  business  with 
annual  sales  volume  of  $1,720  000,000, 
the  International  Economic  Research 
Bureau  has  reported. 

Pointing  out  that  modern  picture 
industries  have  developed  out  of  ex- 
periments conducted  more  than  half  a 
century  ago  by  the  late  George  East- 
man, the  bureau  said,  progress  has 
been  so  rapid  the  laboratory  today  is 
five  years  ahead  of  the  public.

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A  Few  Thoughts  on  Signs 


EVEN  BEFORE  PEOPLE  REACH 
YOUR  STORE  you  can  catch 
heir  attention.  That  is  the  purpose  of 
m  electric  sign.  It  advertises  your 
msiness  and  service  to  people  on  the 
treet;  calls  their  attention  to  you.  An 
•lectnc  sign  is  visible  by  day  and  by 
light. 

An  identifying  sign  can  advertise 
lot  only  your  name  but  your  type 
if  business. 

There  are  six  things  to  consider 
vhen  deciding  what  you  want  in  a 
ign,  and  in  checking  to  see  whether 
he  sign  you  now  have  does  what  it 
hould  for  you. 

1.  Location — Is  it  placed  so  that  it 
;ets  most  attention  value? 

2.  Brightness — Is  it  bright  enough 
o  compete  with  other  signs  and  street 
ighting  in  your  neighborhood?  Bright- 
less  helps  increase  the  speed  with 
vhich  people  read  a  sign  and  the  dis- 
ance  from  which  they  can  see  it 
learly. 

3.  Size  and  Readability — This  dc 
)ends  partly  on  the  brightness.  The 
mailer  the  sign  the  brighter  it  should 
)e,  if  it  is  to  be  read  clearly. 

4.  Design — Unusual  shapes  incor- 
lorating  picture  effects,  trade-marks, 
listinctive  lettering  —  anything  that 
vill  help  make  your  sign  different 
rom  others  on  the  street — will  add  to 
ts  effectiveness. 

5.  Color — Color  in  signs  adds  to 
heir  attention  value.  The  use  of  har- 
noni^ing  colors  will  often  transform 
in  ordinary  sign  into  a  very  striking 
)ne. 

6.  Motion  —  With  electric  signs 
'^ou  can  get  motion,  which  stops  the 
;ye  and  holds  attention  k)nger. 
rhrough  the  use  of  motion  you  can 
lelp  individualize  your  sign. 


There  are  five  types  of  signs.  Some- 
times two  types  are  combined  in  one 
sign  to  get  more  attention  value. 

1.  Exposed  Lamp  Signs  can  be  seen 
farther.  They  lend  themselves  to  use 
of  unusual  lettering,  trade-marks  and 
spectacular  features.  MoticMi  and  color 
are  most  easily  applied  to  the  exposed 
lamp  sign. 

2.  Eyiclosed  Lamp  S^gns  are  best 
adapted  for  location  markers,  and  are 
most  effective  when  designed  for  see- 
ing at  a  distance  of  less  than  500  feet. 

3.  Silhouette  Signs.  Illuminated 
either  by  lamps  in  a  trough  around  the 
sign,  or  lamps  mounted  on  the  backs 
of  the  letters,  these  signs  are  more 
conservative  and  dignified.  Use  them 
where  you  are  not  trying  to  get  long 
distance  appeal. 

4.  Caseous  Tube  Signs.  Neon  signs 
are  the  best  known  of  this  group.  They 
are  very  adaptable,  and  can  be  indi- 
vidualised. They  are  conspicuous,  even 
in  daylight;  can  be  made  to  flash  on 
and  off. 

5.  Combination  Signs.  Combine 
the  advantages  of  spectacular  effects 
and  motion  of  the  lamp  letter  sign  with 
the  daytime  visibility  and  color  values 
of  the  gaseous  tube  sign. 

Be  Sure  Tour  Sign — whatever  the 
kind  you  have — Is  in  Good  Repair, 
and  Freshly  Painted.  Missing  bulbs  or 
tubes  make  it  look  shabby. 

Remember,  your  sign  is  the  first 
impression  you  make  on  people.  Peo- 
ple like  to  deal  with  successful  con- 
cerns, and  will  avoid  trying  out  a  new 
place  if  it  looks  shabby. 

Be  Sure  Tour  Sign  Is  Clean!    See 
that  tubes  and  bulbs  are  cleaned  regu-

larly.  Signs  are  exposed  to  weather, 
and  accumulate  dirt  rapidly. 

Dirt  makes  a  bad  impression,  and 
costs  you  money.  It  cuts  down  the 
amount  of  light  your  sign  gives — light 
you  are  paying  for. 

Dirty  lamps  are  thieves.  Clean  signs 
and  lamps  are  salesmen. 

All  T^eon  or  Gaseous  Tube  Signs 
Can  Be  'Modernized  at  Httle  cost — 
provided  the  sign  is  in  good  condition 
— simply  by  changing  your  old  tubing 
for  the  new  type  fluorescent  tubing, 
which  has  eight  times  the  brightness  at 
the  same  operating  cost!

No  ONE  can  function  in  commerce  unless  he  has  business  sense.  Business 
needs  ideaHsts,  humanitarians,  craftsmen  and  Golden  Rulers,  hut  these 
types  merely  get  m  the  way  and  block  the  machinery  unless  they  have  business 
sense. 

"It  does  not  matter  what  a  business  man's  views  may  be  concerning  a  "fair 
wage'  or  a  'living  wage,'  or  a  'saving  wage',"  says  one  writer.  "It  does  not 
matter  what  he  may  think  about  the  nobility  of  the  profit  motive;  his  opinions 
are  beside  the  pomt.  He  is  obliged  to  make  profits  his  first  aim — not  his  highest 
aim,  not  his  ultimate  aim,  not  his  most  cherished  aim,  but  his  first  aim — for, 
unless  he  does  so,  he  is  in  danger  of  eliminating  himself  from  the  business  world. 
He  can  give  away  all  that  he  has;  but  after  that  he  can  no  longer  pay  a  living 
wage  or  any  other  kind  of  a  v/age." 

Failure  to  recognize  this  basic  fact  leads  many  to  indulge  in  criticisms  of 
business  procedure  that  are  entirely  beside  the  point.  It  leads  well-meaning 
idealists  to  dissipate  their  capital,  and  many  fine  artisans  to  file  bankruptcy 
petitions. 

Just  as  the  most  important  duty  of  an  automobile  driver  is  to  keep  his  car 
on  the  road,  so  the  most  important  task  of  the  business  man  is  to  keep  his  hooks 
in  balance  and  his  surplus  on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger.  Unless  he  can  do  this 
he  will  be  retired  as  surely  as  the  sun  causes  the  ice  to  disappear  in  the  spring. 
Men  who  can't  make  ends  meet  can't  function  as  business  men. — Bagologv.

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Retail  Trade  Diversion 

From  an  address  at  the  Convention  of  Ihlational  Association  of  Retail  Secretaries 

at  'S[ew  'Yor\. 

THE  amount  of  the  business  now  being  diverted  from  retail  stores  into 
illegitimate  channels  is  generally  estimated  at  over  a  billion  dollars  annually. 
Inasmuch  as  the  evil  is  more  pronounced  in  larger  cities,  it  is  probably  true  that 
the  stores  in  our  most  important  cities  are  losing  at  least  lO^c  of  their  volume  to 
these  sources.  A  recent  study  revealed  that  of  the  total  purchases  made  in  the 
Boston  area  20.9^  of  refrigerators  were  bought  at  a  discount  from  retail  prices, 
18.3%  of  washing  machines,  15.8%  of  vacuum  cleaners,  20.1%  of  radios, 
12.9%  of  watches,  49.2%  of  i^ood  mixers,  27.5%c  of  toasters,  25.6%  of  sporting 
goods. 

Inasmuch  as  no  organized  efforts  have  been  pursued  to  combat  this  diver' 

sion,  it  is  steadily  and  progressively  growing.   The  books,  magazine  articles  and 

even  editorials  which  have  appeared  on  the  subject  indicate  a  public  recognition 

of  the  problem  and  a  general  wonderment  that  nobody  does  anything  about  it. 

This  diversion  falls  into  these  general  categories : 

1 .  Manufacturers  selling  direct  to  the  consumer. 

2.  Misrepresentation  in  discount  catalogue  selling. 

3.  Free-lance  selling  by  agents,  not  actually  retailers,  through  open  show- 
rooms and  other  contacts  with  manufacturers. 

4.  Cut-price  selling  of  merchandise  price  fixed  by  law. 

5.  Personnel    divisions   of   large    corporations   selling   to   employees    at 
"discounts.'' 

It  is,  of  course,  admitted  that  retailers  have  no  valid  right  to  object  to 
competition  from  any  new  lower-cost  method  of  distribution,  or,  in  fact,  to 
method  which  represents  a  net  gain  in  service  to  the  consumer  or  manufacturer. 
But  if  these  diversions  from  retail  trade  are  examined  with  this  thesis  in  mind, 
it  is  evident  that  the  manufacturer  cannot  distribute  his  product  at  reasonable 
cost  unless  the  stores  are  ready  to  underwrite  his  line  by  purchasing  stocks.  He 
cannot  create  public  demand  (at  least  in  the  great  majority  of  cases)  unless  his 
product  is  displayed  and  advertised  to  the  public  by  established  stores,  and  if  a 
store  assumes  the  function  of  stocking,  displaying  (usually  in  high-rent  locations) 
and  advertising  a  product,  it  is  manifestly  unfair  that  an  agency  not  bearing 
these  costs  should  benefit  by  the  demand  created  by  them,  and  then  be  enabled 
to  short-circuit  the  store's  customers  with  the  connivance  of  the  manufacturer. 
How  necessar>^  the  retailer  is  in  establishing  the  style  and  intrinsic  value  of 
merchandise  in  the  public's  mind  can  be  estimated  by  the  selling  methods  of 
parasite  sellers.  It  is  common  practice  to  refer  prospective  customers  to  depart- 
ment stores,  so  they  can  make  their  selections  there,  with  the  assurance  that 
they  will  then  be  quoted  lower  prices.  This  practice  indicates  that  what  for 
want  of  a  better  name  we  call  ''diversion"  results  not  only  in  a  loss  of  volume  to 
the  retailers  but  to  a  loss  of  customer  confidence  which  must  be  estimated  highly 
in  terms  of  "good  will." 

Studies  of  these  problems  of  illegitimate  competition  indicate  that  the 
manufacturer  is  primarily  dependent  on  the  established  stores,  and,  in  the  last 
analysis,  will  not  endanger  his  future  relations  with  them. 

Up  to  date  he  has  been  able  to  "have  his  cake  and  eat  it  too."  The  stores 
have  not  made  their  protests  strong  enough  to  disturb  his  general  theory  that  he 
might  as  well  sell  anyone  who  pays  his  bills  without  inquiry  into  the  disturbing 
questions  of  ethics,  economics  and  fair  play.  .  .  .

William  Ernest 
Smith  .  .  San  Francisco 
According  to  all  fam- 
ily traditions,  ''Bill" 
Smith  should  have  been 
a  seafaring  man.  His 
father  was  one  of  a 
family  of  shipowners 
and  operators  in  Glasgow,  and  most  of 
the  ships  were  in  the  Australian  ser' 
vice.  It  was  a  family  rule  that  all  boys 
should  serve  their  apprenticeship  at 
sea  in  order  to  acquire  practical  ex- 
perience. Mr.  Smith  is  the  first  excep- 
tion to  the  rule,  although  he  has  trav- 
eled considerably.  His  mother  was 
English,  a  talented  artist  and  art  col- 
lector. It  is  from  his  mother  that  he 
acquired  a  knowledge  of  drawing  and 
painting,  which  later  proved  so  useful 
in  connection  with  backgrounds  in  his 
photographic  work.  As  a  boy  he  had 
a  varied  school  experience,  as  his 
parents  did  not  remain  long  enough  in 
one  locality  for  him  to  get  acquainted 
with  the  other  children  in  the  school, 
but  he  did  acquire  that  education 
which  is  found  only  in  travel. 

While  living  in  France,  prior,  to  the 
World  War,  he  was  fascinated  by  air- 
plane flights.  He  wanted  to  be  an 
aviator,  and  actually  assembled  small 
planes  out  of  bits  of  wreckage  and 
from  parts,  and  some  of  these  models 
actually  left  the  ground  for  a  few  feet. 
Pride  in  this  accomplishment  caused 
him  to  consider  pictures  of  his  planes, 
and  from  a  friend  he  obtained  a  small 
camera.  He  obtained  the  desired  pic- 
tures and  learned  that  he  could  make 
better    photographs,    just    as    he    had 


hoped  to  make  better  planes.  This 
proved  a  turning  point  in  his  ambition, 
and  while  he  never  lost  his  interest  in 
aviation  he  now  was  definitely  com- 
mitted to  a  photographic  career. 

Becoming  acquainted  with  the 
owner  of  a  studio  in  England,  he  even- 
tually became  an  apprentice  in  this 
studio.  By  this  time  World  War  I 
had  been  declared,  and  Mr.  Smith  en- 
listed in  a  photographic  unit  in  the 
British  Army.  After  the  war  he  found 
employment  with  a  motion  picture 
company  in  London  on  a  newsreel  as- 
signment and  later  became  aerial  pho- 
tographer for  the  London-Paris  Air 
Service,  the  world's  first  regular  air 
line. 

We  next  hear  of  him  on  arrival  in 
San  Francisco  in  1927,  where  he  es' 
tablished  an  industrial  motion  picture 
and  commercial  studio.  He  includes 
aerial  photography  in  his  many  assign- 
ments  and,  from  what  we  have  seen  of 
his  work,  is  capable  of  handling  any 
job  given  to  him.  He  is  especially 
capable  in  creative  commercial  pho- 
tography. We  almost  forgot  to  men- 
tion  that  this  world  traveler  married  a 

red-headed  girl  from  Missouri.

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CASH  DISCOUNTS 

Viewed   As   Finance  Charge — 

Cost  Seen  As  High  As 

36%  Per  Year 

By  J.  L.  Bell

ALBERT  F.  CHAPIN,  Associate 
Professor  of  Finance,  New  York 
University,  has  an  interesting  and 
novel  viewpoint  on  the  old  question  of 
cash  discounts.  Instead  of  viewing  cash 
discount  as  has  usually  been  done,  as 
a  penalty  for  late  payment  or  as  a  re- 
ward for  early  payment.  Prof.  Chapin 
presents  for  consideration  a  viewpoint 
that  cash  discount  is  an  actuality,  a 
finance  charge  due  to  inability  to  pay 
for  cash.  Prof.  Chapin  further  states 
that  a  price  of  merchandise  can  be 
stated  as  follows  (assuming  terms  of 
2%  10  days,  net  30).  On  a  dollar 
article,  the  price  could  be  quoted  as 
98c  for  cash  and  $1.00  if  terms  are 
required. 

When  this  theory  is  presented  in 
this  light,  it  brings  home  very  clearly 
to  each  dealer  that  there  are  two  prices 
for  merchandise,  the  cash  price  of  98c 
and  the  financing  price  of  $1.00. 
Therefore  it  becomes  very  evident  that 
the  firm  which  does  not  discount  bills 
is  paying  much  higher  prices  than  the 
firm  which  does  discount. 

This  financing,  due  to  inability  to 
discount  bills,  amounts  to  36%  per 
annum  on  the  terms  of  2'%  10,  net  30. 
This  is  arrived  at  as  follows:  the  dif- 
ference between  a  payment  on  the  30th 
day  and  on  the  10th  day  is  twenty 
days;  for  this  twenty  days  a  charge  of 
2%  is  made.  Since  there  arc  approxi- 
mately 360  days  in  a  year,  this  would 
amount  to  18  times  2%,  or  36%.  It 
then  becomes  very  evident  that  it  pays 
to  borrow  at  6%  in  order  to  save  this 
36%  financing  charge. 

If  we  assume  a  situation  of  a  firm 
selHng  $100,000  worth  of  merchandise 
a  year,  purchases  totaling  $70,000  with 
a  capital  of  $7,000  (and  this  capital 
being  just  sufficient  to  allow  the  firm  to 


pay  on  30  days  terms  without  taking 
advantage  of  discount) ;  if  we  further 
assume  that  this  account  could  then 
discount  all  its  bills  by  borrowing  an 
average  of  $3,000  each  month  for  a 
period  of  a  year,  we  would  then  have  a 
situation  where  this  account  could  de- 
duct 2%  on  $70,000,  or  $1,400,  and 
in  turn  pay  6%  on  $3,000,  or  $180, 
making  a  saving  of  $1,220  through 
discount.  This  is  a  considerable  saving, 
and  every  alert  business  man  should 
attempt  to  take  advantage  of  these 
discounts. 

Nothing  is  new  about  this  except  the 
fact  that  if  you  view  the  matter  of  dis- 
count from  the  point  of  paying  a 
higher  price  for  merchandise,  this 
might  tend  toward  spurring  people  on 
to  discounting  their  bills. 

It  would  seem  that  the  dealer's  gain 
in  discounting  bills  is  the  manufactur- 
er's loss,  and  therefore  the  manufac- 
turer should  discourage  the  discount- 
ing of  bills.  However,  in  general  busi- 
ness, it  is  found  that  the  manufacturer 
also  gains  by  the  discounting  of  bills 
by  his  customers  and  therefore  when 
we  have  a  situation  where  both  parties 
to  the  transaction  gain  by  discounting, 
this  should  be  encouraged  by  every  firm 

for  the  promotion  of  better  business.

NOTHING  in  the  past  history  of  The  Photographers'  Association  of 
America  (now  in  its  60th  year)  or  The  National  Photographic  Dealers' 
Association  (now  in  its  7th)  has  even  remotely  equalled  the  affair  which  will 
take  place  at  the  Stevens  Hotel,  Chicago,  111.,  from  August  19  to  2  3,  inclusive, 
this  year.  Reports  from  everywhere  indicate  that  the  annual  conventions  of  the 
two  organizations,  plus  the  Trade  Show  which  they  are  jointly  sponsoring,  are 
arousing  tremendous  advance  interest  and  that  attendance  will  go  far  beyond 
all  past  records. 

One  point  it  is  desired  to  emphasize  at  this  time  is  that  no  admission  will 
be  charged  for  the  Trade  Show,  for  the  Picture  Exhibit  of  The  P.  A.  of  A.,  or 
for  the  big  dances  and  cabaret  entertainments  on  the  first  three  evenings.

Deal- 
ers and  distributors  who  desire  to  attend  the  convention  program  of  The  N.P. 
D.A.  will  be  admitted  without  charge,  but  of  course  only  N.P.D.A.  members 
will  be  permitted  to  vote  in  business  sessions.  Members  of  The  P.  A.  of  A. 
will  be  admitted  without  charge  to  the  convention  program  of  that  organization. 
The  badges  for  the  two  organizations  will  be  entirely  dissimilar,  to  avoid  any 
confusion. 

Very  httle  can  be  told  at  this  time  about  the  programs.  The  N.P.D.A. 
will  have  its  announcement  ready  at  a  later  date.  The  P.  A.  of  A.,  still  busy 
with  many  details,  can  only  release  at  this  time  information  about  some  of  the 
morning  Clinics.

These  five  models  will  be  the  subjects  of  Mrs.  Gerdes' 
talks  and  discussions  on  four  mornings,  and  will  also  be  on  display  each  after- 
noon. The  Reception  Room  Clinic  will  be  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Eva  L.  Briggs, 
Hinkston  Studios,  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  Mrs.  Briggs  is  planning  to  cover  an 
entirely  different  range  of  subjects  from  those  of  the  past  two  years.  The  Por- 
trait Oil  Coloring  Clinic  will,  as  heretofore,  be  in  charge  of  Miss  Martha  Pyke, 
Peoria,  111.  This  is  not  a  school  of  coloring,  but  an  opportunity  to  bring  coloring 
questions  and  problems  to  the  convention  for  answer  and  discussion.  An  en- 
tirely new  feature  this  year  will  be  the  Direct  Color  Clinic  wherein,  during 
four  mornings,  Charles  Harris  Miller,  Chicago,  111.,  will  be  ready  to  answer 
and  discuss  any  and  all  problems  relating  to  natural  color  photography,  includ- 
ing transparencies  and  color  prints  by  all  processes,  separation  negatives  and 
the  use  of  one-shot  cameras.  Another  new  and  important  program  addition 
will  be  the  Negative  Quality  Clinic,  two  hours  on  each  of  four  mornings.

George  J.  Kossuth,  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  will  have  this  in  charge  and  will  he 
ready  to  give  personal  advice,  help  and  criticism  to  all  photographers  who  bring 
along  their  negatives  for  that  purpose.  In  addition  he  will  have  on  display  one 
series  of  negatives,  all  of  the  same  exposure  but  developed  for  different  lengths 
of  time,  and  another  series  of  the  same  subject  showing  progressive  differences 
as  the  light  is  taken  farther  away.  In  the  main,  however,  this  is  intended  to 
be  a  personal  service  clinic  and  not  an  open  discussion.  Two  more  clinics  remain 
to  be  announced,  in  addition  to  32  program  features,  from  which  it  will  be 
appreciated  that  The  P.  A.  of  A.  convention  will  be  well  worth  the  small  reg- 
istration fee  charged. 

With  so  many  manufacturers  and  distributors  represented,  it  is  probable 
that  many  groups  will  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  get  together  for 
special  meetings.  Reservations  for  twq  such  sessions  have  already  been  made 
and  both  will  be  included  as  part  of  the  big  combined  program.  The  Photo- 
graphic Manufacturers'  and  Distributors'  Bureau  will  hold  a  luncheon  meeting 
on  August  20  and  the  Synchronizer  and  Flash-Lamp  Manufacturers  will  do  the 
same  on  August  21.  With  practically  every  available  facility  of  the  3,000-room 
Stevens  under  reservation,  plans  for  such  meetings  must  be  made  well  in  ad- 
vance. Other  groups  wishing  to  hold  luncheons,  dinners  or  meetings  should 
make  their  requirements  known  at  once  to  H.  O.  Bodine  of  The  N.P.D.A.  or 
Charles  Abel  of  The  P.  A.  of  A.  at  once;  every  effort  will  be  made  to  accom- 
modate them. 

Of  the  225  booths  available,  197  have  already  been  sold.

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Kodak  Portable  Miniature 
Enlarger 

THE  Kodak  Portable  Miniature  En- 
larger  is  a  compact,  accurate  en- 
larging  instrument  for  35  mm.  and 
Bantam  negatives.  It  can  he  quickly 
and  easily  taken  down  and  stored  in  a 
small  portable  case. 

The  enlarger  head  is  of  strong 
molded  material  and  holds  a  three-lens 
condenser  system,  heat-absorbing  glass, 
a  No.  113,  50-watt  Mazda  Photo- 
Enlarger  lamp,  and  a  metal  Hght  baffle 
to  reduce  light  leakage  and  promote 
cooling.  It  is  attached  to  the  cast 
aluminum  bracket  arm,  finished  in 
black  wrinkle  enamel,  and  may  be 
shifted  up  or  down  the  17-inch  nickel 
steel  vertical  supporting  column  by 
turning  a  Tenite  knob  which  operates 
the  friction  drive  mechanism.  A  sec- 
ond knob  back  of  the  enlarger  head 
allows  the  head  to  be  turned  in  a 
vertical  plane.  Detachable  roll  film 
support  cups  are  included  with  the  en- 
larger head. 

Focusing  is  accomplished  by  rotating 
a  spirally  threaded  molded  lens  tube 
with  which  each  of  the  three  accessor}^ 
lenses  is  supplied.    These  lenses  are: 

a.  2 -inch  Kodak  Projection  Anas- 
tigmat  with  a  fixed  stop  setting  of  F6.3. 

h.  2 -inch  F4.5  Kodak  Projection 
Anastigmat  with  adjustable  iris  dia- 
phragm. 

c.  2 -inch  F4.5  Kodak  Projection 
Ektar  with  adjustable  iris  diaphragm. 

All  three  lenses  will  give  enlarge- 
ments from  2J/2  to  9  diameters  by  pro- 
jection on  the  baseboard. 

Three  sliding  guides  are  provided 
on  the  baseboard  for  holding  either 
single  or  double  weight  paper  during 
exposure. 

Two  negative  carriers  are  available, 
one  accommodating  Kodak  Bantam 
and  the  other  35  mm.  film  negatives. 
Each  carrier  has  a  small  aperttire 
through  which  the  film  numbers  may 
be  viewed  on  the  easel.  Film  may  be 
advanced  from  frame  to  frame  without 


removing  the  carrier  from  the  enlarger 
head. 

The  Carr>all  Case  has  compart- 
ments to  accommodate  the  enlarger,  a 
miniature  camera,  a  developing  tank, 
and  the  necessary'  chemicals  for  devel- 
oping and  printing.

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Good  Advice 

LEGAL  statutes  and  court  records 
teem  with  "no  can  do's"  which 
alFect  the  average  retail  business  man, 
whether  he  be  a  photo  dealer  or  the 
seller  of  shoe  strings. 

You  can't,  for  instance,  sell  the  in- 
tangible ''good  will"  of  your  store, 
along  with  its  stock  and  fixtures,  and 
cash  in  on  it  again  in  that  particular 
neighborhood  or  through  your  old  cus' 
tomers.  You  can't  escape  the  joint  re- 
sponsibilities of  a  firm  in  which  you  are 
but  a  junior  partner  .  .  .  and  you  can't 
cancel  orders  placed,  after  they  are 
placed. 

These  are  but  several  of  the  things 
which  old  John  Law  says  you  can't  do 
as  a  shop  keeper.  In  this  latest  batch 
of  legal  advice  which  the  editors  of 
Photographic  Dealer  pass  on  to  you 
monthly  and  gratis,  I  have  selected 
some  of  the  salient  examples  and  cases 
wherein  the  courts  have  ruled — gener- 
ally against  the  business  man. 

When  a  man  buys  an  established 
business,  including  the  good  will,  is  he 
thereby  protected  from  having  the 
seller  of  the  business  set  up  in  compe- 
tition against  him  with  a  view  to  get- 
ting the  customers  of  the  business  away 
from  the  new  owner? 

That  question  was  recently  answered 
by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky 
in  this  way : 

"Good  will  has  been  defined  as  the 
probability  that  the  old  customers  will 
resort  to  the  old  place.  This  includes 
not  only  the  probabilities  attaching  to 
a  location  but  those  attaching  to  an 
established  business  wherever  it  may  be 
situated.  Sale  of  good  will  either  in 
express  terms  or  implied  from  the  sale 
of  the  business,  carries  with  it  certain 
implied  obligations  on  the  part  of  the 
seller.  There  is  at  least  an  implied 
promise  that  the  seller  will  not  solicit 
the  trade  of  old  customers  nor  do  any 
act  that  will  interfere  with  the  buyer's 
use  and  enjoyment  of  the  business." 


The  best  plan  is  to  require  the  seller 
to  agree  in  writing  not  to  engage  in 
the  same  line  of  business  within  a  cer- 
tain territory  where  the  old  business  is 
located  for  a  specified  period  of  time. 
Such  agreements  will  perhaps  be  in 
restraint  of  trade,  but  will  be  upheld 
by  the  Courts  where  the  limitations  of 
time  and  territory  are  reasonable  for 
the  protection  of  the  new  owner  of  the 
business.  (Johnson  vs.  Stumbo,  126 
South  Western  Reporter,  second  series, 
165.)

Meter  Use 

ALTHOUGH  It  IS  usually  desir- 
able to  directly  measure  the 
brightness  of  the  object  being  photo- 
graphed, it  is  often  impossible  or  in- 
convenient to  do  so.  However,  if  we 
can  select  an  object  having  similar 
light-reflecting  properties,  we  can  use 
this  object  as  a  basis  for  determining 
correct  exposure.  For  example,  you 
may  wish  to  photograph  a  group  of 
friends  acting  like  children  of  six  or 
seven.  You  want  a  candid  photograph, 
but  you  know  that  if  you  try  to  use  the 
meter  they  will  become  self-conscious. 
You  know  that  the  light  reflected  from 
your  hand  will  be  the  same  as  that  re- 
flected from  the  faces  of  your  friends. 
So  why  not  take  a  reading  from  your 
hand?  Use  this  value  to  determine  the 
exposure,  and  your  friends  will  never 
know  that  you  (you  villain)  are  taking 
a  truly  candid  shot.

Wc 
want  a  picture  of  a  pearl  necklace  on  a 
background  of  black  velvet.  Obviously, 
it  is  impossible  to  take  a  direct  reading 
from  the  pearls  alone;  the  background 
would  have  a  greater  influence  than 
the  subject  itself.  Suddenly  you  re- 
member the  white  porcelain  plate  Aunt 
Agatha  gave  you  last  Christmas.  Dig 
it  out  .  .  .  place  it  on  the  velvet  .  .  . 
take  a  meter  reading  .  .  .  replace  the 
pearls  .  .  .  and  shoot. 
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Camera  Pioneer 

WHEN  William  Henry  Jackson 
was  mustered  out  of  the  Army 
of  the  Potomac  after  the  battle  of 
Gettysburg,  he  drifted  west,  finally 
settled  in  Omaha.  There  he  started  a 
flourishing  business  in  tintypes  and 
stereopticon  views.  When  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey  decided  to  chart  the 
badlands  of  Wyoming,  Photographer 
Jackson  was  asked  to  go  along  to  take 
pictures.  The  pictures  he  took  of 
Wyoming's  geysers  and  waterfalls 
were  directly  responsible  for  Congress' 
decision  to  put  the  small  rectangle  of 
Yellowstone  National  Park  on  the  map 
of  the  U.  S. 

By  the  1870's  Jackson  had  become 
the  best'known  and  most  successful 
landscape  photographer  in  the  U.  S. 
He  crisscrossed  the  Rockies  on  pack 
mules  and  in  covered  wagons,  took  the 
first  photographs  ever  made  of  the 
Mountain  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  western 
Colorado,  of  the  Pueblo  ruins  of  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona.  In  the  1890's 
he  got  the  job  of  ofiicial  photographer 
for  Harper's  WeeXly,  which  sent  him 
abroad,  from  Australia  to  Russia,  pho- 
tographing Chinese  sampans  and  Si- 
berian droshkies. 

Last  week  the  niuseum  on  the  first 
floor  of  Secretary  Harold  Ikes'  new, 
white,  boxlike  Department  of  the  In- 
terior Building  in  Washington  was 
given  over  to  an  exhibition  of  Pioneer 
Jackson's  aged  photographs.  Admired 
by  public  and  connoisseurs  alike  were 
the  vivid  detail  and  panoramic  scope 
of  the  mountain  and  forest  views  that 
Old  Master  Jackson  had  snapped  with 
his  battered,  wooden  6|/2  by  8'/2  cam- 
era in  days  when  photography  was 
scarcely  more  than  a  stunt.  Best  ex- 
hibit of  all  was  spry  Oldster  Jackson 
himself,  stooped  and  white-bearded 
but  talkative  and  effervescent  at  97. 

William  Henry  Jackson  still  takes 
pictures,  but  with  an  up-to-date  Leica, 
does  a  Httle  sketching  on  the  side, 
spends  his  spare  time  polishing  his 
autobiography,    which    is    due    next 


month.  Says  he:  "A  fellow  has  to  keep 
busy  or  he  gets  bored.  I'm  never 
bored."  Three  years  ago,  when  his 
cronies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  hobbled  bravely 
down  Manhattan's  Fifth  Avenue  in 
their  Memorial-Day  parade.  Veteran 
Jackson  failed  to  march.  "Poor  old 
Bill!"  sighed  his  aged  brothers-in-arms. 
Later  they  discovered  that  Bill  Jackson 
had  been  dodging  in  and  out  of  the 
crowds  all  along  the  route,  taking  pic- 
tures of  the  parade.  (Time)

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SHOPPING  Is  SEEING

■^  Your  window  is  of  little  value  if  prospective  customers  do  not  notice  it, 
or  cannot  see  the  display  in  passing,  either  by  day  or  at  night.

TO  MAKE  YOUR  WINDOWS  GOOD  SALESMEN 

there  are  four  main  things  to  consider  in  getting  full  value  from  your  windows: 

1.  The  lighting — if  people  can't  see,  the  rest  is  unimportant. 

2.  The  background.       3.  The  merchandise.      4.  The  display. 

LIGHTING 

Have  Enough  Light  For  Easy  Seeing  ...  In  an  experiment  in  Chicago, 
made  by  a  clothing  store,  one  of  five  poorly  lighted  windows  was  re-equipped, 
with  the  amount  of  light  greatly  increased.  Checkers  found  that  during  the 
same  hours  of  the  same  day  478  people  stopped  to  look  at  the  well  lighted  dis' 
play.  Seventy  people  stopped  at  all  FOUR  of  the  other  windows.  Not  only 
will  plenty  of  light  stop  more  people,  but  it  will  bring  more  people  into  the 
store.  Tests  showed  that  the  well  lighted  window,  compared  with  an  average 
lighted  window,  brings  from  15%  to  35%  more  customers  into  the  store. 

Use  Show  Window  Lighting  In  the  Daytime  .  .  .  The  bright  daylight  in 
the  street  makes  windows  fade  out.  Unlighted  or  poorly  lighted  windows  be- 
come looking  glasses — reflect  the  buildings  across  the  street,  the  traffic.  They 
prevent  people  from  seeing,  instead  of  demanding  their  attention! 

Windows  which  are  reflectors  do  their  worst  damage  during  the  daytime 
shopping  hours  when  you  most  want  them  to  work  for  you. 

High  intensity  lighting  corrects  this  condition. 

Use  Plenty  of  Light  at  Night  ...  If  you  do  not  need  as  much  light  at 
night,  you  still  want  good  lighting.  The  way  to  get  it  is  to  have  your  show 
window  lighting  installation  wired  on  multiple  circuits.  If  it  is  on  two  circuits, 
only  every  other  unit  need  be  burned  at  night. 

Night-time  illumination  of  windows  is  good  advertising  and  it  secures 
more  daytime  sales. 

Shield  All  Window  Lighting  Units  From  Eyes  of  Passers-by  .  .  .  This  is 
very  important.  Glare  and  da2;2;le  distract  the  eyes  of  people  from  your  mer- 
chandise. 

Glaring  lights,  unshaded,  \eep  people  from  seeing  the  window  display. 

Glaring  lights  annoy  people — make  them  hurry  on. 

All  ceiling  lights  and  reflectors  should  be  hidden  by  a  valence  which  may 
be  of  cloth,  Venetian  blinds,  or  etched  glass.

What  Is  "f  ? 

WTien  we  speak  of  a  lens  as  havii 
a  speed  of  ^'f4.5,''  what  do  w^e  me  n 
by  "f"?  And  by  "4.5"? 

That  "/"  is  merely  an  abbreviation 
for  the  word  "factor."  And  "factor" 
means  the  answer  to  a  little  simple 
example  in  plain  arithmetic.  You  get 
it  by  dividing  the  free  aperture  into 
the  distance  between  lens  and  film. 
In  making  this  measurement,  you 
focus  on  infinitv'  (objects  100  ft.  or 
more  away). 

Example: — Free  aperture,  2";  dis- 
tance from  lens  to  film  (when  focused 
on  objects  100  feet  or  more  away)", 
6".  We  divide  it  thus:  6-^2=3. 

So  this  lens,  we  find,  has  a  speed 
of  /5.  Other  examples:  free  aper- 
ture, 1";  distance  from  lens  to  film, 
2";  1  divided  into  2  gives  2  for  the 
answer,  so  the  speed  is  fl.  Again,  frre 
aperture,  2";  distance  of  film  from 
lens,  9";  lens  speed  /4.5  (that  is,  9 
divided  by  2). 


SHOPPING  IS  SEEING

Those  lights  which  can  still  be  seen,  because  of  the  angle  of  the  window 
from  the  street,  should  have  dilfusers  or  louvers  to  eliminate  the  glare. 

Besides  Having  Good  General  Lighting,  Have  Extra  Light  On  the  Display 
...  By  making  part  of  your  window  brighter  than  the  rest  you  get  more  atten- 
tion on  the  brighter  section. 

Your  well  hghted  window  is  the  stage  for  your  merchandise.  E.xtra  light- 
ing gives  the  punch  that  pushes  over  sales. 

Using  Spotlights  and  FJoodlights  ...  A  spotlight  throws  a  small  spot  of 
bright  hght  on  some  particular  object— floodlights  give  light  of  lesser  brilliance 
over  a  larger  area.  Both  add  drama  and  sparkle  to  a  window.  High  lighted 
merchandise  has  been  proved  to  move  faster. 

Besides  the  regular  Spotlight  and  Floodlighting  Equipment  there  are  two 
new  lamps— the  Projector  lamp  and  the  Reflector  lamp.  The  Projector  lamp  is 
available  in  the  Spotlight  or  Floodlight  type— the  Reflector  lamp  can  he  used 
only  as  a  spotlight. 

Advantages  of  these  lamps  are  that  they  are  easy  to  install  and  clean; 
modern  in  appearance;  and  the  reflector  and  lamp  filament  are  always  in  focus 
since  they  are  built  as  one  unit.

Color  must  be  used  carefully-clashing  colors 
spoil  your  effect.  Too  strong  color  in  too  many  spots  distracts— people  see  the 
color,  not  the  merchandise. 

If  you  are  displaying  highly  colored  merchandise,  use  colored  light  sparingly 
or  not  at  all. 

Using  Color  With  White  Spotlights  ...  Try  flooding  your  window  with 
a  soft  color.  Then  turn  a  white  spotlight  or  floodlight  on  the  central  idea.  The 
white  light  makes  the  merchandise  stand  out  in  its  natural  color  against  a  back- 
ground of  color. 

Color  Reduces  Lighting  Intensity  .  .  .  Where  you  use  color  filters  you 
either  get  less  light  in  the  window,  or  will  have  to  increase  your  lighting  in- 
tensities by  using  higher  wattage  lamps. 

Do  Not  Use  Color  Lighting  When  Fighting  Daylight  Reflections  ■  •  •  ^^ 
get  rid  of  street  reflections  in  daytime  you  use  high  intensity  lighting.  Adding 
color  reduces  the  intensity  of  the  light,  and  increases  the  reflection  trouble.

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OTHER'S  DAY  began  to  be  observed  about  31  years  ago  and  was 
established  by  Presidential  proclamation  in  1914.  Someone  had  dis- 
cerned what  seemed  to  be  a  lack  of  appreciation  of  their  parents  on 
the  part  of  sons  and  daughters.  The  expansion  of  this  country  and  a 
consequent  separation  of  faniilies  were  in  part  responsible  for  this, and 
in  part  the  desire  of  parents  to  be  as  independent  of  their  children  as  their  children 
desired  to  be  of  them  was  responsible.  But  mostly,  the  seeming  indifTerence  of  the 
younger  generation  was  just  the  slowness  we  all  experience  in  getting  our  eyes  open. 
In  youth  we  accept  our  parents  as  we  accept  the  trees,  the  clouds  and  the  sun; 
they  are  part  of  the  world  scene,  they  serve  us.  Often,  long  years  after,  when  we  have 
children  of  our  own,  and  when  perhaps  the  old  loved  faces  have  vanished,  we  be- 
gin to  realize  the  devotion  that  shielded  our  infancy  and  endured  the  thoughtless 
exuberance  of  our  youth.  Hence  it  is  that  the  real  celebrants  of  this  Day  are  those 
who,  having  reached  maturity,  look  back  and  clearly  see  the  things  to  which  then 
their  eyes  were  holden.  That  is  the  true  Mother's  Day  when  soon  or  late  there 
dawns  on  us  the  sense  of  what  a  Mother  was  in  our  unknowing  years.  But  it  is 
sometimes  rather  bitter  remembering  our  blindness,  unless  we  know — and  of  it  we 
may  be  quite  sure — that  Mother  understood  this  also  and  was  content  to  wait  the 
verdict  of  our  later  years. 

So  today  has  been  celebrated  in  a  multitude  of  different  ways  and  moods  ac- 
cording to  the  insight  we  have  attained.  But  what  do  Mothers  themselves  think 
of  this  Day.?  Certainly  it  was  not  they  who  put  it  in  the  calendar.  There  are  many 
things  for  which  they  gladly  would  forego  the  set  observance  and  its  offerings. 
Indeed,  would  Mothers  place  themselves  in  the  center  of  the  picture  at  all;  would 
they  not  rather  their  children  were  there.?  All  the  pleasant  things  that  Mother's  Day 
evokes — the  sweets  and  flowers,  the  long-delayed  letter  or  the  long-awaited  visit — let 
not  one  of  them  be  diminished:  but  what  gift  would  she  prefer  had  she  the  choice.? 
She  would  choose  that  her  sons  and  daughters  should  be  individuals,  intelligent,  honor- 
able and  independent.  Not  tawdry  copies  of  cheap  and  perishable  fashion.  If  you  talk  what  every- 
one is  talking;  if  your  opinions  come  of  hearsay  rather  than  thought;  if  you  chew  what  everyone 
is  chewing,  and  sing  what  everyone  is  singing,  and  drink  what  everyone  is  drinking,  and  wear 
what  everyone  is  wearing;  if  you  read  what  everyone  is  reading  and  slang  what  everyone  is 
slanging — without  having  your  own  reasons  for  doing  so — for  lack  of  courage  ko/  to  do  so  if 
you  don't  want  to,  then  you  hardly  can  be  said  to  be  an  individual.  You  don't  need  a  mind. 
You  will  just  be  moved  along  with  twenty  million  other  robots  and  in  a  few  years  you  will  be 
wondering  what's  wrong  with  the  world.  Be  individual!  Have  a  reason  for  what  you  do!  Don't 
paint  your  mind  with  every  intellectual  cosmetic  that  appears,  like  those  complexions  that  flare 
at  us  in  different  tints  from  week  to  week;  give  your  own  tastes  and  intelligence  a  chance. 
Without  the  better  qualities  a  Mother  still  will  love  you,  but  with  them  the  pain  of  love  will 
be  lightened  by  a  genuine  pride. 

And  having  made  yourself  what  you  were  meant  to  be,  a  Mother  would  choose  as  a  way 
to  honor  her  that  you  should  begin  to  make  the  world  what  //  was  meant  to  be.  There  was  a 
Teacher  of  whom  your  Mother  may  have  told  you  in  childhood,  a  Teacher  who  once  placed  a 
child  in  the  midst  of  his  grown-up  followers,  as  if  to  say:  the  world  is  to  be  judged  by  the  Child, 
and  were  anyone  to  make  life  impossible  for  the  Child  it  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone 
were  hanged  about  his  neck  and  he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea.  A  Mother  thinks  very 
much  the  same  way.  To  her  a  fair  path  for  the  Child — not  a  path  that  eases  effort,  but  a  path 
where  no  enfranchised  evil  lurks — is  of  more  importance  than  all  the  pomp  and  glory  of  the 
world.  She  would  ask  as  a  gift  on  Mother's  Day  a  society  made  fit  for  the  Child,  that  we  may 
have  a  world  fit  for  the  man  and  woman.

SALES  TAX  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Photographers,  Photo  Finishers, 
Photostat  Producers,  and  the  Like 

Photo  finishing  involves  two  operations,  the  developing  of  negatives  and 
the  printing  of  finished  pictures.  If  but  one  charge  is  made  for  both  operations, 
the  entire  charge  is  taxable.  If,  however,  a  charge  is  made  for  the  developing 
of  the  negatives  and  a  separate  charge  is  made  for  the  printed  pictures,  the  tax 
will  apply  only  to  the  charge  for  the  printed  pictures. 

The  tinting  or  coloring  of  photographs  delivered  to  a  photographer  or  photo 
finisher  by  a  customer  constitutes  a  service,  and  the  receipts  therefrom  are  not 
taxable.  Sales  of  materials  to  photographers  and  photo  finishers,  to  be  used  by 
them  in  performing  such  service  and  in  the  developing  of  negatives,  are  sales  at 
retail,  and  the  gross  receipts  therefrom  are  taxable. 

The  sale  of  photostat  copies  by  a  photostat  producer  to  purchasers  for  use, 
constitutes  a  sale  of  tangible  personal  property  at  retail,  and  gross  receipts  there' 
from  are  taxable;  likewise,  sales  of  frames,  kodak  films,  and  other  articles  by 
photographers  or  photo  finishers  to  purchasers  for  use,  are  sales  at  retail,  and  gross 
receipts  therefrom  are  taxable. 

Gross  receipts  from  sales  of  photographs  by  commercial  or  portrait  photog' 
raphers  are  taxable.  However,  gross  receipts  from  sales  to  photographers  of 
materials  which  become  an  ingredient  or  component  part  of  the  finished  picture, 
such  as  mounts,  frames,  and  sensitized  paper,  are  not  taxable,  as  these  materials 
are  purchased  for  resale.  Gross  receipts  from  sales  of  materials  that  are  used 
in  the  manufacture  or  fabrication  of  such  pictures  and  do  not  become  an  in' 
gredient  or  component  part  thereof,  such  as  chemicals,  films,  plates,  proof  paper, 
cameras,  trays,  etc.,  are  taxable. 

Persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  photo  engraving  and  lithography,  and 
selling  lithographs  and  photo  engravings  to  others  for  use  in  printing  advertising 
matter,  or  other  printed  matter,  are  making  sales  at  retail,  and  the  gross  receipts 
therefrom  are  taxable. 

Laboratories,  hospitals,  physicians,  surgeons,  and  dentists  are  regarded  as 
consumers  of  X-ray  film  used  by  them,  and  the  tax  applies  to  the  gross  receipts 
from  the  sales  of  X-ray  film  to  them.

What  Is  Resolving 
Power? 

A  FREQUENT  question  from  pho- 
tographers is,  "What  is  the  circle 
Df  confusion  of  my  lens?"  In  reply 
Jiey  usually  get  a  definite  figure  from 
:he  lens  maker,  a  value  varying  from 
1/2000"  to  1/250";  the  lens  man 
Drobably  makes  his  answer  a  conserva' 
;ive  one,  depending  on  the  focal  length 
ind  speed  of  the  customer's  lens  and 
:he  purpose  for  which  the  information 
s  to  he  used.  But  that's  not  the  whole 
;tory. 

What  the  photographer  really  asks 
'or  is  the  si2;e  of  the  smallest  detail  that 
le  can  develop  on  a  negative  made 
mth  his  lens.  This  brings  up  a  lot  of 
questions  in  addition  to  the  power  of 
he  lens  to  separate  fine  detail.  This 
•esolving  power  of  the  lens  is  only  one 
actor.  But  it  is  an  important  one  and 
vill  be  considered  first. 

What  does  resolving  power  mean, 
ind  how  can  it  be  expressed  in  figures? 
t  is  simply  a  way  of  measuring  sharp' 
less  in  the  image  formed  by  the  lens, 
.nd  a  good  way  of  stating  it  is  to  give 
he  number  of  lines  per  inch  that  the 
ens  will  show  as  separate  and  distinct. 
Po  test  a  lens  for  resolving  power,  line 
argets  of  maximum  contrast  are  pho' 
ographed  greatly  reduced  in  size.  The 
legatives  are  measured  under  a  micrO' 
cope  to  find  the  number  of  lines  that 
how  as  clearly  separate.  The  negative 
naterial  must  have  sufficient  resolv 
ng  power  to  record  the  results,  and 
ine-grained  slow  materials  Hke  spec 
roscopic  plates  and  Panatomic  or 
4icrofile  Film  are  often  used  for  this, 
n  this  way  it  is  possible  to  determine 
he  photographic  resolving  power  of  a 
:ns. 

Thus  the  lens  maker  finds  out 
vhether  his  product  is  suitable  for  its 
)urpose.  For.  ordinary  photographs 
hat  are  viewed  without  magnification 
T  enlargement  at  a  normal  distance 
f  twelve  to  fifteen  inches,  the  limit 


of  resolving  power  necessary  is  that  of 
the  eye — about  250  lines  per  inch. 
Therefore,  good  lenses  for  view  cam- 
eras of  eight-inch  focus  and  longer 
should  be  made  with  this  degree  of 
sharpness.  If  the  picture  is  to  be  en- 
larged two  times,  we  need  twice  as 
much  resolving  power,  or  500  lines 
per  inch,  and  for  ten-time  enlarge- 
ment, 2500  lines  per  inch.  It  is  for 
this  reason  that  lenses  for  miniature 
cameras  must  have  very  high  resolving 
power.  Because  of  their  short  focal 
length  it  is  fortunately  possible  to 
make  them  so. 

If  we  sum  up  the  information,  it 
will  appear  as  follows: 

Resolving  Power  Required  Of 
Photographic  Lenses 
Normal  Eye  at  12 — 

15"  viewing  distance....  250  lines  per  in. 
Normal  Photograph — 

no  enlargement  250  lines  per  in. 

2X  enlargement 500  lines  per  in. 

3X  enlargement 750  lines  per  in. 

5X  enlargement 1250  lines  per  in. 

lOX  enlargement 2  500  lines  per  in. 

1 5X  enlargement 3750  lines  per  in. 

The  resolving  power  of  the  film  or 
plate  must  be  sufficient  to  accept  and 
record  this  fine  detail.  The  following 
are  considered  to  be  good  average 
values:

Super  XX  1 140  lines  per  in. 

Panatomic  1400  lines  per  in. 

Microfile    3300  lines  per  in. 

This  company  is  firmly  convinced 
that  its  high  quality  lenses  are  designed 
and  made  to  a  quality  sufficient  to 
meet  these  requirements  and  that  its 
Velostigmat  lenses  do  have  a  higher 
resolving  power  than  normal  negative 
materials. 

In  many  cases,  therefore,  it  is  not 
only  a  circle  of  confusion  of  the  lens 
that  should  be  considered  in  comput- 
ing depth  of  focus  and  other  optical 
data.  It  may  be  that  the  grain  of  the 
film  is  larger  than  the  lens  circle  of 
confusion.  In  such  cases  the  film  re- 
solving power  is  the  limit  of  sharpness 
in  the  picture,  and  this  possibility 
should  always  be  taken  into  account.

It  seems  the 
unbreakable  line  of  graduates  and 
funnels  we  have  won't  take  boiling 
water  or  straight  Acetic  Acid  Glacial. 
For  that  matter,  what  will? 

When  you  clean  or  use  unbreakable 
graduates  or  funnels,  don't  use  boil- 
ing water.  They  won't  last  as  long 
as  if  the  water  is  a  little  cooler.  As 
to  Acid,  you  don't  use  it  straight  any- 
way, so  Acetic  Acid  #8,  or  diluted,  is 
OK. 


Sorry— We  Can't  Do  It 

Why?  Here's  the  reason — I  heard 
Mr.  Miller  explain  to  a  customer  that 
we  would  not  be  able  to  supply  the 
Quarterly  Supplements  for  the  Photo- 
Lab-Index  Book  because  in  the  book 
is  a  bound  page  which  the  owner  of 
the  book  fills  out  and  sends  direct  to 
the  publisher.  I  suppose  they  have  to 
do  it  that  way  so  that  only  buyers  of 
the  book  will  get  the  service.  I  thought 
you  ought  to  know  this  so  you 
wouldn't  write  in  for  a  service  we 
can't  give  you.

Miller  said  it  was  the  most  complete 
collection  of  photo  facts  he'd  ever 
seen. 

How  to  Save  Money 

Chet  Jennings,  in  the  Order  De- 
partment, gave  me  this  idea.  He  ex- 
plained that  whenever  customers  com- 
plain about  a  lamp  in  a  movie  pro- 
jector being  defective  or  burnt  out, 
it's  usually  because  the  voltage  on  the 
line  was  higher  than  what  the  lamp 
was  made  for.  If  you  bum  a  100- volt 
lamp  on  a  110-volt  circuit  you  get 
more  light  but  less  life.  Better  burn  a 
110-volt  lamp  on  a  llO-volt  circuit. 
Might  even  be  necessary  to  burn  a 
120- volt  lamp  on  a   120- volt  circuit. 

Do  this  and  the  bulbs  will  last  longer.

mrRODuciHG— 

E.  F.  Seifert  .  .  . 

E.  F.  Seifert  remeni' 
bers  but  little  of  his 
birthplace  in  Sacson, 
Germany,  where  he 
was  born  in  1861.  By 
the  time  he  was  nine, 
his  parents  had  mi- 
grated and  settled  on  a  farm  in  Mis- 
souri. In  1878  they  again  moved 
westward  and  settled  on  a  homestead 
near  King's  Valley,  Oregon.  Mr. 
Seifert  can,  therefore,  support  several 
claims,  one  of  which  is  that  of  being 
an  old-timer  in  our  West. 

As  a  boy,  he  took  no  interest  in 
farming,  but  he  did  like  to  hunt  and 
fish.  And  no  wonder,  for  what  boy 
would  fail  to  enthuse  over  hunting 
and  fishing,  such  as  could  be  found  in 
Missouri  and  Oregon  in  those  days? 

We  were  unable  to  learn  just  how 
Mr.  Seifert  made  his  first  contact  with 
photography.  We  know  that  he  has 
been  a  photographer  since  1880,  or 
for  60  years.  He  has  specialized  in 
commercial  work  and  has  handled 
some  important  assignments. 

At  one  time,  he  made  a  series  of 
pictures  for  a  copper  mining  company, 
on  the  strength  of  which  the  com- 
pany sold  almost  two  million  dollars' 
worth  of  stock.  At  another  time,  he 
made  a  series  of  pictures  for  a  real 
estate  project  in  Florida,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  sale  of  many  acres  of 
land. 

Mr.  Seifert  never  married.  He  has 
been  around  a  bit,  having  owned  or

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DARKROOM 
HINTS 

SOME  of  us  may  have  the  idea  that 
the  darkroom  must  of  necessity  he 
painted  a  dark,  drab,  cheerless  color 
in  order  to  assure  safety.  This  mis- 
taken notion  may  be  responsible  for 
slowing  up  our  darkroom  work  and 
making  darkroom  tasks  disagreeable  to 
perform. 

Fortunately,  special  paints  for  use 
exclusively  in  film  processing  rooms 
and  in  fluoroscopic  rooms  have  been 
developed  which  serve  to  increase  safe 
visibility  in  the  darkroom  and  to 
hasten  eye  accommodation  either  when 
entering  or  leaving  the  darkroom. 
Thus  these  special  paints,  by  improv- 
ing our  working  conditions,  contribute 
to  better  efficiency  and  at  the  same 
time,  because  they  are  light  in  color, 
transform  the  darkroom  from  drabness 
into  cheerfulness. 

As  a  result  of  improper  or  of  an 
absence  of  ventilation  in  the  dark- 
room, too  many  of  us,  even  in  cool 
weather,  may  be  inclined  to  associate 
our  darkrooms  with  stories  we  have 
heard  about  the  Black  Hole  of  Cal- 
cutta. In  hot  weather,  a  damp,  stuffy, 
poorly  ventilated  darkroom  may  easily 
become  almost  unendurable  if  there  is 
much  film  processing  to  do. 

While  in  some  sections  air  condi- 
tioning would  seem  to  be  the  ideal 
solution,  in  most  cases  it  may  be  im- 
practical because  of  cost.  Then,  too, 
all  that  may  be  required  to  make  the 
darkroom  a  more  comfortable  place  in 
which  to  work  is  the  installation  of  a 
suitably  designed  darkroom  ventilator. 

Such  a  ventilator  must,  of  course, 
bar  all  white  light  from  entering  the 
darkroom;  and  yet  it  must  allow  free 
passage  of  an  adequate  volume  of  air 
to  insure  proper  ventilation  of  the 
room.  Inexpensive  darkroom  venti- 
lators having  no  moving  parts  are 
available    for   this    purpose,    and    are

Board,  designed  to  stand  on  the 
baseboard  of  an  enlarger,  provides  a 
convenient  method  of  making  214  x 
3!/4-inch  enlargements  from  35  mm.

The  board  consists  of  a  metal  mask 
hinged  to  a  base.  A  white  insert  in 
the  base  serves  as  a  focusing  pad,  thus 
eliminating  the  necessity  of  using  a 
piece  of  photographic  paper  for  focus- 
ing purposes. 

After  focusing,  the  sensitized  paper 
is  placed  (emulsion  side  down)  under 
the  four  guide  pins  on  the  metal  mask. 
This  method  of  loading  produces 
prints  free  from  blemishes,  since  the 
operator's  fingers  need  only  touch  the 
back  of  the  paper.  The  board  is  de- 
signed for  2/2  x  3|/2'inch  paper,  mak- 
ing 2 14  X  3>4'inch  prints  v^nth  Ys'inch 
white  margins. 

After  loading,  the  metal  masking 
frame  is  turned  down  on  the  printing 
plane  for  the  exposure. 

Two  paper  bins  are  provided  in  the 
base  of  the  board  for  holding  unex- 
posed and  exposed  papers.  It  will  be 
found  convenient  to  expose  several 
prints  and  develop  them  all  at  one 
time. 

The  under  side  of  the  board  is  cov- 
ered with  soft  rubber  to  prevent  it 
from  slipping  on  the  enlarger  base-

WOLLENSAK 
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Corporation  vs.  Partnership 

By  J.  L.  Bell 

ComptroUer  of  FiNK-RoSELlEVE 

AT  times  the  question  arises  as  to 
whether  or  not  to  change  from 
a  partnership  or  sole  proprietorship  to 
a  corporation.  In  some  cases  quite  a 
few  perplexing  questions  arise,  and 
one  is  constantly  in  a  quandary  trying 
to  decide  the  best  form  of  business 
organization.  I,  therefore,  will  list 
some  of  the  commonly  known  advan' 
tages  and  disadvantages  of  a  corpora' 
tion  over  other  forms  of  business  or- 
ganization : 

Advantages 

1.  Continuity  of  Life:  A  partnership 
may  be  dissolved  by  the  death,  in- 
sanity, bankruptcy  or  withdrawal 
of  a  partner.  Corporations  can  be 
dissolved  only: 

(a)  By   agreement   of   the   stock- 
holders; 

(b)  Expiration     of     the     charter 
period; 

(c)  Forfeiture  of  the  charter  by 
the  state; 

(d)  Judicial  decree. 

2.  Legal  Entity:  The  partnership  has 
no  legal  existence,  apart  from  the 
partners  who  compose  it.  There- 
fore, the  partnership  cannot  sue  or 
be  sued,  and  a  partnership  may  be 
bound  by  the  acts  of  an  individual 
partner,  even  though  the  acts  are 
performed  without  the  knowledge 
or  consent  of  either  partner.  The 
corporation,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
a  legal  entity.  It  can  sue  and  be 
sued.  Furthermore,  a  corporation 
is  not  bound  by  the  arts  of  the 
stockholders,  but  only  those  acts  of 
the  stockholders  or  directors  in  a 
properly  assembled  meeting  of  the 
corporation. 

3.  Limited  Liability:  A  corporation 
being  a  legal  entity  is  the  only 
source  of  collection  in  case  of  dis- 
solution. Whatever  the  corpora- 
tion has  is  all  that  can  be  collected, 
and  the  stockholders  have  no  fur- 


ther liability.  However,  in  partner- 
ship, the  entire  private  resources 
of  all  partners  are  subject  to  all  of 
the  firm  debts. 
4.  The  stock  system,  which  is  a  part 
of  the  corporate  set-up,  allows  easy 
transfer  of  shares,  and  this  has  the 
following  advantages: 

(a)  The  stockholder  may  sell  his 
stock  whenever  he  desires,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other  stockhold- 
ers. The  partner  has  no  right  to 
withdraw  from  the  partnership 
without  the  consent  of  the  other 
partners. 

(b)  The  death  of  a  partner  dis- 
solves the  partnership,  and  the 
partners'  heirs  cannot  succeed  to 
his  status  as  a  partner  without  the 
consent  of  the  other  partners. 

(c)  The  stockholder  can  pledge 
his  stock  as  collateral  for  loan.  The 
partner  cannot  easily  pledge  his 
partnership  interest. 

(d)  A  partnership  with  many 
partners  would  he  unwieldy  and 
cumbersome.  A  corporate  form 
facilitates  the  establishment  of  busi- 
nesses with  a  great  number  of  in- 
vestors, but  with  centrahzed  con- 
trol. 

Disadvantages 

1 .  A  corporation  is  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  state  in  which  it 
is  organized,  and  of  other  states,  if 
it  is  engaged  in  interstate  com- 
merce. 

2.  A  corporation  may  not  engage  in 
any  business  other  than  the  one 
specified  in  its  charter. 

3.  The  corporate  capital  stock  may 
not  be  increased  above,  or  decreased 
below  the  amount  specified  in  its 
charter,  without  authorization  by 
the  state. 

4.  Corporations  desiring  to  do  busi- 
ness in  other  states  must  first  ob- 
tain licenses  and  pay  fees  to  do  so. 

5.  The  recording  of  minutes  of  stock- 
holders' meetings,  and  limitations 
to  the  powers  of  action  imposed

Window  Backgrounds 

THE  background  of  your  window 
is  very  important,  and  may  dc' 
feat  your  efforts  to  arrange  an  attrac- 
tive window,  unless  thoughtfully  ar- 
ranged. 

A  Simple  Background  is  Best  in 
Most  Cases  because  it  permits  the 
merchandise  to  stand  out.  By  simple, 
we  mean  that  you  don't  want  distract- 
ing colors  and  intricate  design. 

Your  background  serves  two  pur- 
poses— it  centers  attention  within  the 
window  by  shutting  out  the  activity 
inside  the  store;  and  it  lends  tone  to 
the  window  while  providing  a  foun- 
dation on  which  to  build  your  dis- 
plays. 

Backgrounds  may  be  permanently 
built,  or  made  of  crepe  paper,  card- 
board or  cloth. 

Light  Colors  Reflect  Light;  Dar\ 
Colors  Absorb  It.  The  light  reflecting 
quality  of  paint  can  vary  from  as 
much  as  85%  light  reflected  by  an  off 
white,  down  to  only  7%  from  a  dark 
green!  If  you  wish  to  economize  on 
the  amount  of  light  you  use,  be  sure 
you  use  light  colored  backgrounds. 

If  you  are  using  a  wood  background, 
remember  that  the  dark  woods  such 
as  walnut  or  English  oak  do  not  give 
good  light  reflection.  Undoubtedly 
they  are  dignified,  and  have  their 
place.  But  if  you  want  a  high  inten- 
sity lighted  window,  do  not  use  dark 
backgrounds.  You  can,  however,  use 
them  for  trim  or  frame,  without  too 
much  loss  of  light.

At  this  point  the  magazine 
Doks  like  a  new,  unexposed  roll.  In  loading  the  camera,  please  be  sure  that  the 
apered  leader  is  securely  attached  to  the  take-up  spool;  otherwise  it  may  become 
letached  after  the  back  of  the  camera  is  in  position,  and  you  would  not  be  aware 
hat  pictures  were  not  being  taken. 

To  guard  against  this,  make  it  a  practice  to  observe  if  the  rewind  knob  is 

urnina  as  the  film  is  wound  after  each  exposure.  This  can  also  be  checked  after 

few  turns  of  the  winding  knob  have  been  made  by  turning  the  rewind  knob. 

t  will  stop  turning  after  all  the  slack  film  has  been  wound,  indicating  that  the 

eader  is  securely  attached  to  the  take-up  spool.

Adele  Dieren-La 
Perla  Truex  is  a  native 
of  Milwaukee,  Wiscon- 
sin. Her  father,  Charles 
Dieren,  was  a  local  real 
estate  operator  who  was 
also  well  known  as  an 
artist  and  a  linguist,  with  a  number 
of  languages  to  his  credit.  Her  mother, 
Emilie  Meissing-Dieren,  was  locally 
well  known  as  a  singer. 

At  the  age  of  5  the  family  moved 
to  Kansas  City,  where  Adele  was 
educated  in  the  local  schools,  gradu- 
ating from  Spalding's  College.  She 
then  attended  the  Kansas  City  School 
of  Fine  Arts  where  she  became  an 
honor  student  with  6  of  her  paintings 
awarded  first  prize.  She  later  con- 
tinued her  art  studies  at  the  Califor- 
nia School  of  Fine  Arts  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, but  that  is  getting  ahead  of  the 
story. 

By  this  time  you  probably  know 
that  art  is  paramount  in  her  thoughts. 
It  is  only  natural  that  she  should 
take  an  interest  in  photography  and 
her  first  contact  with  studios  was  in 
such  local  studios  as  Strauss  Payton, 
Thompson,  Bauer  and  the  Parisian 
Studio.  She  later  opened  and  oper- 
ated her  own  studio  where  she  was 
able  to  command  prices  from  $40.00 
to  $60.00  a  dozen  for  SxlO's,  and 
$30.00  each  for  colored  portraits. 

Like  many  other  photographers, 
she  decided  to  come  to  California  and 
locating  in  Oakland  she  operated  the 
LaPerla  Studio  at   13th  and  Broad- 


way. After  a  number  of  years  in 
Oakland,  she  moved  the  studio  to 
Pittsburg,  in  Contra  Costa  County. 
Her  studio  is  located  there  today  at 
18  East  4th  Street. 

Mrs.  Truex  is  first,  last  and  always 
an  artist  and  a  photographer.  Her 
husband  assists  but  she  is  the  artist. 
With  all  we  have  said  about  her  art, 
believe  it  or  not — if  she  were  to  take 
up  another  line  of  activity  she  would 
choose — Mining!  She  is  interested  in 
mining  operations  in  Trinity  County. 
Mr.  Truex  is  a  member  of  the  Ki- 
wanis  Club  where  he  represents  pho- 
tography, and  is  also  a  member  of  the 
local  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Many 
pictures  made  in  her  studios  have 
been  selected  for  exhibition  in  na- 
tional and  international  salons.  Visit- 
ing photographers,  who  would  like  to 
discuss  art  and  its  relationship  to 
modern  photography,  will  always  find 
a  welcome  in  her  studio.

Then  the  lighting  intensity  was  in- 
creased, and  the  showcases  given  even, 
glareless  light.  1789  people  passed  by, 
but  213  stopped.  Nearly  6  times  as 
many  people  stopped. 

Showcase  Lighting  Must  Be  Even, 
Glareless,  Without  Dazzle.  The  light- 
ing source  must  be  concealed  from 
both  customer  and  salesperson.

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A  Threat  (?)  to  Portraiture

MANY  professional  portrait  pho- 
tographers have  been  somewhat 
alarmed  and  much  concerned  over  the 
popularity  of  the  miniature  camera, 
and  its  apparent  invasion  of  the  por- 
trait field.  The  big  noise  which  certain 
popular  weeklies  have  voiced  for  some 
years  extolling  the  superior  virtues  of 
candid  camera  photography  has  not 
contributed  to  the  comfort  or  peace  of 
mind  of  the  long-suffering  portraitist. 
As  is  the  case  with  everything  which 
might  be  labeled  new,  there  have  been 
enthusiastic  devotees  who  predicted 
that  the  new  apparatus  would  solve  all 
problems,  obsolete  everything  that  pre- 
ceded it,  and  usher  in  a  new  era;  that 
now  the  ins  are  out,  and  the  outs  are 
in.  Enthusiasm  went  so  far  as  to  in- 
fluence a  few  thoughtless  souls  to 
prophesy  that  the  candid  camera  would 
entirely  replace  the  older  and  larger 
cameras. 

Such  prophecy  was  ridiculous  and 
good  for  a  long  laugh.  It  sounded  a 
little  like  a  college  sophomore  sporting 
his  brand-new  fraternity  pin  and 
spouting  philosophies.  In  fact,  I  would 
wager  these  very  prophesies  came  from 
sources  not  too  remotely  removed  from 
undergraduate  intelligence  and  experi- 
ence. 

Ever  since  photography  has  been  a 
commercial  industry,  record  pictures 
have  been  made  which  in  their  final 
analysis  were  nothing  more  than  can- 
did camera  pictures.  They  differed 
only  by  a  larger  negative  size  and  were 
really  more  of  a  threat  to  the  profes- 
sional photographer  than  the  tiny  nega- 
tives of  today.  The  record  pictures  of 
yesterday,  with  their  large  negatives, 
offered  opportunities  for  selective  defi- 
nition and  subsequent  control  methods 
which,  under  the  manipulation  of  a 
competent  craftsman,  might  result  in 
photographs  of  outstanding  merit,  and 
even  pictorial  quality. 


But  the  tiny  negatives  of  the  candid 
camera  offer  httle  opportunity  for  im- 
provement on  the  cruel  recording  of 
the  subject  matter.  They  are  excellent 
instruments  for  picturing  nature  in 
the  raw,  but  nature  in  the  raw  is  sel- 
dom beautiful;  and  certainly  faces 
never  are.  The  miniature  camera  is 
the  answer  to  the  photographic  oppor- 
tunist's prayer.  To  him  it  is  a  godsend 
in  lightness,  compactness  and  ease  of 
operation.  Its  capacity  for  precision  is 
a  welcome  improvement  and  a  satis- 
faction to  his  soul,  if  he  has  one. 

The  miniature  camera  was  intro- 
duced at  a  propitious  time  to  give  it 
unusual  publicity.  The  art  world  in- 
sisted on  boiling  over  its  tumultuous 
cauldron  of  super-realism  and  photog- 
raphy caught  its  fill  with  the  miniature 
camera.  When  the  whole  art  world 
was  suffering  from  the  Impressionistic 
disease,  we  could  not  escape  some  sort 
of  rash,  and  the  candid  camera  got  it. 

The  public  are  still  not  sold  on  the 
idea.  They  may  not  object  to  super- 
realism when  applied  to  the  other  fel- 
low, but  when  it  "comes  home  to 
mamma""  something  much  less  cruel  is 
preferred.  They  have  only  endured 
the  raw  truth  in  portraiture  until  their 
financial  status  permitted  them  the 
privilege  of  employing  a  capable  pho- 
tographer competent  of  flattering 
them,  and  picturing  them  as  they 
would  like  to  be  instead  of  as  they  are. 

Do  not  be  concerned,  Mr.  Portrait 
Photographer,  if  you  are  the  artist  you 
started  out  to  be.  The  candid  camera 
goblin  will  not  get  you.  If  you  can 
make  people  "look  like  what  they 
ain't,"  if  you  know  the  flattering  story 
of  light  and  shade,  the  proportioning 
power  of  lenses,  the  advantages  of  cer- 
tain emulsions  and  the  richness  of 
certain  papers,  you  need  only  to  prove 
it  to  outwit  the  candidness  of  the  mini- 
ature camera.  In  other  words,  the  job

of    the    portrait    photographer    is    to 
idealize  his  customers,  to  compliment 
them  rather  than  just  to  record  them. 
Then  he  may  expect  patronage. 

The  miniature  camera  is  an  excel- 
lent instrument  for  a  specific  purpose. 
It  was  never  designed  to  supplant  other 
types  of  apparatus,  but  only  to  supple- 
ment them,  and  in  that  capacity  it  has 
a  place  in  the  photographic  sun.  Sales 
records  already  indicate  definitely  that 
this  sector  of  the  boom  in  amateur  pho- 
tography is  no  longer  part  of  the  battle- 
front.  The  minicam,  like  so  many  other 
developments  in  the  general  art  of 
photography,  has  created  a  permanent 
place  for  itself  as  an  adjunct,  for  spe- 
cific purposes,  to  other  types  of  equip- 
ment.

To  most  readers,  the  features  of  the 
precision-built  Supermatic  shutter  may 
be  well  known.

The  No.  2  Supermatic  is  a  rim-set 
shutter  with  9  controlled  speeds  from 
1  to  1/400  sec,  plus  Bulb,  Time,  and 
a  self-timer.  It  must  be  cocked  for  all 
exposures,  even  B  and  T. 

Speeds  can  be  changed  before  or 
after  cocking.  Settings  intermediate  to 
the  markings  on  the  scale  will  not  give 
intermediate  speeds. 

The  speed  scale  is  divided  into  two 
portions — speeds  from  1/400  to  1/25, 
in  black  with  a  black  speed  pointer, 
are  on  the  left  side  and  may  be  used 
safely  with  the  camera  in  the  hand; 
1/10  to  1  second,  and  B  and  T,  are  in 
red  with  a  red  pointer,  and  should  be 
used  only  with  the  camera  on  a  tripod 
or  some  other  firm  support. 

The  coc\ing  lever  is  moved  clock- 
wise to  wind  the  shutter,  and  the 
release  lever  counter-clockwise  to  make 
the  exposure.  There  is  a  cable-release 
socket,  closed  with  a  screw-plug  to 
keep  out  dust. 

The  built-in  self -timer  is  a  separate 
mechanism  with  its  own  cocking  lever, 


which  should  not  be  wound  until  after 
the  shutter  has  been  set  and  cocked. 
Pressure  on  the  shutter  release  lever 
starts  the  delayed-action  mechanism, 
and  the  exposure  is  made  after  a  delay 
of  10  to  15  seconds. 

The  diaphragm  scale  is  at  the  bottom 
of  the  shutter  with  a  conventional 
aperture  pointer  to  control  and  indi- 
cate the  settings. 

Important  Warning:  The  front 
cell  of  a  lens  in  a  Supermatic  shutter 
should  not  he  removed  except  under 
the  most  urgent  necessity.  When  the 
occasion  does  arise,  first  release  the 
shutter  and  self -timer,  set  the  scale  to  a 
slow  speed,  and  under  no  conditions 
coc\  the  shutter  or  move  any  of  the 
controls  while  the  front  cell  is  out  of 
the  shutter.

THE  Mallinckrodt  Chemical  Works 
was   established   in   St.    Louis   in 
1867  by  three  brothers:   Otto,  Gus- 
tavus,  and  Edward  Mallinckrodt,  un-

From  the  start  the  business  was  built 
on  quality  and  service,  and  the  name 
of  Mallinckrodt  has  come  to  be  synony- 
mous with  the  best  in  fine  chemicals.

WHEN  the  1940  Combined  Photographic  Industry  Conventions  and  Trade 
Show  opens  in  the  Stevens  Hotel,  Chicago,  111.,  on  August  19,  that  city 
will  see  a  display  of  photographic  apparatus,  equipment,  materials  and  acces' 
sories  never  before  equaled.

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Merchandise  and  Display 

THE  type  and  cost  of  the  merchan' 
disc  to  a  great  extent  determines 
the  type  of  display.  If  it  is  necessary 
to  mass  a  great  many  items  into  a 
window,  be  sure  to  have  order  and 
design.  Balanced  displays  help  keep 
the  window  from  looking  overcrowded. 
Feature  Your  IVierchandise  around 
the  Attention  Center  of  Tour  "Win' 
dow.  The  attention  center  is  the  one 
place  in  a  window  which  the  eyes  of 
passersby  see  quickest  and  most  easily. 
The  attention  center,  in  the  average 
window,  is  in  the  middle  of  the  back' 
ground  and  approximately  two  feet 
above  the  window  floor — or  about  one 
foot  below  the  eye-level  of  the  average 
shopper  on  the  sidewalk. 

Put  the  merchandise  you  most  want 
to  feature  in  the  attention  center.  Then 
build  your  display  around  it. 

Cleanliness  is  the  most  important 
single  factor  in  a  good  window  display. 
Clean,  shining  glass  windows.  Dust 
and  dirt  keep  people  from  seeing  in 
clearly.  Clean  background  and  floor. 
Clean  merchandise.  And  clean  lamps 
and  reflectors.  Dust  and  dirt  on  re 
Sectors  can  waste  as  much  as  50  cents 
out  of  every  dollar's  worth  of  elec- 
tricity you  buy! 

The  Higher  the  Wattage  of  the 
Bulh,  the  Higher  the  Lighting  Effi- 
ciency, in  most  cases.  A  3  00- watt  lamp 
produces  5,910  units  of  light,  while 
three  100-watt  lamps  produce  4,740 
units  of  light.  You  get  1,170  more 
light  units,  or  over  24%  more  light  for 
the  same  cost  of  electricity. 

Instead  of  using  clusters  of  bulbs,  it 
may  be  better  to  use  one  larger  bulb. 
Caution:  If  the  Hght  sources  are 
spread,  you  may  get  a  spotty  eifect  if 
you  discard  two  lighting  fixtures  and 
use  only  one.     <— j-:— >

WHEN  you  ask  another  business 
man  about  a  customer's  credit 
and  he  says:  "He  always  discounts  his 
bills,"  that  is  about  the  best  recom' 
mendation  the  customer  can  have.

SOME  years  ago  one  of  the  most 
popular  magazines  published  in 
this  country  was  called  ''Success".  It 
was  edited  by  an  able  writer,  Orison 
Swett  Marden,  who  also  wrote  books 
of  an  inspirational  nature,  all  preach- 
ing the  gospel  of  faithful  perform- 
ance, and  earnest  endeavor  and  devo- 
tion to  one's  job.  Both  the  magazine 
and  the  books  dealt  mainly  with  the 
life  stories  of  men  who  had  attained 
the  higher  places  in  the  business  and 
industrial  world.  This  type  of  writ- 
ing had  great  vogue  and  undoubtedly 
did  much  good,  like  most  of  the  plain, 
homely  ways  of  expressing  life  so 
common  at  that  time. 

Looking  back,  one  is  inclined  to  feel 
that  something  of  value  lay  in  the 
simple  faith  with  which  people  then 
accepted  the  habit  patterns  of  busi- 
ness and  industrial  leaders.  What 
mattered  it  if  some  of  these  early 
''success"  stories  were  overdrawn  and 
the  subjects  of  them  made  to  appear 
angehcal  in  their  strivings.  They  set 
wholesome  examples  and  encouraged 
worthy  habits. 

Indeed,  it  may  be  that  many  of 
the  social  and  economic  ills  of  our 
present  day  could  be  traced  to  the 
different  attitude  men  and  women 
now  have  toward  the  work  they  do, 
and  towards  those  who  employ  them 
to  do  it.  Too  often  their  spirit  is  one 
of  hopelessness  and  futility,  when  it 
should  be  just  the  opposite.  A  little 
good,  old-fashioned  zeal  and  construc- 
tive thinking  can  do  wonders  toward 
making  even  a  common-place,  hum- 
drum job  produce  better  returns.  Em- 
ployers everywhere  need  people  who 
will  work  inteUigently  and  accurately, 
and  with  reasonable  dispatch,  with- 
out feeling  oppressed.  And,  it  can 
well  be  added,  the  employer  who  fails 
to  appreciate  and  reward  that  type  of 
faithful  service  is  himself  more  short- 
sighted even  than  the  employees  who 
are  short-changing  him.

His  parents  located  in 
San  Francisco  in  1900,  were  burned 
out  by  the  fire  of  1906,  and  moved 
across  the  bay  to  Alameda. 

We  first  hear  of  him  as  an  enter- 
prising youngster  who  sold  "The 
Saturday  Evening  Post"  during 
World  War  I,  at  the  shipyards.  Not 
merely  waiting  till  asked  for  a  copy, 
but  he  sold  them  to  every  person  he 
could  contact. 

His  sales  efforts  reached  the  atten- 
tion of  the  publishers  and  he  was 
awarded  two  prizes,  a  bicycle  and  a 
camera.  With  his  new,  shiny  bicycle, 
he  toured  the  entire  bay  area,  making 
pictures  of  highways  and  byways,  the 
well  known  and  the  unknown  places, 
finding  a  ready  market  for  many  of 
these  pictures  with  various  publica- 
tions to  which  he  had  entree. 

While  this  experience  built  up  a 
desire  to  be  associated  with  the  pub- 
lishing industry,  an  unexpected  re- 
quest changed  his  future.  A  sudden 
demand  for  a  certain  picture,  from  a 
newspaper,  gave  him  his  first  press 
assignment  and  started  hi  malong  the 
path  of  a  photographer  rather  than 
publisher. 

Now  he  has  a  studio  in  Montebello, 
in  southern  CaHfornia,  at  117  W. 
Washington  Avenue,  established  ten 
years  ago.     His  specialty  is  baby  pic- 


tures but  he  has  been  recognized  in 
other  fields.  Recently,  he  was  sent 
by  the  Los  Angeles  Times  to  a  group 
of  islands  off  the  coast  of  Mexico  to 
photograph  bird  life  and  the  events 
of  the  Western  Bird  Banding  Asso- 
ciation. While  descending  a  steep 
cliff,  and  laden  with  equipment,  a 
mature  sea  gull  gave  him  three  dis- 
tinct wounds  on  the  top  of  his  head. 
(He  dislikes  to  wear  a  hat.)  But 
those  delightful  pictures  that  were 
featured  in  the  gravure  section  are 
ample  condolence  and  compensation. 
The  expedition  was  gone  from  the 
States  three  months. 

Mr.  Cotton  is  an  Odd  Fellow,  and 
holds  membership  in  the  local  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  the  P.A.A.  The 
garden  about  his  home  is  one  of  the 
local  show  places,  useful  and  orna- 
mental. His  prints  are  featured  at 
various  salons,  and  his  three  prize 
winning  Boston  Terriers  are  found  at 
any  dog  show.

From  an  article  by  H.  A.  Paul  in  The  Photolithographer 

IN  AMERICA  we  inherit  the  Yankee  deUght  in  shrewd  bargaining,  along 
with  the  Anglo-Saxon  love  for  square-dealing.  Very  often  the  former  has 
gotten  the  better  of  the  latter.  We  plead  for  the  return  of  fair-play  and 
logic  to  sound  business  practice.  Only  in  this  way  can  the  ever-tightening 
stranglehold  of  costly  unemployment  and  the  increasing  tax  burden  be  broken. 
During  these  hectic  days,  there  seems  at  least  to  be  one  point  upon  which 
our  government,  legislative  and  executive,  and  our  business  structure,  capital 
and  labor,  all  agree :  If  we  are  to  be  relieved  of  costly  relief  burden,  if  we  are 
to  provide  gainful  occupation  for  the  unemployed,  if  we  are  to  avoid  an 
immediate  recurrent  depression — it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  something  like 
normal  price-levels  yielding  normal  profits  be  restored. 

Nevertheless,  despite  the  fact  that  the  seething  political-industrial  pot 
has  boiled  down  to  this  one  agreement,  many  persons  in  both  groups  are  still 
heading  in  the  opposite  direction — wallowing  deeper  and  deeper  into  the 
bottomless  morass  of  under-bidding  and  under-selling.  So  long  as  we  as  indi- 
viduals continue  in  this  direction,  the  nation  as  a  whole  will  suffer;  times  will 
again  get  worse.  When  individually  v^e  do  an  about-face  to  normalcy,  col- 
lective prosperity  will  return. 

Every  time  an  individual  or  concern  temporarily  benefits  by  a  less-than- 
cost  price  on  some  commodity  or  service  purchased,  the  country  at  large  re- 
ceives a  setback.  For  each  individual  or  concern  that  thus  profits,  many 
individuals  and  concerns  suffer.  Business  firms  lose  their  stability;  men  are 
fcrced  out  of  work;  and  your  unemployment  problem  becomes  more  costly 
with  resulting  high  taxes  to  pay  the  bill.  ,     .         • 

We  are  not  concerned  so  much  with  the  unscrupulous  buyer,  the  bargain 
bully  the  peacetime  profiteer  who  uses  his  money-power  to  force  the  purchase 
price'below  cost;  or  with  the  cringing  seller  who  will  ignomimously  stoop  to 
any  level  to  get  an  order.  These  undesirables  are  the  small  minority,  and  soon 
Pass  out  of  the  picture,  victims  of  their  own  shady  practices. 

What  concerns  us  most  are  the  buyers  who,  drunk  with  bargaming 
power,  are  unknowingly  wreaking  misery  on  their  fellow-men  by  their 
thoughtless  activities,  and  the  common  price-slasher  who  decides  hj  -  smar^^ 
and  operates  his  plant  more  efficiently  than  anyone  else,  but  does  not  know 
iTcos'ts  nor  makes  any  effort  to  provide  himself  with  knowledge  of  his  costs 
These  two  elements  have  been  the  deterrent  factors  in  our  return  to  full  re 
employment  and  normal  prosperity.  u„,rpr

"As  to  the  matter  of  checking  the 
zero  position,  the  instruments  are  ad- 
justed at  the  factory;  however,  due  to 
jars  encountered  in  transportation  and 
other  things,  it  may  become  necessary 
to  adjust  the  pointer  to  zero  in  the 
field.  This  is  done  quite  simply  by 
covering  over  the  photoelectric  cell 
and  tilting  the  instrument  to  an  angle 
of  approximately  45  degrees,  being 
sure  that  no  light  reaches  the  cell.  By 
means  of  a  screwdriver,  the  screw  that 
is  located  between  the  calculator  dial 
and  the  indicating  scale  of  the  instru- 
ment is  adjusted  until  the  pointer  in- 
dicates zero.  This  adjustment  is  re- 
ferred to  on  page  18  of  the  instruc-

A  Vacation  Suggestion 

UNITED  STATES  citizens  con- 
templating a  visit  to  Canada 
this  year  will  encounter  no  difficulties 
at  border  points  of  entry.  No  pass- 
ports are  required  of  United  States 
citizens  crossing  the  border  into  Can- 
ada. There  are  no  wartime  restric- 
tions and  a  premium  exists  in  Canada 
on  U.  S.  dollars,  so  that  tourists  visit- 
ing Canada  obtain  the  benefit  of 
favorable  rates  of  exchange. 

It  is  suggested,  however,  that  U.  S. 
citizens  proceeding  to  or  returning 
from  Canada  have  with  them  suffi- 
cient documentary  identification  so  as 
to  satisfy  immigration  officials  as  to 
their  citizenship  status;  for  example, 
an  official  birth  certificate,  an  affidavit 
executed  by  an  older  blood  relative 
concerning  the  birth  data,  automobile 
driver's  license,  lodge  cards,  letters, 
etc.;  for  naturalized  American  citi- 
zens the  certificate  of  their  own  nat' 
uralization  would  suffice,  or  if  citi- 
zenship was  acquired  through  nat' 
uralization  of  the  parent  or  parents, 
such  certificate  or  certificates  should 
be  made  available  in  conjunction  with 
an  affidavit  executed  by  a  parent  con- 
cerning the  existing  relationship  as 
well  as  the  place  and  date  of  the 
child's  birth.       .   ♦.♦   .

Old  Rodeo  Rider 

Jay  Harding,  Santa  Paula  photog- 
rapher who  has  been  taking  pictures 
of  Fiesta  Ranchera  and  Rodeo  com- 
mittee heads  and  the  queen  and  prin- 
cess candidates,  is  no  stranger  to  buck- 
ing horses.

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When  A  Photographer  Buys 


Or  Sells  His  Business 

By  Charles  R.  Rosenberg,  Jr. 


THE  buying  or  selling  of  a  studio 
seems  like  a  very  simple  affair, 
once  the  price  is  agreed  on.  The  new 
man  pays  his  money.  The  old  man 
leaves.  The  new  man  steps  in  and 
takes  possession  of  the  place  and  its 
contents. 

The  transfer  of  a  photographer's 
business,  unfortunately,  is  not  quite 
so  easy  as  that.  Actually,  a  photog- 
rapher concerned  in  such  a  transac- 
tion must  be  sharply  alert  to  forestall 
the  possibilities  of  loss  and  trouble 
that  lurk  in  the  sale  of  a  going  busi- 
ness. 

Foremost  in  the  legal  aspects  of  the 
sale  of  a  photographer's  business  is 
the  jealousy  of  the  law  to  see  to  it 
that  ample  protection  is  given  to  the 
creditors  of  the  photographer  who  is 
seHing  out.  Realistically,  the  law  fig- 
ures that  a  man  scheming  to  evade 
his  obhgations  could  sell  out  his  busi- 
ness, pocket  the  proceeds,  and  be  a 
thousand  miles  away  before  his  credit- 
ors knew  anything  about  it. 

To  prevent  such  a  result,  the  law 
in  all  States  undertakes  to  protect 
creditors  by  imposing  certain  require- 
ments to  be  observed  when  a  business 
is  sold.  If  those  requirements  are  not 
met  and  creditors  are  defrauded  as  a 
result,  the  loss  ordinarily  falls  on  the 
btiver  of  the  business. 

The  details  vary,  but  basic  pro- 
cedure in  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  all  but  three  States  is  that  the 
buyer  of  the  business  must  obtain 
from  the  seller  a  sworn  list  of  the 
seller's  creditors,  with  addresses  and 
amounts  owing.  Then  the  buyer 
sends  to  each  creditor,  usually  by 
registered  mail,  a  notice  setting  forth 
that  he  will  buy  the  business  on  a  cer- 
tain date  and,  in  some  States,  a  list  of 


the  items  being  bought  and  the  prices 
being  paid  for  them.  This  notice 
must  be  given  anywhere  from  five  to 
ten  days  before  the  date  on  which  the 
buyer  expects  to  pay  the  money  and 
take  over,  according  to  the  law  of  the 
particular  State.  Arizona,  California 
and  Washington  require  that  notice 
of  the  sale  of  a  going  business  be 
filed  or  recorded  in  the  office  of  a 
specified  public  official  a  stipulated 
number  of  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
closing  the  deal. 

If  the  required  procedure  is  not 
followed  and  if  as  a  result  creditors 
remain  unpaid,  the  creditors  may 
thereafter  proceed  against  the  buyer 
on  the  ground  that,  so  far  as  the 
goods  received  from  the  seller  are  con- 
cerned, the  buyer  is  a  "trustee"  or 
"receiver"  for  the  seller's  creditors. 

Where  the  amount  being  paid  for 
the  business  is  not  enough  to  pay  the 
seller's  creditors  in  full,  one  of  sev 
eral    possible    arrangements    may    be 
worked    out,    depending   on    circum- 
stances and  the  law  of  the  particular 
State.     The    creditors   may   give   re- 
leases in   full   upon   payment  of  an 
agreed-upon      percentage     of     their 
claims.    Or  they  may  accept  part  pay- 
ment at  the  time  of  sale  and  agree 
that  the  new  owner  is  to  pay  their 
balances  within  a  specified  time.     If 
they  receive  nothing  at  the  time  of 
sale,  they  may  accept  the  new  owner's 
agreement  to  pay  them  in  full  within 
a  certain  time.     Any  such  arrange- 
ment should  be  put  into  a  carefully 
drawn  agreement  between  the  seller, 
the  buyer  and  the  creditors. 

Many  sales  of  photographic  busi- 
nesses involve  the  transfer  of  fixtures 
and  equipment  being  bought  on  in-

stallment  payments  which  may  not  be 
fully  paid  up.  Installment  sales  are 
usually  made  under  one  of  these  three 
legal  arrangements:  bailment  lease, 
conditional  sale,  or  chattel  mortgage. 
If  at  the  time  the  new  man  buys  the 
business,  the  old  photographer  is  in 
default  on  his  installment  contracts — 
that  is,  if  he  is  not  paid  up  to  date, 
the  new  owner  of  the  business  may 
suddenly  find  the  equipment  repos- 
sessed from  him.  His  only  safe  pro- 
tection is  to  get  an  agreement  from 
the  manufacturer  or  supply  house 
which  owns  the  installment  goods 
setting  forth  the  exact  unpaid  balance 
and  the  terms  on  which  he  will  be  per- 
mitted to  pay  it.  This  agreement 
should  also  provide  that  when  he  has 
paid  the  balance  according  to  the 
terms,  the  chattel  mortgage  will  be 
satisfied  or  title  transferred  to  him,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

Where  the  business  is  operated  in 
a  rented  building,  the  seller  should 
assign  his  leasehold  rights  to  the  buy- 
er, and  the  consent  of  the  landlord 
should  also  be  obtained  in  writing. 
Some  leases  provide  that  the  tenant 
cannot  assign  or  otherwise  transfer 
his  interest  in  the  lease  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  landlord. 

If  the  new  man  is  getting  the  old 
photographer's  accounts  receivable  as 
part  of  the  deal,  the  retiring  photog- 
rapher should  execute  a  written  as- 
signment of  the  accounts  to  the  new 
man  and  in  addition  should  sign  a 
notice  to  each  debtor  advising  that  the 
business  has  changed  hands  and  that 
the  new  owner  is  now  the  proper  per- 
son to  whom  the  debtor  should  pay 
his  account. 

If  the  business  is  operated  under  a 
fictitious  or  trade  name  like  "West- 
side  Studio"  and  is  located  in  a  State 
requiring  such  names  to  be  registered, 
the  registration  by  the  former  owner 


should  be  withdrawn  and  a  new  regis- 
tration filed  by  the  new  owner. 

The  sale  of  the  good  will  of  the 
business  implies,  equitably,  that  the 
former  owner  will  not  set  up  in  com- 
petition with  his  successor.  To  re- 
move all  doubt  about  this,  however, 
the  new  photographer,  as  part  of  the 
deal,  should  obtain  a  written  agree- 
ment from  his  predecessor  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  latter  will  not  engage  in 
photography  in  competition  with  the 
new  owner  on  his  own  account,  as  an 
employee  or  in  any  other  capacity, 
within  a  stipulated  time  or  within  a 
specified  radius  of  his  former  place  of 
business.  The  time  might  be  for  a 
certain  number  of  years  and  the 
radius  for  a  stated  number  of  miles. 
These  limitations  as  to  time  and  place 
must  be  such  as  are  reasonably  ap- 
propriate to  protect  the  new  owner 
from  such  competition. 

From  the  seller  of  the  business  the 
buyer  should  obtain  a  bill  of  sale  con- 
taining a  detailed  inventory  of  stock, 
supphes,  fixtures  and  equipment  be- 
ing sold,  a  transfer  of  the  seller's 
"equity''  in  the  installment  goods  and 
contracts  and  a  transfer  of  the  good 
will  of  the  business.  Where  desired, 
the  seller  should  also  convey  to  the 
buyer  the  right  to  use  the  name  under 
which  the  business  is  operated.  The 
use  of  the  name  by  which  the  busi- 
ness is  known  is,  in  a  sense,  part  of 
the  good  will  value. 

Where  the  business  is  incorporated, 
instead  of  buying  goods,  fixtures,  sup- 
plies and  good  will,  the  new  owner 
may  buy  a  majority  of  the  shares  of 
stock  in  the  corporation  and  thus 
gain  control  of  the  corporation  itself. 
In  such  a  deal,  ordinarily,  no  notice 
to  creditors  and  others  is  needed,  for 
the  legal  rights  and  liabilities  of  the 
corporation  simply  continue  as  be- 
fore. The  only  difference  is  that  the 
new  man  now  owns  the  corporation 
through  stock  control.

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Why  Flash  Bulbs  Require 
Careful  Handling 


PHOTOFLASH  lamps  contain  oxy- 
gen that  is  sealed  in  the  bulbs  at 
carefully  measured  pressures  that 
vary  from  about  a  quarter  to  more 
than  three  quarters  of  an  atmosphere 
depending  on  the  size  and  type  of 
lamp.  In  every  case  more  oxygen  is 
used  than  is  required  to  support  the 
combustion  of  the  foil  or  wire.  This 
insures  complete  consumption  of  the 
combustible  material. 

When  the  lamp  is  flashed  the  foil 
or  wire  burns  very  rapidly  in  the 
oxygen  but  by  no  means  instantane- 
ously. This  means  that  the  oxygen  is 
not  consumed  all  at  once:  the  heat 
generated  by  the  burning  foil  or  wire 
raise?  the  temperature  of  the  oxygen 
that  has  not  been  consumed,  increas- 
ing its  pressure.  There  is,  then,  a  very 
brief  period  immediately  after  the 
peak  of  the  flash  during  which  con- 
siderable pressure  is  built  up  in  the 
bulb.  This  pressure  may  amount  to 
something  like  one  or  one  and  a  half 
atmospheres  more  than  normal  at- 
mospheric pressure.  When  the  flash 
has  been  fully  completed  the  pressure 
in  the  bulb  is  lower  than  it  was  ini- 
tially because  most  of  the  oxygen  has 
been  consumed.  The  product  of  the 
burning  of  the  foil  or  wire  in  the 
oxygen  is  aluminum  oxide,  a  whitish 
p)owder  that  is  deposited  on  the  inside 
n(  the  bulb  and  on  the  stem  and  fila- 
ment leads.  It  is  important  that  the 
product  of  the  combustion  be  a  solid 
rather  than  a  gas.  If  gas  were  gen- 
erated, as  in  the  case  of  flash  powder, 
it  would  be  very  difficult  to  keep  the 
lamps  from  exploding  because  much 
higher  internal  pressures  would  be 
built  up. 

The  pressures  normally  developed 
in  Photoflash  lamps  are  not  danger- 
ously   high.     The    highest,    probably 


less  than  three  times  atmospheric 
pressure,  impose  no  great  strain  on  the 
bulbs  since  most  of  them  can  hold  in- 
ternal pressures  as  high  as  ten  atmos- 
pheres. When  a  Photoflash  lamp  ex- 
plodes it  is  usually  because  the  bulb 
has  been  damaged  in  some  way.  Dam- 
age to  the  bulb  may  be  caused  in  any 
number  of  ways,  of  course,  most  of 
which  can  be  included  under  some 
such  expression  as  "excessively  rough 
treatment".  Many  photographers  re- 
move the  lamps  from  the  corrugated 
paper  sleeves  and  carry  them  loose  in 
a  handbag.  Photoflash  lamps  are  re- 
markably rugged  and  stand  such 
treatment  surprisingly  well,  but  there 
is  no  doubt  that  this  sort  of  handling 
often  subjects  lamps  to  severe  physical 
shock.  Occasionally  a  cracked  bulb 
may  be  the  result. 

Another  cause  of  damage  to  the 
bulb  and  hence,  indirectly,  of  explo- 
sion, is  flying  particles  of  hot  metal 
inside  the  lamp  that  strike  the  inner 
surface  of  the  bulb.  Explosions  from 
this  cause  may  occur  if  there  is  a  thin 
spot  in  the  inside  coat  of  lacquer. 
Probably  it  is  not  generally  under- 
stood how  important  the  coating  of 
lacquer  really  is.  All  flash  lamps 
must  have  it,  for  without  it  they 
would  explode  practically  every  time 
if  not  reinforced  by  outside  lacquer. 
White-hot  bits  of  foil  or  wire  coming 
in  contact  with  the  glass  cause  such 
sudden  and  extreme  changes  in  tem- 
perature that  invariably  the  glass 
cracks.  The  function  of  the  inside 
lacquer  coating  is  more  to  insulate 
the  glass  from  the  burning  material 
and  the  heat  than  it  is  to  strengthen 
the  bulb.  Even  with  the  protective 
lacquer  film,  the  abrupt  rise  in  tem- 
perature to  which  the  bulb  is  sub-

it  immediately.  That's  all  there  is  to 
it.  The  number  has  been  photographed 
clearly  and  distinctly  on  the  film  and, 
of  course,  will  not  rub  off. 

A  very  distinctive  feature  of  the 
C-S  Machine  is  that  when  a  holder  is 


inserted,  it  is  automatically  forced  to 
one  side  and  locked  in  position,  firmly, 
so  that  every  number  is  printed  in  the 
same  place  on  the  film  ever>'  time. 

The  lower  pressure  plate  is  so  ad- 
justed that  after  the  removal  of  a 
holder  it  drops  down  to  allow  the  free, 
easy  entrance  of  the  next  holder. 
There  is  no  chance  to  fog  your  film 
tilth  this  device,  even  if  you  made  the 
mistake  of  pulling  the  wrong  slide. 
The  C-S  Daylight  Numbering  Ma- 
chine works  equally  well  with  all  types 
of  Orthochromatic  and  Panchromatic 
Film.

jected  robs  the  glass  of  its  temper  and 
leaves  it  brittle.  Fortunately  the  glass 
retains  its  strength  until  after  the 
momentary  surge  of  pressure  prO' 
duced  by  the  heating  of  the  oxygen 
has  subsided. 

The  coating  of  lacquer  applied  to 
the  outside  of  the  lamp  helps  mate- 
rially to  strengthen  the  bulb,  but  its 
most  important  functions  are  to  (1) 
bind  the  glass  together  so  that  if  some 
defect  should  cause  the  lamp  to  ex' 
plode  fine  pieces  of  glass  will  not  fly 
in  all  directions,  (2)  to  prevent 
scratching  of  bulbs  as  they  rub  to- 
gether in  a  photographer's  carrying 
case.  (Two  rounded  glass  surfaces 
will  become  badly  scratched  when 
rubbed  together  even  gently.)  The 
slight  amber  tint  in  the  outside  lac- 
quer insures  the  customer  of  a  safer 
lamp  because  it  enables  inspectors  to 
detect  at  a  glance  any  departure  from 
uniformity  in  the  thickness  of  the 
lacquer  coating. 

Less  frequent  than  damaged  bulbs 
as  causes  of  Photoflash  lamp  explo- 
sions, but  not  unheard  of,  are  defec- 
tive bulbs.  These  may  include  bulbs 
that  contain  abnormal  strains  or  have 
thin  walls  or  air  bubbles.  The  fact 
that  the  bulbs  used  in  Photoflash 
lamps  are  specially  selected  in  the 
first  place  and  rigidly  inspected  sev- 
eral times  during  the  process  of  manu- 
facture keeps  the  number  of  defec- 
tive ones  that  find  their  way  into  the 
finished  lamps  exceedingly  small. 

Air  leaks  in  Photoflash  lamps  may 
sometimes  cause  explosions,  but  prob- 
ably not  so  often  as  is  generally  sup- 
posed. When  a  lamp  explodes  be- 
cause of  an  air  leak  the  reason  is  more 
likely  to  be  that  the  bulb  has  been 
weakened  by  the  crack  that  admits 
the  air  rather  than  that  excessive  pres- 
sure is  built  up  because  of  the  pres- 
ence of  air.     In  lamps  like  No.  5  for 


example,  the  oxygen  pressure  inside 
the  bulb  before  flashing  is  a  little 
more  than  75%  normal  atmospheric 
pressure  and  even  if  enough  air  is 
admitted  to  bring  the  internal  cold 
pressure  up  to  atmospheric;  pressure 
the  strength  of  an  undamaged  bulb 
should  be  sufiicient  to  hold  the  addi- 
tional pressure  that  will  be  built  up 
when  the  lamp  is  flashed.  The  addi- 
tional pressure  in  such  a  case,  more- 
over, will  not  be  as  great  as  might  be 
expected,  because  the  presence  of 
nitrogen  in  the  bulb  (air  contains 
nearly  80%  nitrogen)  slows  up  the 
burning  and  thus  keeps  the  tempera- 
ture below  what  it  would  be  in  a 
normal  lamp.  Air  lamps  that  explode, 
therefore,  are  generally  lamps  with 
damaged  or  defective  bulbs.  It  is  true, 
nevertheless,  that  there  is  a  certain 
critical  condition  where  the  air  that 
leaks  in  the  bulb  is  sufficient  to  raise 
the  pressure  appreciably  but  not  suffi- 
cient to  dilute  the  oxygen  enough  to 
retard  combustion  to  any  marked  de- 
gree. In  the  rare  instances  in  which 
such  a  condition  obtains,  flashing  the 
lamps  may  result  in  internal  pressures 
considerably  higher  than  normal  and 
even  undamaged  bulbs  conceivably 
might  give  way.  If  the  bulb  of  an  air 
lamp  is  undamaged,  then  some  other 
defect  must  be  present  to  admit  the 
air.  This  might  be  a  crack  in  the  ex- 
haust tube,  the  seal,  or  the  stem  press. 
The  method  of  manufacture  employed 
today  makes  injury  to  those  parts  of 
the  lamp  highly  improbable.  The  cus- 
tomer's chances  of  buying  a  lamp  with 
an  air  leak  in  it  are  greatly  reduced 
by  the  fact  that  all  Photoflash  lamps 
are  held  for  a  period  of  seven  days 
after  manufacture  and  then  tested  for 
air  leaks  before  being  shipped  to  the 
warehouses. 

Lamps  in  which  all  of  the  oxygen 
is  replaced  by  air  are  not  potential 
exploders.  In  such  lamps  the  primer 
will  ignite,  but  this  will  not  generate 
sufficient  pressure  to  cause  an  explo-

But  like 
most  everything  else,  there  are  good, 
bad,  and  indifferent  opaques  to  be 
had.  Substitutes  for  good  products 
are  continually  being  offered  with 
claims  that  ''they  are  just  as  good." 

For  example — let  us  consider  bari' 
um  sulfate.  There  are  several  grades 
of  this  material,  ranging  in  price  from 
lj/2  cents  to  25  cents  per  pound. 
Some  of  it  is  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  paint  and  enamels,  and  in  the  pro' 
duction  of  hard  rubber.  Obviously, 
barium  sulfate  made  for  this  type  of 
work  need  not  be,  and  consequently 
is  not,  highly  refined.  It  contains  all 
sorts  of  impurities  —  mainly  arsenic, 
ferrous  materials,  and  soluble  barium 
salts. 

It's  the  same  old  story.  We  get 
what  we  pay  for.  Occasionally,  we 
may  be  "taken  in''  when  buying  the 
highest-price  product  under  the  as- 
sumption that  it  must  be  the  best. 
This  will  not  happen,  however,  when 
purchases  are  made  from  sources 
which  enjoy  a  good  reputation.  When 
dealing  with  reputable  vendors,  it  is 
usually  a  good  bet  that  the  highest 
price  indicates  the  best  made  or  purest 
article.  It  is  also  a  pretty  good  axiom 
that  when  we  buy  the  best,  we  get 
more  for  our  money  than  when  we 
shop  for  bargains.  For  the  sake  of 
safety  and  performance,  a  barium  sul- 
fate should  be  selected  on  a  basis  of 
purity,  fine  grain,  and  method  of 
packing — with  price  being  the  last 
consideration. 

Select  a  brand  sponsored  by  a  re- 
liable firm;  buy  it  from  someone  who 
knows  what  he  is  talking  about,  in 
order  that  the  product  can  be  truth- 
fully and  clearly  explained  to  you.

sion.  Foil-filled  lamps  that  contain  all 
air  will  burn  slowly  and  relatively 
dimly;  wire-filled  lamps  will  not  burn 
at  all  under  these  circumstances,  al- 
though a  part  of  the  wire  will  be  con- 
sumed by  the  flash  of  the  primer. 
Since  by  far  the  majority  of  Photo- 
flash  lamp  explosions  are  caused  by 
damaged  rather  than  by  defective 
lamps,  it  is  evident  that  the  photog- 
rapher himself  can  do  more  than  any- 
one else  to  minimi2;e  the  frequency  of 
explosions  by  handling  his  lamps  with 
reasonable  care.  This  does  not  mean 
that  the  photographer  should  be  cau- 
tioned to  regard  Photoflash  lamps  as 
fragile  and  delicate,  for  they  are  not, 
and  such  an  implication  would  be  un- 
fortunate. It  does  mean,  however, 
that  he  should  be  discouraged  from 
carrying  his  lamps  loose  in  a  case  with 
other  photographic  equipment,  par- 
ticularly metal  objects  with  sharp 
edges  or  corners,  for  these  can  scrape 
through  the  lacquer  coating  and 
scratch  or  crack  the  bulb.  If  the 
photographer  can  be  persuaded  to 
keep  the  lamps  in  their  sleeves  until 
they  are  used,  so  much  the  better.

"POR  a  number  of  years  one  of  our  accounts  was  known  for  the  regularity 
-L  with  which  statements  were  paid  and  discounted.  During  this  summer  we 
noticed  payments  were  slow  in  arriving  and,  thinking  perhaps  our  statements 
had  been  mislaid  or  not  received,  we  sent  a  reminder.  The  customer's  explana- 
tion is  published  because  it  is  typical  of  a  condition  which  prevails  in  other 
communities,  and  perhaps  this  article  may  serve  as  a  warning  to  some  of  our 
readers  who  may  be  inclined  to  meet  competition  by  lowering  prices,  their 
own  profits  and  their  own  standard  of  living.

The  matter  is  of  a  more  serious  nature. 

"About  June  1  the  'X'  Drug  Company  advertised  frequently 
and  in  liberal  newspaper  space,  and  also  on  streamers  across  the  entire 
front  of  the  store — Developing  and  Printing,  19c  a  roll.  Double-size 
prints  no  extra  charge.  The  T'  Drug  Company  met  this  condition 
with  similar  advertising  and  a  price  of  17c  for  the  same  service. 

"They  took  away  so  many  of  my  customers  as  to  make  it  impos- 
sible to  meet  bills  when  due.  I  have  reduced  my  price  and  am  getting 
some  of  my  customers  back." 

What  has  happened  is  that  no  additional  finishing  is  being  done  in  that 
town  and  the  several  finishers  involved  are  worse  off  than  before.  On  the  basis 
of  a  25%  anticipated  profit,  a  cut  of  20%  in  list  price  means  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  do  400%  more  work  in  order  to  earn  the  same  amount  in  dollars. 
We  doubt  very  much  if  in  the  community  we  have  in  mind,  or  any  other  com- 
munity, low  prices  quoted  by  finishers  to  their  own  disadvantage  will  stimulate 
a  400%  increase  in  the  amount  of  photo  finishing  done  in  the  town. 

Anybody  can  cut  prices,  but  very  few  people  can  restore  them.   Here  is 
something  which  deserves  the  consideration  and  serious  thought  of  every  man 
in  business.

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Facts  Submitted  for  Your 
Consideration 

THERE  seems  to  be  the  usual  hesitation  on  the  part  of  photographers  to 
"anticipate  hohday  requirements,  especially  mountings.  Reports  received 
from  our  roadmen  show  that  photographers  will  postpone  their  holiday  buying 
until  they  are  assured  there  will  be  some  holiday  business  (which  assurance 
usually  arrives  about  December  10).  For  many  years  it  has  been  our  observa' 
lion  that  the  congestion  of  "rush  orders"  at  the  peak  of  the  season  is  pri- 
marily due  to  this  same  feeling  of  uncertainty  and  hesitation. 

This  year  there  is  every  indication  that  there  will  be  more  money  available 
for  holiday  spending  than  in  a  number  of  recent  years.  The  enlistment  of 
many  young  men  in  the  Army,  the  money  spent  in  shipyards  and  munition 
industries,  and  a  number  of  factors  distinctive  to  1940,  indicate  that  photog- 
raphers should  be  encouraged  by  the  prospects  of  holiday  business. 

The  thought  we  would  leave  with  you  has  special  reference  to  the  prob- 
lem of  your  mountings  for  the  season.  It  may  not  generally  be  known  that 
much  of  the  raw  paper  stock  used  in  the  manufacture  of  mountings,  has 
heretofore  been  imported  from  the  Scandinavian  countries.  The  war  has 
definitely  cut  into  shipments  and  American  manufacturers  are  having  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  raw  stock  from  American  producers  who  in  turn  have  many 
unusual  demands  made  on  them  because  the  import  of  other  articles  made  of 
paper  has  likewise  been  stopped. 

There  is  just  so  much  raw  paper  stock  available  and  it  naturally  will  be 
sold  to  the  industry  or  group  of  manufacturers  offering  the  highest  price. 
But  there  are  times  when  even  money  cannot  obtain  delivery  of  required 
supplies.  One  mount  manufacturer  told  us  that  at  this  writing  he  was  short 
of  raw  stock  to  the  extent  of  half  a  million  folders.  Shipments  were  six 
weeks  to  two  months  late  in  reaching  him. 

We  consider  this  of  sufficient  importance  to  bring  it  to  your  attention 
because  if  you  wait  and  place  your  order  during  the  latter  part  of  November, 
it  may  be  too  late.

Keep  a  Record  of  Numbers 

Entirely  too  frequently  we  receive 
a  letter  from  the  former  owner  of  a 
camera  which  is  reported  stolen.  These 
letters  and  other  thefts  which  are  not 
brought  to  our  attention,  indicate  the 
high  rate  of  theft  of  cameras.  We  urge 
every  owner  of  a  camera,  exposure 
meter,  movie  projector  or  similar 
equipment,  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
number  of  the  equipment,  date  of  pur- 
chase and  source  of  supply. 

If  any  of  our  readers  sell  such  equip- 
ment, we  urge  them  to  keep  a  book 
record  showing  the  date  the  equip- 
ment was  received,  from  whom,  to 
whom  sold  and  date.  The  number,  of 
course,  is  the  important  information 
in  a  situation  of  this  kind. 
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Elwood  Distortion  Lens  Boards 


CORRECTS  distortion,  changes 
perspective,  lengthens  or  shortens 
the  image  without  stopping  down  the 
lens  to  small  diaphragm  openings. 

Distortion  cannot  be  corrected  by 
tilting  the  entire  body  of  the  Enlarger.

The 
lens  and  easel  are  the  easiest  and  most 
practical  parts  to  move.  The  axes  of 
the  two  tilted  parts  must  be  parallel 
at  all  times,  regardless  of  the  degree  of 
tilt. 


Drawings,  maps,  buildings,  scien- 
tific subjects  and  ordinary  pictures 
photographed  at  an  angle  can  be  ac- 
curately and  quickly  straightened  to 
exact  scale  measurement.  Snapshots 
taken  at  an  angle  can  be  corrected 
just  as  perfectly  as  if  you  had  used  a 
commercial  camera  with  all  the  adjust- 
ments for  tilting,  swing,  rising  and 
falling  front  and  back,  side  adjust- 
ments, etc. 

This  attachment  accomplishes  all 
these  results  by  the  most  practical  and 
scientific  methods.  The  construction  of 
the  Enlarger  is  not  changed  in  any 
way,  which  means  a  s<~)lid,  rigid  en- 
larger body  free  of  all  vibration.  The 
light  source  is  permanently  fixed,  pass- 
ing the  hght  rays  through  the  negative 
and  lens  the  same  as  if  the  lens  were 
mounted  directly  on  a  plain  lens  board. 


Operation — The  negative  to  be 
corrected  is  projected  on  to  the  easel, 
which  is  placed  on  a  tilting  table.  "The 
table  is  then  revolved  laterally  Ontil 
the  axis  of  the  tilt  is  parallel  to  the 
axis  of  tilt  of  the  camera  when  the 
picture  was  taken.  This  can  easily  be 
determined  by  observation  of  the  pro- 
jected image.  The  table  is  then  tilted 
to  the  right  angle  to  secure  the  desired 
amount  of  correction.  The  lens  is  re- 
volved laterally  to  the  same  number  of 
degrees  as  the  table  and  tilted  until  the 
image  is  sharp  over  the  entire  tilted 
easel.  This  method  eliminates  all 
guesswork  and  trials. 

The  movable  parts  are  clamped  in 
any  p<isition  by  tightening  the  large 
knurled  plastic  knt)bs.  No  change  in 
the  enlarger  is  required  for  attaching 
this  lens  board  to  the  ^  x  7  or  8  x  10 
Elwood  Enlargers.  For  the  AM  Mini- 
ature a  red  screen  is  attached  to  the 
outside,  and  the  sliding  red  screen  is 
removed.  This  requires  drilling  and 
tapping  one  !/4"  hole  in  the  front  of 
the  Enlarger.  All  Elwood  AM  Mini- 
ature Enlargers  are  now  shipped  with 
this  hole  drilled  and  tapped.

Unmounted  photographs,  without 
printing  or  writing  on  the  back,  may 
be  transferred  to  glass  for  display  pur- 
poses by  using  a  mixture  of  glycerine 
and  gelatine.

Glycerine  J4  02;. 

Gelatine  4  oz. 

Water   8  oz. 

Alcohol 3  oz. 

Dissolve  the  gelatine  (ordinary,  un- 
flavored  packaged  gelatine  available  at 
grocers)  in  the  water  with  gentle  heat. 
Add  the  glycerine  and  pour  the  mix- 
ture slowly,  with  continued  stirring, 
into  the  alcohol.

The  new  unit,  to  be  known  as  the 
Kodatron  Specdlamp,  is  intended  for 
photography  in  the  commercial,  illus- 
trative, p<jrtrait,  news,  medical,  scien- 
tific and  technical  fields.  Utilizing  a 
g^-filled,  electrically-operated  flash 
tube,  it  provides  an  extremely  high 
volume  of  light,  comfortable  to  the  eye 
and  well  balanced  for  photographic 
purposes,  at  an  effective  flash  speed  of 
about  1/30,000  second. 

To  the  photographer,  this  new  lamp 
opens  the  way  for  pictures  of  superb 
technical  quality  in  either  black-and- 
white  or  Kodachrome,  at  extremely 
low  illumination  cost,  with  extremely 
small  lens  apertures,  and  with  no 
chance  of  subject  motion  in  the  nega- 
tive or  color  transparency.  A  summary 
of  the  advantages,  as  ascertained  thus 
far,  includes:

1 4.  Low  power  consumption,  which 
effects  a  substantial  two-way  saving: 
firstL  in  lower  electric  bills;  second;  in 
stuaio  wiring  requirements.  The  Ko- 
dat^on  Speedlamp  does  not  require 
the  special  wiring  necessary  for  ordi- 
nary studio  lamps.

Solves  Long-standing  Problems 
With  the  Kodatron  Speedlamp, 
ultra-speed  photography  is  no  longer 
a  laboratory  stunt.  Subject  motion, 
once  a  problem  in  many  fields  of  pho- 
tography, is  now  an  asset.  The  new 
lamp  also  provides  complete  freedom 
from  certain  other  limitations  of  the 
past,  and  greatly  extends  the  range  of 
practical  photographic  subjects,  treat- 
ments or  effects.  For  the  commercial 
and  illustrative  studio,  it  solves  the 
ancient  three-horned  dilemma  of  sub- 
ject motion,  field  depth,  and  adequate 
illumination — especially  in  color  pho- 
tography. In  the  scientific,  medical, 
and  technical  fields,  its  uses  are  virtu- 
ally unlimited.  It  has  definite  applica- 
tion in  portrait  photography,  whenever 
an  apparently  unposed,  characteristic 
effect  is  desired,  or  w^hen  the  subject 
is  a  child  or  unpredictable  pet. 

Where  large  areas  are  to  be  cov- 
ered, the  Kodatron  lamp  has  unusual 
value  because  of  its  long  throw  and 
great  intensity.  In  spite  of  its  apparent 
mildness,  the  single  flash  provides  il- 
luminadon  equivalent  to  that  of  40,- 
000  fifty-watt  tungsten  lamps.  This 
quantity  of  light  is  sufficient  to  provide 
a  fully-timed^  negative  of  an  average 
subject  50  feet  from  the  camera  at  a 


lens  aperture  of  f .  11 ,  when  used  with 
films  especially  recommended  for  this 
type  of  radiation.  Correspondingly 
smaller  apertures  can  be  used  when  the 
subject  is  nearer  the  lamp  (or  lamps) . 

The  Kodatron  flash  is  accomplished 
by  discharging  a  condenser  through  a 
gas-filled  tube.  Ordinarily  110- volt, 
60-cycle  current  is  led  into  the  power 
unit  of  the  lamp,  where  a  specially- 
constructed  transformer  steps  it  up  to 
2,000  volts.  This  current  is  then  recti- 
fied and  used  to  charge  a  condenser. 
When  the  trip  circuit  is  closed  (manu- 
ally, by  a  flash  synchronizer,  or  by  the 
photocell  unit),  the  energy  stored  in 
the  condenser  is  discharged  through 
the  tube  in  approximately  1  /30,000 
of  a  second,  producing  a  flash  of  high 
photographic  efficiency. 

Most  Useful  Speed  Is  I    30,000 

In  photography  with  the  Kodatron 
lamp,  the  time  of  exposure  is  fixed  not 
by  the  shutter  speed  used  but  by  the 
duration  of  the  flash.  An  effective 
flash  duration  of  1  '30,000  second  com- 
bines high  volume  of  light  with  ability 
to  stop  virtually  any  moving  subject, 
except  a  rifle  bullet.  In  these  high 
speed  lamps,  the  time  of  the  flash  is 
determined  by  the  capacity  of  the  main 
condenser  in  the  power  unit.  By  using 
a  smaller  condenser,  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  speed  up  the  flash  to  any  de- 
sired point— such  as  1/1,000,000  of  a 
second,  or  less — but  the  volume  of  light 
would  decHne  correspondingly,  thus 
reducing  the  general  utility  of  the 
lighting  unit.  For  this  reason,  and  on 
the  basis  of  extensive  experiments, 
1/30,000  second  has  been  selected  as 
the  ideal  flash  speed  for  all-around 
usefulness. 

This  flash  speed  is,  of  course,  many 
times  faster  than  the  highest  setting  of 
any  camera  shutter.  It  is  some  800 
times  as  swift  as  the  wink  of  an  eye, 
and  approximately  ten  rimes  as  fast  as 
is  necessary  to  stop  an  athlete  in  action. 
If  one  second  were  represented  as  a 
mile,  the  effective  duration  of  the

Kodatron  flash  would  correspond  to 
about  two  inches  of  this  distance. 

An  interesting  feature  is  that,  owing 
to  persistence  of  the  image  on  the 
retina  of  the  eye,  the  flash  seems  to 
last  about  1/25  to  1/50  second;  and 
when  a  swift- moving  subject  is  photo- 
graphed by  means  of  these  lamps,  it 
will  appear  to  "freeze"  for  just  about 
that  length  of  time. 

Current  Consumption  Is  Small 

With  the  Kodatron  lamp,  one  flash 
can  be  made  every  ten  seconds- — this 
being  the  charging  time  of  the  con- 
denser. The  charging  takes  place  auto- 
matically, and  the  ten-second  period 
allows  convenient  time  for  changing 
film  and  resetting  the  camera  shutter. 
Current  consumption  is  quite  small 
during  the  charging  cycle — about  five 
amperes  at  the  start,  decreasing  in  a 
few  seconds  to  less  than  one  ampere — 
and  this  explains  the  extreme  operating 
economy  of  the  Kodatron  lamps.  Two 
to  three  of  the  lamps  can  be  operated 
safely  on  an  ordinary  house- lighting 
circuit  fused  to  1 5  amperes. 

Quality  of  the  Kodatron  light  is 
excellent  for  photographic  purposes, 
not  only  in  actinic  value  but  also  in 
color  balance.  Excellent  tonal  render- 
ing is  obtained  in  black-and-white  pho- 
tographs on  panchromatic  films  with- 
out the  attendant  over-correction  in 
the  red,  which  is  characteristic  of  these 
materials  when  used  with  tungsten 
illumination.  For  color  photography. 
Professional  Kodachromc  Film  yields 
highly  satisfactory  results  when  used 
with  moderate  correcting  filters,  soon 
to  be  regularly  supplied. 

The  Kodatron  Speedlamp,  as  now 
available,  is  a  compact,  efllicient  studio 
unit.  It  consists  of  a  power  unit 
8x10x9  inches,  and  an  18-inch  spun- 
aluminum  reflector  on  a  telescoping 
steel  stand  which  can  be  extended  to  a 
height  of  8  feet — both  mounted  on  a 
small  tray-top  steel  base  to  which 
rubber-tired,  sv^veled  casters  are  at- 


tached.   Finish    is    gray,    with    some 

metal  parts  finished  in  polished  chrome. 

Portable  For  Assignments 

For  assignments  away  from  the 
studio,  newspaper  ofiice,  or  other  base 
of  operations,  the  reflector  and  power 
unit  alone  may  be  used.  Each  power 
unit  has  a  convenient  carrying  handle 
on  top.  Reflectors  can  be  mounted  on 
tripods,  without  need  of  alterations,  or 
can  be  held  by  assistants.  The  weight 
of  the  power  unit  and  reflectot  is 
about  40  pounds;  that  of  the  complete 
lamp,  with  base,  59  pounds.  Ordinary 
residence,  hotel  or  convention  hall  wir- 
ing is  adequate  for  these  lamps,  as 
noted  above. 

Controls  are  concentrated  in  a  small 
panel  on  top  of  the  power  unit.  These 
controls  include  the  flash  trip,  "off 
and  on"  switch  for  the  main  power 
line,  and  a  rod  pilot  light,  which 
shows  when  the  unit  is  in  operation. 
A  single  cable  from  the  power  unit  to 
the  reflector  carries  wiring  for  both 
the  flash  lamp  and  modeling  light.  The 
lam.p  cable,  and  the  110- volt,  60-cycle 
electric  supply  cord,  plug  into  the 
sides  of  the  power  unit,  and  must  be 
removed  before  the  hinged  top  can  be 
lifted.  This  arrangement — plus  an 
automatic  cut-out  switch  which  func- 
tions as  the  power  unit  lid  is  opened — 
makes  it  impossible  to  touch  a  "live" 
connection. 

Uses  Krypton-Xenon  Mixture 

The  flash  lamp  itself  has  a  tubular 
frosted  glass  shell,  fitting  over  a  spiral 
glass  tube  which  contains  a  mixture  of 
krypton  and  xenon  gases.  This  is  the 
flash  element,  the  gas  heating  to  in- 
candescence when  the  condenser  charge 
is  released  through  it.  Centered  in  the 
coil  of  the  gas  tube  is  the  modeling 
light,  a  V-filament  projection  type 
bulb  of  moderate  wattage  and  long 
life. 

Synchronization  of  the  Speedlamp 
to  the  camera  shutter  action  may  be 
accomplished  by  the  simplest  type  of 
contact  adjustment.  (A  special  syn- 
chronizing unit  for  use  with  shutters 
(Continued  on  Page  21)

having  a  cable  release  socket  is  avail' 
able.)  After  attaching  the  synchron- 
izer, the  shutter  is  simply  held  up  to 
the  lamp,  and  the  release  operated.  If 
the  flash  reveals  the  complete  circular 
aperture  of  the  lens,  synchronization 
is  perfect;  if  the  shutter  blades  are  seen 
partly  opened,  a  slight  further  adjust- 
ment is  necessary.  This  ease  of  check- 
ing makes  it  possible  to  test  the  syn- 
chronization at  any  time,  without  the 
bother  or  expense  of  test  exposures. 

As  many  lamps  as  desired  may  be 
flashed  in  synchronism,  to  cover  large 
areas  or  to  obtain  better  modeling. 
Two  methods  are  practical.  One  is  to 
use  wiring  from  lamp  to  lamp;  the 
other,  to  use  small  accessory  photo- 
electric tnp  units  which  clip  directly 
to  the  lamp  standard. 

Pho+ocell  Control  Is  Convenient 

In  photo-electric  synchronization,  a 
photocell  unit  is  used  on  each  lamp 
except  one,  which  is  connected  by  wire 


to  the  camera  shutter.  Inter-lamp  wir- 
ing is  eliminated,  since  the  shutter- 
actuated  flash  of  the  first  lamp  fires  all 
the  others,  through  the  action  of  the 
photocell  units.  This  method  of  syn- 
chronizing is  particularly  convenient 
when  the  set-up  is  extensive,  or  when 
lamp-to-lamp  wiring  would  be  in  the 
way. 

Outdoors,  or  in  a  dark-walled  studio, 
the  photocell  units  are  effective  at  dis- 
tances up  to  more  than  fifty  feet,  but 
in  these  locations  each  photocell  must 
be  placed  so  that  it  can  "see"  the  first 
lamp.  In  a  studio  with  light  walls,  the 
photocell  units  will  operate  by  reflected 
light,  almost  regardless  of  their  plac- 
ing. They  cannot,  however,  be  acci- 
dentally actuated  by  daylight  or  the 
general  studio  illumination.

He  came  into  this  business  of  "mug 
ging"     pi^)plc     when     photographers 
made  practically  everything  they  u^ed 
They  even  sensitized  the  paper  upon 
which  the  photographs  were  printed 
TTiis  was  aK)ut  the  end  of  the  wet 
plate  days. 

Retouching  at  that  time  was  done 
with  a  sharp  needle.  It  was  a  case  of 
scratching  out  the  elevated  portions, 
rather  than  filling  the  low  ones  in  with 
a  pencil  as  is  the  case  ttxJay. 

When  Scott  made  his  appearance 
on  this  earth,  February  8,  1866.  in 
Philadelphia,  he  wasn't  thinking  aK)Ut 
the  pictures  he  was  going  to  take,  and 
it  wasn't  until  he  was  a  young  man 
that  he  got  the  idea.  At  that  time  he 
was  considered  quite  an  artist,  and  he 
decided  t<i  express  that  art  in  tiking 
pictures  rather  than  trying  to  draw 
them.  It  was  then  he  started  his  ap 
prcnticeship. 

One  of  his  earliest  recollections  was 
when  he  was  in  Muvatine,  la.,  where 
his  father  was  in  charge  of  the 
Herschey  Shetland  Pony  Ranch.  Then 
his  dad  moved  to  Wilton  Junction,  la., 
and   v/ent   into  the  gnKer>'   business. 


and  "Scotty"  was  brought  up  as  a  unit 
in  this  endeavor. 

When  he  had  learned  something  of 
the  art  of  photography,  he  went  to 
Iowa  City,  la  ,  to  work.  The  man  for 
whom  he  worked  lived  on  bread  and 
jam,  and  Scotty  said  he  needed  some 
meat  and  potato  sandwiched  in.  so  he 
quit  and  went  to  Rock  Island,  111., 
where  he  held  his  first  real  job.  When 
he  left  there  for  Topeka,  Kan.,  he  fig- 
ured he  was  going  to  the  "wild  and 
w(xily  West,"  and,  incidentally,  to  the 
jumping'off  place. 

It  was  later,  in  Santa  Fe,  N.  M., 
that  he  had  one  of  his  greatest  experi- 
ences in  the  business  he  was  following. 
He  was  in  charge  of  an  old-fashioned 
photo  tent.  They  were  common  in  that 
day,  but  have  since  faded  from  the 
picture. 

But  this  experience  was  not  as  in- 
teresting as  the  period  he  •^pent  on  the 
Hayncs'  palace  studio  car,  "The  Finest 
Photograph  Gallery  on  Wheels."  It 
was  elaborately  finished  in  mahogany, 
he  recalls.  "We  would  stop  in  each 
town  for  a  day.  The  railroad  would 
move  us  to  the  next  town  during  the 
night. 

"I  remember  well  that  we'd  have 
people  waiting  for  us  at  the  .nation 
when  we  appeared,  sitting  on  the  plat- 
forms with  their  legs  dangling,  prob- 
ably talking  about  the  'adventure'  they 
were  about  to  undergo.  We'd  drop  the 
steps  on  the  back  of  the  car  and  be 
ready  to  go.  All  pictures  were  paid 
for  in  advance,  as  they  knew  the  money

Many  modern  photographers  have  replaced  their  studio  lights  with  daylight- 
type  fluorescent  lamps.  This  naturally  brings  up  the  question  of  film  ratings  for 
this  type  of  illumination. 

For  black  and  white  films,  the  regular  daylight  rating  has  been  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  However,  Kodachrome  speeds  are  slightly  difi^erent.  Since  the 
Master  meters  use  the  new  type  Weston  cells,  these  speeds  vary  a  bit  from 
other  Westons.   The  following  is  the  result  of  extensive  testing :

would  be  refunded  if  there  was  any 
question.  We'd  take  the  plates  and 
pack  them  in  special  boxes,  sending 
them  back  to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  where 
the  pictures  were  made." 

Mr.  Scott  liked  the  West,  and  in 
1902  hp  settled  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He 
had  three  studios  there,  but  rents  were 
out  of  proportion  and  there  was  such 
"cut  throat"  competition  that  he  dc' 
cided  to  pick  out  a  small  town  and 
make  his  home  there,  even  if  it  meant  a 
smaller  incomx.  The  Jewkes  Studio 
was  for  sale,  and  he  purchased  it, 
moving  to  Elko,  Nevada,  in  1922.

The  life  story  of  Mr. 
Drankoft  requires  a 
much  larger  book  than 
The  Focus.  It  is  the 
story  of  hard  work  and 
sincerity  that  brought  him  to  the  pin- 
nacle of  success  in  Old  Russia,  only 
to  be  plunged  into  exile,  a  destitute 
stranger  in  a  strange  land. 

Mr.  Drankoff  is  a  Russian,  educated 
in  the  equivalent  of  our  junior  college. 
His  principal  interest  in  school  was 
music,  the  piano  and  the  flute.  He 
became  acquainted  with  a  man  who 
operated  a  photo  gallery,  and  the  boy 
Drankoff  was  more  than  fascinated  by 
that  mysterious  process.  He  watched 
by  the  hour,  till  he  seemed  to  under- 
stand  each  and  every  move  and  the 
reason  therefor. 

One  day  the  photographer  was  un- 
usually busy,  even  as  you  may  have 
been  recently.  The  boy  offered  to  re- 
touch some  negatives,  and  the  photog- 
rapher reluctantly  gave  his  consent, 
only  to  praise  the  work  when  finished. 
At  once  the  happy  boy  made  his  de- 
cision to  be  a  photographer.  He  con- 
tinued his  apprenticeship  for  a  year 
at  Sebastopol,  and  then  opened  his 
own  studio  at  Krimm,  the  Black  Sea 
naval  base. 

His  pictures  pleased,  as  did  his  abil- 
ity to  get  results  on  difficult  assign- 
ments.   Public  officials  gradually  took 


meanwhile,  had  heard  of  a  motion 
picture  camera,  of  which  he  imported 
the  first  used  in  Russia. 

We  pass  over  a  few  years  and  now 
find  him  appointed  official  photog- 
rapher for  the  Imperial  Family.  Pub- 
lic officials  and  the  press  clamored  for 
his  pictures.  He  had  free  access  to  all 
state  events.  One  day  he  was  near  by 
at  an  assassination  and  was  arrested, 
but  later  released  when  recognized. 
He  was  on  hand  during  trouble  in  the 
Black  Sea  Fleet,  for  which  he  was 
banished  from  Russia.  After  a  brief 
experience  with  an  art  magazine  in 
Berlin,  he  went  to  Paris,  where  he  re- 
ceived an  official  invitation  to  return 
to  his  former  position  in  Russia. 

During  this  interval  his  lack  of  po- 
litical interest  had  been  established 
and  confidence  in  him  was  restored. 
It  was  he  who,  for  the  first  time,  pho- 
tographed members  of  the  Douma,  or 
Congress,  who  had  believed  it  sinful 
to  be  photographed.  At  one  time,  dur- 
ing maneuvers,  he  broke  through  a  row 
of  soldiers  ''to  shoot"  the  Czar  at  close 
up.  The  guards  were  horrified,  but 
the  Czar  only  smiled,  and  later  re- 
quested copies  of  the  pictures. 

The  Revolution  sent  him  into  hur- 
ried exile.  He  arrived  in  New  York 
with    exactly    eight    cents

These  changed  conditions  likewise  have  greatly  increased  the  cost  of 
operating  the  business. 

The  purpose  of  this  announcement,  of  course,  is  to  warn  you 
to  place  your  orders  as  soon  as  you  can,  and  to  make  allowance  for 
Saturdays,  which  more  and  more  are  considered  in  the  nature  of 
holidays,  at  least  insofar  as  business  production  is  concerned.

The  idea  I  am  trying  to  get  around 
to  is  that  most  of  us  have  a  little  blue 
sky  for  sale.  Those  of  us  who  don't 
sell  blue  sky  lack  the  selling  instinct. 
The  ability  to  glorify  a  product,  to  see 
through  the  clouds  and  up  to  the  blue 
sky,  is  what  makes  an  advertising  man 
or  a  salesman. 

Complain+s 

We  have  always  felt  that  many  of 
the  best  refinements  in  our  service 
have  been  the  direct  result  of  com- 
plaints that  have  come  to  us.  Every 
criticism  received  is  accepted  as  an 
urge  to  correct  whatever  may  be  at 
fault.  In  training  our  people  we  em- 
phasize the  value  of  complaints,  en- 
couraging them  readily  to  admit  errors, 
and  to  be  forthright  and  honest  in 
accepting  blame.

Use  For  An  Old  Electric 
Light  Bulb 

When  C.  H.  Poland,  Jr.,  of  Poland's 
in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  accidentally  threw 
a  dead  bulb  into  the  print  washer,  he 
made  an  important  discovery.  The 
bulb  bobbed  up  and  down  in  the 
washer;  the  tank  was  draining  at  the 
time  and  the  sinking  water  sucked  the 
bulb  over  into  the  drain.  "We  noticed 
that  when  the  water  sucked  the  bulb 
into  the  hole,  that  stopped  the  outflow, 
so  the  washer  began  to  fill  up  again 
until  it  reached  a  height  sufficient  to 
float  the  bulb,  when  the  process  re- 
peated itself.  As  a  result,  we  took  a 
burned-out  No.  2  photoflood,  put  a 
piece  of  tape  around  the  neck  to  keep 
it  from  cracking  or  breaking,  and  now 
we  use  it  all  the  time  instead  of  a  stop- 
per. The  drain  hole  is  2  inches  in  diam- 
eter, and  when  the  bulb  sinks  down  the 
tank  fills  to  about  3  inches  before  it 
again  lifts  the  bulb  out.  Before  we  tried 
this  we  used  a  stopper,  and  the  water 
spilled  over  the  top  of  the  tank,  which 
increased  the  washing  time.  Now  the 
water  still  comes  from  below,  yet  the 
hypo  keeps  draining  out  at  the  bottom 
with  fresh  water  coming  in.  We  use 
less  water  and  wash  the  prints  more 
quickly.  The  operation  is  entirely 
automatic."

AMERICANS  returning  from 
Japan  and  other  parts  of  the 
Orient  are  bringing  authentic  reports, 
accompanied  by  printed  proof,  that 
the  Japanese  are  going  in  for  manu- 
facture of  photo  products,  particularly 
imitations  of  German  cameras,  on  a 
large  scale.  These  returning  travelers 
add  that  the  Japanese  are  making  no 
bones  about  their  determined  attempt 
to  try  for  a  world  market  with  these 
cameras,  even  hoping  by  low  pricing 
of  such  instruments  to  wrest  leader- 
ship throughout  the  world  from  Ger- 
many, United  States  and  other  coun- 
tries. 

As  part  of  this  invasion  of  the  world 
photo  market  they  are  launching  maga- 
zine propaganda  for  all  countries,  even 
challenging  the  world  on  the  manu- 
facture of  fine  shutters. 

German  Product  Copied 

An  English  edition  of  a  photo  maga- 
zine published  in  Tokyo  reveals,  by 
illustration  and  trade  names,  the  al- 
most brazen  manner  in  which  Japanese 
manufacturers  are  imitating  popular 
German  camera  models  and  names. 
One  maker  and  wholesaler,  with  a 
minicam  that  is  almost  a  twin,  in  ap- 
pearance, of  the  Leica,  has  christened 
it  the  Leotax.

Two 
pages  of  illustrations  are  devoted  to 
showing  every  working  part  and  screw 
of  the  Rolle  Konter. 

Many  other  cameras  and  photo 
products,  bearing  striking  resemblance 
in  styling  and  names  to  those  formerly 
manufactured  by  Germany,  are  being 
advertised.  What  they  call  the  Semi- 
Clover  is  a  Voigtlander  Bessa  type. 
Then  there  is  the  Weltax  that  by  name 
and  lines  reminds  one  of  the  Weltini. 

Using  the  American  advertising 
phrase,  ''smaller  than  a  match  box," 
one  Nipponese  manufacturer  has 
turned  out  a  tiny  minicam  called  the 
Guzzi. 

Other  Products 

An  exposure  meter  now  being  made 
in  Japan,  resembHng  the  Leudi  type, 
has  been  trade-named  Lumy. 

Another  company  is  marketing  a 
film  called  Chromex  Oriental  Film 
whose  package  or  carton  might  be 
taken  for  an  Eastman  packaging  at 
quick  glance.

Frames  and  mountings,  as  in  the  Cali- 
fornia tax  plan,  are  considered  resold 
by  the  photographer  and  he  pays  no 
tax  on  them.

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Christmas  Greetings  From 
Over  There 

We  publish  a  letter  received  from  an  employee  on  leave,  now  in  England, 
for  it  contains  first-hand  observations  that  must  be  of  interest. 

October  31st. 
Dear  Mr.  Magnus: 

In  a  letter  from  Thomas,  some  few  months  ago,  I  read  that  you  had  written 
to  me  some  time  along  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  letter  never  reached 
me,  I  am  sorry  to  say.  But  that  is  the  fate  of  many  letters  in  these  days,  I  am 
afraid.    The  marvel  is  that  so  great  a  number  do  arrive  at  their  destinations. 

At  Hirsch  fc?  Kaye's  Christmas  business  is  swinging  into  high  gear,  I 
suppose.  The  war  has  not,  I  hope,  had  too  adverse  an  effect  on  it.  I  think 
about  you  all  very  frequently,  and  the  thought  that  it  would  be  very  pleasant 
to  be  able  to  walk  in  and  see  you  is  often  in  my  mind.  I  take  it  for  granted  tb.at 
most  of  the  people  arc  with  you  still. 

Not  much  news  comes  to  me  from  California  now.  Frequent  letters  arrive, 
but  all  of  them  busily  discuss  the  war;  which,  after  all,  is  natural.  Your  press, 
if  not  more  full  of  the  matter,  is  most  likely  much  more  strident  over  it. 

But  I  suppose  life  goes  along  much  a.s  usual,  except  tor  the  artivitips  caused 
by  the  Presidential  election.  The  Fair  will  be  clo=ed  now,  I  take  it.  Was  this 
second  year  an  improvement  financially  on  the  first?  I  saw  in  yesterday's  paper 
that  the  New  York  Fair  had  finished  and  that  the  attendance  had  been  fifty-five 
million.  That  is  quite  a  bunch  of  people,  but  whether  or  no  it  is  enough  to  make 
a  world  fair  a  success  or  a  failure  I  haven't  the  faintest  idea 

Here  we  are  beginning  to  accept  the  war  as  we  do  measles,  late  trains, 
thunderstorms  and  all  the  more  irntatmg  events  of  life.  To  tell  the  truth,  I 
formed  an  immense  admiration  for  this  people  after  seeing  their  behaviour 
under  the  most  trying  circumstances.  I  have  seen  them  going  about  their  ordi- 
nary every-day  affairs,  shopping,  serving  in  shops,  waiting  for  street  cars  on  the 
sidewalks  (or  rather  waiting  on  the  sidewalks  for  street  cars) ,  doing  household 
duties,  and  so  on,  while  Hun  planes  droned  overhead  and  while  my  own 
"innards"  have  been  turned  to  ice  by  the  whistle  of  falling  bombs.  Whether 
people  aren't  as  scared  as  I  am,  or  whether  they  just  don't  show  it,  I  don't  know. 

Some,  I  believe,  aren't  scared.  Yesterday  I  was  in  London  helping  a  friend 
(a  neighbour  from  San  Francisco,  by  the  way),  whose  house  had  been  destroyed 
over  her  head  one  night,  and  who,  with  three  other  people,  had  had  an  extra- 
ordinary escape,  to  sort  and  collect  her  belongings.  She  was  not  a  bit  per' 
turbed  by  the  Hun  planes  that  came  over  while  we  were  there,  and  said  that 
they  really  didn't  bother  her  in  the  slightest.  After  such  an  experience  one 
would  have  expected  her  to  have  a  holy  fear  of  them. 

If  this  were  a  telephone  instead  of  a  typewriter,  you  would  at  this  very 
moment  hear  a  Nazi  plane  chug,  chugging  away  overhead  and  the  guns  roaring 
away  at  it.  While  I  sit  with  my  ears  very  much  on  the  cock  to  catch  the  sound  of 
anything  falling,  I  cannot,  I  am  afraid,  confess  to  the  same  imperturbability  as 
my  friend. 

People  really  are  marvellous,  though.  Scared  or  not,  they  do  their  job, 
and  that  is  real  courage.  The  way  in  which  the  fire  services,  air-raid  wardens,
